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PREFACE. 


As  0tfttod  in  the  prefatory  reniArks  to  one  of  the  earlier  iasnes  of  the  series  of  bib* 
liof^raphiee  of  which  this  Tolnme  forms  the  fifth  nnmber,  the  writer  undertook  a 
number  of  years  ago  the  compilation  of  a  work  to  be  pablished  by  the  Bnrean  of 
Ethnology,  which  was  to  embrace  within  a  single  volume  an  authors'  catalogue  of  all 
the  material  relating  to  the  native  North  American  langnages.  With  this  purpose 
in  view  he  risited  the  principal  public  and  private  libraries  of  the  United  6tatee» 
Canada,  and  northern  Mexico,  carried  on  an  extensive  correspondence  with  librarians, 
missionariea,  and  others  interested  in  the  snbject,  and  examined  such  authorities, 
printed  and  maooacript,  as  were  accessible.  The  results  of  these  researches  were 
embodied  in  a  work  entitled  "  Proof-sheets  of  a  Bibliography  of  the  Languages  of 
the  North  American  Indians, "  the  full  title  and  description  of  which  will  be  found 
on  page  403  herewith.  The  amount  of  material  obtained  was  so  much  greater  than 
was  anticipated  that  the  volume  proved  cumbersome,  and  it  was  concluded  to  change 
the  style  of  publication  and  to  issue  a  series  of  bibliographies  each  relating  to  one  of 
the  more  prominent  groups  of  our  native  languages.  Consequently  but  few  of  the 
*' Proof-sheets "  were  distributed,  and  these  were  confined  to  persons  who  it  was 
thought  were  in  a  position  to  aid  in  the  preparation  of  the  new  series.  New  jour- 
neys were  undertaken,  the  national  libraries  of  England,  France,  and  a  few  of  the 
larger  private  eollections  in  both  of  these  countries  were  consulted,  many  of  the 
libraries  of  thia  country  and  Canada  were  rev'isited,  other  correspoudents  were 
enlisted,  much  additional  material  was  acquired,  and  the  publication  of  the  separate 
bibliographies  waa  begun. 

Of  this  aeries  four  numbers  have  been  published,  relating  respectively,  in  order  of 
publication,  to  the  Eskimanan,  Siouan,  Iroquoian,  and  Muskogean  families;  this,  the 
Algonqoian,  is  the  fifth,  and  the  next  in  contemplation  includes  the  languages  belong- 
ing to  the  Athapascan  stock. 

The  Algonqoian  s{»eaking  peoples  covered  a  greater  extent  of  country,  fierbaps, 
than  those  of  any  other  of  the  linguistic  stocks  of  North  America,  stretchiug  from 
Labrador  to  the  Rocky  Mountains,  and  from  the  Cburchill  River  of  Htidsou  Bay  to 
Pamlico  Sound  in  North  Carolina :  and  the  literature  of  their  languages  is  by  far  the 
greatest  in  extent  of  any  of  the  stocks  north  of  Mexico,  being  equaled,  if  at  ^ll,  by 
only  one  south  of  that  line,  namely,  the  Nahuatl.  Probably  eviry  language  of  the 
family  is  on  record,  and  of  the  more  promineDt,  extenttitc  record  has  been  niade.  In 
two,  the  Maasachnsetts  and  the  Cree,  the  whole  bible  has  been  printed,  the  former, 
by  the  way,  being  the  first  bible  printed  upon  this  continent.  In  two  otbem,  the 
Chippewa  and  the  Micmac,  nearly  the  whole  of  the  scriptures  has  l^een  prirjf^^l.  and 
portions  thereof  have  appeared  in  a  nomU;r  of  others.  Ju  the  Abnaki,  Hla^  kff>r/t, 
Chippewa,  Cree,  Delaware,  Micmac,  and  Nipi««ing,  rather  exteosive  <lictioriari#'j»  liave 
been  printed,  and  of  the  Abnaki,  Nipiasing,  Blackfoot,  Cbipi»ewa,  lllinoin,  Manna/hu- 
setts,  Montagues,  and  Pottawotomi,  there  are  manuscript  dictionarie*  in  <^zjsteri#;e. 
Of  grammars,  we  have  in  print  the  Abnaki,  BlackAxit,  Chippewa,  Cr*:^,  MaMMebu- 
setts,  Micmac,  and  Nipissing,  and  in  manuscript,  the  lilinois,  Meooroooee,  Mofitag- 
nai«,  and  Pottawotomi.  In  nearly  every  language  of  the  farciily,  prajr/l^^^ks,  hymn' 
books,  tracta,  and  scriptural  texts  have  appeared,  and  ^ytn\  of  theui  uf,  r^^yrmmuiM 
by  Bchool-booka  of  various  kinds,  L  e.,  primer*,  spellem,  and  reader* ;  attd  in  mm  of 
them,  the  Chippewa,  there  was  printed  in  1840  a  geography  for  begitiMr-

Thi3  present  volame  embraces  2,245  titular  entries,  of  which  1.926  relate  to  printed 
books  aud  articles,  and  319  to  inannsoripts.  Of  these,  2,014  have  been  seen  and  de- 
scribed by  the  compiler — 1,8&0  of  the  prints  and  164  of  the  manuscripts,  leaving  as 
derived  from  ontside  sources  231 — 76  of  the  prints  and  155  manuscripts.  Of  tbose 
uuseeu  by  the  writer,  titles  and  descriptions  of  probably  one-half  have  been  received 
from  persous  who  have  actually  seen  the  works  and  described  them  for  him. 

In  addition  to  these  there  are  given  130  full  titles  of  printed  covers,  second  and 
third  volumes,  etc.,  all  of  which  with  one  exception  have  been  seen  and  described 
by  the  compiler ;  while  in  the  notes  mention  is  made  of  243  printed  and  manuscript 
works,  14G  of  which  have  been  seen  and  97  derived  from  otber  (mostly  printed) 
sources. 

So  far  as  possible,  during  the  proof-reading  of  this  volume  comparison  baa  been 
made  direct  with  the  respective  works.  For  this  purpose,  besides  his  own  books,  the 
writer  has  had  access  to  those  in  the  libraries  of  Congress,  the  Bureau  of  Ethnology, 
the  Smithsonian  Institution,  Maj.  J.  W.  Powell,  and  several  other  private  collections 
in  the  city  of  Washington.  Mr.  Wilberforce  Eames  has  compared  the  titles  of  works 
contained  in  his  own  library  and  in  the  Lenox,  and  frequent  recourse  has  been  bad  to 
the  various  librarians  throughout  the  country  for  tracings,  photographs,  etc.  The 
result  is  that  of  the  2,014  works  described  de  visn,  comparison  of  proof  has  been  made 
direct  with  the  original  sources  in  the  case  of  1,711.  In  this  later  reading,  collations 
aud  descriptions  have  been  entered  into  more  fully  than  had  previously  been  done, 
and  capital  letters  treated  with  more  severity. 

Endeavor  has  been  made  to  acknowledge  throughout  the  work  the  obligatlonB 
under  which  the  writer  has  placed  himself  in  the  preparation  of  this  material.  To  a 
number,  however,  he  is  under  a  greater  indebtedness  than  could  be  properly  men- 
tioned in  the  body  of  the  work.  This  is  notably  true  of  Mr.  Wilberforce  Eames,  who 
has  contributed  not  only  his  constant  aid  and  advice  in  bibliographic  matters,  in 
which  ho  is  so  well  versed,  but  who  has  also  furnished  almost  bodily  a  number  of 
special  articles  included  within  these  pages — those  relating  to  the  publications  of  the 
Apostle  Eliot,  the  Indiane  primer,  Lykin8,Mather,  Mayhew,  Meeker,  Pierson,  Quinney, 
Rawson,  Sergeant,  and  Simerwell,  besides  many  new  titles,  biographic  material,  etc. 
From  the  Rev.  J.  £.  Jones,  of  St.  Mary's  College,  Montreal,  much  information  has 
been  received  concerning  the  earlier  missionaries  of  Canada ;  the  Reverend  Fathers 
Beaudet  and  Hamelof  the  Laval  University,  Quebec,  have  been  especially  kind  in 
giving  information  concerning  the  printed  and  manuscript  material  contained  in  the 
library  of  that  institution  and  in  that  of  the  archiepiscopal  residence  at  Quebec.  Sim- 
ilar kindnesses  have  been  shown  me  by  Prof.  A.  F.  Chamberlain,  now  of  Clark  Univer- 
sity, Worcester,  Massachusetts,  but  formerly  of  Toronto,  Canada. 

To  the  Director  of  the  Bureau,  Mig.  J.  W.  Powell,  I  am  under  lasting  obligations 
for  bis  constant  aid  and  advice  and  for  the  opportunity  of  pur8U4ng  my  work  under 
the  most  advantageous  circumstances.  ^ 

A.S  was  the  case  in  the  previous  numbers  of  the  series,  my  constant  assistant  has 
been  Mr.  P.  C.  Warman,  and  upon  him  has  fallen  much  of  the  detail  andmiuntiffi  in- 
Beparable  from  snch  a  work.

INTRODUCTION. 


In  tlie  eompilAtion  of  this  catalogae  the  aim  has  heen  to  inolade  everything,  printed 
or  in  maanflcripi,  relating  to  the  Algonqaian  Ian gnagee— books,  pamphlets,  articles 
in  amgrnzineay  tracts,  serials,  etc.,  and  snch  reviews  and  announcements  of  pablica- 
tiooa  an  aeemed  worthy  of  notice. 

Tlie  dictionary  plan  has  been  followed  to  its  extreme  limit,  the  subject  and  tribal 
indexesy  velbrencea  to  libraries^  etc.,  being  included  in  one  alphabetic  series.  The 
primary  arrangement  is  alphabetic  by  authors,  translators  of  works  into  the  native 
langnagea  being  treated  as  authors.  Under  each  author  the  arrangement  is,  first,  by 
printed  works,  and,  second,  by  manuscripts,  each  group  being  given  chronologically ; 
and  in  the  ease  of  printed  books  each  work  is  followed  through  its  various  editions 
before  tlie  next  in  chronologic  order  is  taken  up. 

Anonymonaly  printed  works  are  entered  under  the  name  of  the  author  when  known, 
and  under  the  first  word  of  the  title,  not  an  article  or  preposition,  when  not  known. 
A  croaa  rnfrimnrri  is  given  ftom  the  first  words  of  anonymous  titles  when  entered  under 
an  anthory  and  from  the  first  words  of  all  titles  in  the  Indian  languages,  whether 
anonjmona  or  not.  Manuscripts  are  entered  under  the  author  when  known,  under 
the  dialect  to  which  they  refer  when  the  author  is  not  known. 

Each  anther's  name,  with  his  title,  etc.,  is  entered  in  full  but  once,  1.  e.,  in  its 

alphabetie  OTder.    Every  other  mention  of  him  is  by  surname  and  initials  only,  except 

in  thoae  rare  cases  when  two  persons  of  the  same  surname  have  also  the  same  initials. 

All  titnlar  matter,  including  cross-references  thereto,  is  in  brevier,  all  collations, 

dcscfiptiona,  notes,  and  index  matter  in  nonpareil. 

In  detailing  contents  and  in  adding  notes  respecting  contents,  the  spelling  of  proper 
namea  used  in  the  particular  work  itself  has  been  followed,  and  so  far  as  possible  the 
language  of  the  respective  writers  is  given.  In  the  index  entries  of  tribal  names  the 
compiler  has  adopted  that  spelling  which  seenie<l  to  him  the  best. 

As  a  general  mle  initial  capitals  have  been  used  in  titular  matter  in  only  two  cases: 
first,  for  proper  names,  and,  second,  when  tho  word  actually  appears  on  the  title- 
page  with  an  initial  capital  and  with  the  remainder  in  small  capitals  or  lower-case 
letters.  In  giving  titles  in  the  (}erman  language  the  capitals  in  the  case  of  all  sub- 
stantives have  been  respected.' 

When  titles  are  given  of  works  not  seen  by  the  compiler  th^  fact  is  stated,  or  the 
entry  is  followed  by  an  asterisk  within  curves,  and  in  either  case  the  authirity  is 
Qsoally  given. 

The  material  contained  in  the  '^  Addenda''  has  been  entered  in  the  chronologic 
index  at  the  end  of  the  work,  but  is  not  included  in  the  tribal  and  subject  indexes 
throughout  the  volume.

On  a  more  recent  visit  (Jane,  1888).  I  waa 
ahown  by  the  Abb^  Cooq  what  purported  to  be 
all  the  Algonquian  manuscripts  belonging  to 
the  library  of  the  mission ;  some  of  these  were 
additional  to  those  seen  on  my  first  sojourn  at 
the  lake,  but  I  was  unable  to  identify  any  of 
those  here  entered  anonymously.

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PREFACE. 


As  stated  in  the  prefatory  remarks  to  one  of  the  earlier  issues  of  the  series  of  bib- 
lioi^phi^  of  which  this  volame  forms  the  fifth  nnmber^  the  writer  andertook  a 
Bomber  of  years  ago  the  eompilation  of  a  work  to  be  published  by  the  Barean  of 
Ethnology,  which  was  to  embrace  within  a  single  volume  an  authors'  catalogue  of  all 
Uie  material  relating  to  the  native  North  American  languages.  With  this  purpose 
in  view  he  visited  the  principal  public  and  private  libraries  of  the  United  €tates» 
Canada,  and  northern  Mexico,  carried  on  an  extensive  correspondence  with  librarians, 
miasionaries,  and  others  interested  in  the  subject,  and  examined  such  authorities, 
printed  and  manoscript,  as  were  accessible.  The  results  of  these  researches  were 
embodied  in  a  work  entitled  "  Proof-sheets  of  a  Bibliography  of  the  Languages  of 
the  North  Ameiican  Indians, '^  the  full  title  and  description  of  which  will  be  found 
on  page  403  herewith.  The  amount  of  material  obtained  was  so  much  greater  than 
was  anticipated  that  the  volume  proved  cumbersome,  and  it  was  concluded  to  change 
the  style  of  publication  and  to  issne  a  series  of  bibliographies  each  relating  to  one  of 
the  more  prominent  groups  of  our  native  languages.  Consequently  but  few  of  the 
**  Proof'Sheeta "  were  distributed,  and  these  were  confined  to  persons  who  it  was 
thought  were  in  a  position  to  aid  in  the  preparation  of  the  new  series.  New  jour- 
neys were  undertaken,  the  national  libraries  of  England,  France,  and  a  few  of  the 
larger  private  collections  in  both  of  these  countries  were  consulted,  many  of  the 
libraries  of  this  country  and  Canada  were  revisited,  other  correspondents  were 
enlisted,  much  additional  material  was  acquired,  and  the  publication  of  the  separate 
bibliographies  was  begun. 

Of  this  series  fonr  numbers  have  been  published,  relating  re8X)ectively,  in  order  of 
publication,  to  the  Eskimauan,  Siouan,  Iroquoian,  and  Mnskogean  families ;  this,  the 
Algonquian,  is  the  fifth,  and  the  next  in  contemplation  includes  the  languages  belong- 
ing to  the  Athapascan  stock. 

The  Algonquian  speaking  peoples  covered  a  greater  extent  of  country,  perhaps, 
than  those  of  any  other  of  the  linguistic  stocks  of  North  America,  stretching  from 
Labrador  to  the  Rocky  Mountains,  and  from  the  Churchill  Kiver  of  Hudson  Bay  to 
Pamlico  Sound  in  North  Carolina ;  and  the  literature  of  their  languages  is  by  far  the 
greatest  in  extent  of  any  of  the  stocks  north  of  Mexico,  being  equaleil,  if  at  f^ll,  by 
only  one  south  of  that  line,  namely,  the  Nahnatl.  Probably  every  language  of  the 
family  is  on  record,  and  of  the  more  prominent,  extensive  record  has  been  made.  In 
two,  the  Massachusetts  and  the  Cree,  the  whole  bible  has  been  printed,  the  former, 
by  the  way,  being  the  first  bible  printed  upon  this  continent.  In  two  others,  the 
Chippewa  and  the  Micmac,  nearly  the  whole  of  the  scriptures  has  \yeen  printed,  and 
portions  thereof  have  appeared  in  a  number  of  others.  In  the  Abnaki,  Blackfoot, 
Chippewa,  Cree,  Delaware,  Micmac,  and  Nipissing,  rather  extensive  dictionaries  have 
been  printed,  and  of  the  Abnaki,  Nipissing,  Blackfoot,  Chippewa,  Illinois,  Massachu- 
setts, Montagnais,  and  Pottawotomi,  there  are  manuscript  dictionaries  in  existence. 
Of  grammars,  we  have  in  print  the  Abnaki,  Blackfoot,  Chippewa,  Cree,  Massachu- 
setts, Micmac,  and  Nipissing,  and  in  manuscript,  the  Illinois,  Meuomonee,  Montag- 
nais, and  Pottawotomi.  In  nearly  every  language  of  the  family,  prayer-books,  hymn- 
books,  tracts,  and  scriptural  texts  have  appeared,  and  several  of  them  are  represented 
by  school-books  of  various  kinds,  i.  e.,  primers,  spellers,  and  readers;  and  in  one  o*" 
them,  the  Chippewa,  there  was  printed  in  1840  a  geography  for  beginners.

Theae  three  mannacripto  of  Father  Andr6  I 
had  the  plaaaare  of  aeetog  In  the  handa  of  the 
Abb4  F4rard,  in  the  anmmer  of  1882,  at  the 
Sault  an  BecoUet,  laland  of  IfontreaL  Is 
Jane,  1889, 1  aaw  them  again  to  poaaeaalon  of 
Rev.  A.E.  Jonea,  of  StlCary'a  College.  Mont- 
real, to  the  library  of  which  Inatltatlon  they 
will  probably  renuto. 

-  Through  the  Undneaa  of  the  totter  gentle- 
man, who  famiahed  me  the  copy  of  the  above 
pretoce,  I  am  alao  to  receipt  of  an  axtanded  bio- 
graphic aketoh  of  P^re  Andr6,  compiled  by  him 
with  much  tobor  fhmi  printed  and  manuacript 
aourcea— a  aketoh  too  tong  and  atoborato  for 
Iheae  pagea,  bat  which  ahonld  find  place  to 
tome  more  auiteble  work.  I  regret  my  toability 
to  uae  it  aa  a  whole,  bat  moat  content  myaalf 
with  the  followtog  extracto : 

Father  Loato  Andr6  waa  bom  to  1628,  and 
preTtona  to  hto  comtog  to  Kew  Franca  had  en* 
tered  the  Society  of  Jeaua  aa  a  member  of  the 
proTtoce  of  Toulouae.  Aa  a  Canadian  miaaion- 
ary  he  waa  withto  the  Jartodi«)tion  of  the  pror. 
toce  of  France.  He  reached  America  on  the 
7th  of  Jane,  1888;  and  to  a  abort  time  waa  aent 
tothe  weatom  mlaalona,  where  Ctoode  Alloaex, 
Jacquea  Marquette,  and  Ctoude  Dablon,  to- 
gether with  the  coadJator— brother  Looto  le 
Boeame,  were  already  toiltog  to  the  Maater'a 
Tineyard. 

On  the  20th  of  May,  1670,  AUouea,  leartog  the 
neighborhood  of  the  Bay,  had  aet  oat  for  the 
Sault,  and  fW>m  him  we  aacertato  the  fact  that 
Father  Andr6  had  already  reached  that  poet 
with  Father  Dmillettea,  who  had  Joazneyed 
with  him. 

On  the  28th  of  Auguat,  Father  Andrt  aet  out 
for  the  Miaaion  of  Miaaiaaagn4  (Wlde-mouth- 
river),  on  the  northern  ahore  of  Lake  Huron. 
He  arrived  there  three  daya  after.    Aa  aoon  aa 
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tbeexerdaes  of  the  miMion  were  ended,  he  pro- 
ended  to  Ouiebitchioa&n,  ao  isUnd  in  the  aame 
hke  lying  opposite  EkaentSton  (Manitoulin), 
when  he  remained  twelre  days.  After  sojonm- 
iag  OD  the  latter  island,  oontinaing  unremit- 
tiiClyliis  apoetoUc  labors  in  spite  of  famine,  he 
fiisDy  reached  Lake  Nipisslng,  and  there  spent 
tbM  months  iostmcting  the  8tisk8agami 
(llMwe-«ttb»fartheet-lake). 

At  the  ioe  broke  up  he  returned  to  Ekaent8- 
tOB,  ud  for  three  weeks  he  preached  to  the 
Aaik8^  or  Beaver  nation,  who  had  taken  np 
theff  abode  on  the  island.  Provisions  were  now 
■0re  plentifal  as  the  hnnt  of  the  orignal  had 
pvTsd  fncceMfal,  and  God  gave  him,  as  he 
Bjt.  vberewith  to  "couler  doacement  la  fln  de 
I'hjrer."  This  to  all  appearances  was  towards 
the  eod  of  the  winter  1670-1671. 

The  snmmer  months  of  1671,  Father  Andr6 
pUMd  at  the  Bale  dee  Pnants.  We  next  find 
Ua  at  tfichilimakinao,  where  he  spent  part 
«f  flie  winter  with  the  Btionnontatehronnon 
Harotts  and  other  Indiana  who  had  returned 
there  ai  exiles  to  their  old  habitation. 

Oo  the  ISth  of  December,  1671,  be  set  ont  to 
ntora  to  Green  Bay.  After  a  tedions  and  per- 
Oooa  journey,  owing  especially  to  the  ice,  he 
iMdifld  his  destination  and  occupied  the  re- 
aaioderof  the  winter  jonmeying  from  village 
to  Tillage  and  evangelizing  the  tribes  settled  in 
the  neighborhood. 

father  Andr<  was  stationed  at  Green  Bay  in 
M72,  and  I  might  say  permanently.  He  had 
for  his  companion  Father  Allonez. 

On  the  15th  of  February,  the  fimt  day  of  lent. 
1*73,  he  repaired  to  the  village  of  Oassoaamig- 
<>BD(,  where  his  labors  were  crowned  with  sue- 
<*•■-  Bat,  owing  to  a  promise  he  had  made 
father  AUoues,  he  relnnctantly  left  his  neo- 
^Ttea,  on  the  6th  of  March,  to  retnm  to  the 
'Biidenceat  the  Bay.  Here  day  after  day,  from 
"i^'nuog  to  sundown,  the  Indians  flocked  to  bis 
ahin  to  be  instructed  in  the  Christian  faith. 
Ob  the  24th  of  Karch  the  Indians  struck  their 
tnti  intending  to  camp  nearer  the  mouth  of  the 
liver,  and  on  the  day  following  Father  Allonez 
ivtiined  from  a  mission  to  the  Ontagamis,  or 
foxes,  thus  leaving  Father  Andr6  at  liberty  to 
|00B  hiaown  *pf»"^^  eight  days'  retreat,  which 
^«  he  apeot  in  seclusion,  prayer,  and  medita- 
lin. 

Towaids  the  end  of  April  of  this  same  year, 

It73»  Fatiier  Andr6  undertook  a  mission  to  the 

lt*ioainines  or  Follea-Avoines,  but  he  does  not 

"P^ify  what  length  of  time  he  spent  among 
thea. 

la  the  following  year,  1674,  he  returned  to 
the  mission  of  Oua«aatlnoun  [rie],  aul  premises 
^aajring  that  it  was  his  third  visit  On  the 
^  of  Kovembet,  the  river  of  the  Folles- 
AroiBegor  ICakmmines  being  completely  fh>zen 
^er,  he  was  prevented  from  following  the  In- 
^  hands  to  the  extremity  of  Cape  Illmols,  and 
Mv  himself  in  the  necessity  of  patiently  await- 
^  their  return  at  the  end  of  January,  1675. 

fhtiier  A]idr6,  throaghout  1677,  continued 
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working  assiduously  among  the  Indians  of  the 
Bay,  and  regenerated  by  baptism  one  hundred 
catechumens.  * 

From  1678  to  1681  we  find  him  still  at  Green 
Bay ;  in  1782  at  Michilimakinac.  In  1683  he  was 
with  the  Inr.ians  at  Kiskakin.  This  was  the 
last  year  of  liis  missionary  labor  in  the  West. 

He  was  now  in  his  sixtieth  year,  and  was  re- 
called to  Quebec,  no  doubt  with  the  intention 
of  affording  him  a  little  rest  after  many  years 
of  hardship  and  apostolic  toiL  He  was  then 
named  professor  of  philosophy  in  the  Jesuits' 
College,  at  Quebec,  a  post  he  occupied  in  1684 
and  1686.  And,  thongh  venerable  in  years,  he 
did  not  think  it  beneath  him  to  accept  an  ap- 
pointment as  professor  in  the  lower  forms  of 
Quebec  College.  This  duty  he  fulfilled  from 
1686  to  1690.  But  his  superiors  no  doubt  had 
an  ulterior  object  in  view  in  this  appointment. 
It  was,  we  may  presume,  to  afford  him  an  ap- 
portunity  and  leisure  of  turning  to  account  for 
the  benefit  of  future  miAsionaries  his  thorough 
knowledge  of  the  Algonquin  language.  His 
Algonquin  dictionary  bears  no  date,  but  the 
compendium  [see  Collectio,  first  Andr6  title 
above],  written,  to  all  external  appearance, 
about  the  same  time,  furnishes  us  with  a  clue. 

Claude  Allonez  landed  the  11th  of  July, 
1658,  and  died  the  27th  of  August,  1689.  giving 
an  interval  of  thirty-one  years  between  his  ar- 
rival and  his  death,  so  that  the  compendium 
was  not  certainly  written  before  1688,  thongh 
it  might  have  been  written  after,  as  Father  Al- 
lonez died  after  about  thirty  year:)  of  mission- 
ary life. 

Besides  the  dictionary  and  the  collection  of 
precepts,  etc.,  there  were  other  of  his  works 
which  survived  him  but  which  I  have  not  yet 
been  able  to  discover.  We  are  informed  of  this 
by  the  following  inscription  in  a  strange  hand 
written  on  the  inside  of  the  paper  cover  of  the 
compendium: 

"Collectio  sequens  est  conscripta  a  P.  Ludo- 
vico  Andre,  qui  fuitSilvicoIarum  Montanorum, 
missionariuH  ad  ann.  M.  D.  C.  XCIII. 

"AHamanuscriptaejusd.  scil.  Catechismus, 
rudimentum,  et  exhortationes  servantur  in 
Archiv.  Tadussakensi,  sub  No.  ..." 

The  archives  of  Tadoussao  have  long  since 
disappeared. 

In  1691  Andr6  was  again  on  the  missions ;  this 
time  at  St  Franci;  Xavier  (Chicootimi)  and 
Lake  St.  Peter.  This  was  in  the  lower  Algon- 
quin mission. 

In  1692  he  was  still  in  the  Montagnais  mis- 
sion, with  the  Papinacheois  and  at  Chicoutimi. 
In  1693  and  1694  we  find  him  back  amidst  civili- 
zation and  stationed  at  Montreal. 

From  1696  to  1699,  inclusive,  he  is  not  men- 
tioned in  the  catalogues,  save  in  the  erroneous 
statement  at  the  end  of  1696:  "Obiit  P.  Andr6 
Cadomis  (at  Caen).  20  Apr.,  1696."  This  cer- 
tainly referred  to  some  other  F.  Andr6,  for  we 
shall  see  by  ihe  sequel  that  the  sturdy  veteran 
was  not  ready  yet  to  shake  off  his  mortal  coil. 
He  appears  again  in  1700 ;  where  he  was  in  the 
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neuitime  I  hBTe  not  bean  able  to  dlaoover. 
Sren  the  '*lClMrUftDeoniiB  Liber"  and  theoki 
regiatw  praaenred*  at  Quebec  are  aileat  on  the 
matter,  bat  both.  nnfortiuMitely,  are  inoom- 
plete. 

Thia  year  bia  name  ia  marked  on  the  oata- 
logne  among  tboae  of  the  oommnnity  of  Qoebeo 
CoUego.  Though  now  in  hie  77th  year  he  atlll 
bore  the  title  of  *' mlaakwary/*  which,  under 
the  cireamatancea.  could  only  mean  raaident 
miaeiooary  at  Quebec  for  auch  of  the  Algon- 
quin Indiana  who  might  come  up  or  down  to 
barter  at  the  old  capital  of  the  colony. 

It  waa  in  1703  that  the  title  of  **aenez,"  waa 
added  to  that  of  miaaionary,  and  it  became  otI- 
dent  that  hia  waning  atzength  would  noTer 
admit  of  hia  again  leaving  the  abeltering  walU 
of  Quebec  College.  In  1705  hia  title  of  mia- 
aionary  waa  dropped  from  the  cataloguea  and 
theaignilloantaaffix  of"  aenex  "  alone  remained. 
He  waa  indeed  a  Teteran  now  and  entitled  to  a 
well-eamed  but  to  him  a  diataatefol  repoee.  It 
waa  notk  howeTcr,  until  ten  jeara  later,  on  the 
19th  September,  1715,  that  he  waa  called  to  hia 
eternal  reward,  at  the  ripe  old  age  of  tt. 

The  following  ia  an  extract  fW>m  a  circular 
dated  NoTomber  1, 1715^  sent  by  hia  superior, 
aa  waa  cnatomary  on  thoae  occaaiona,  to  the 
other  houaea  of  the  Order: 

**We  haTO  recently  lost^  In  the  penon  of 
Father  Lonis  Andr6,  a  mivsionary  labourer 
loaded  down  even  more  with  the  weight  of  merit 
thaii  that  of  yeara.  It  ia  now  over  forty -flTo 
yean  aince  he  doYoted  himaelf  to  the  conver* 
aion  of  the  Indiana,  and  it  may  be  Justly  aaid 
that  in  ao  painfol  and  laboriona  a  rocation  he 
accomplished  all  the  dutiea  of  an  excellent  mia- 
aionary.  There  ia  no  doubt  bat  that  it  waa 
with  natoral  repugnance  he  adopted  the  Indian 
mode  of  life,  and  that  he  underwent  many  hard- 
ahipa  in  the  long  and  weary  Joumeyinga  in 
which  he  accompanied  hia  Indiana.  Theae 
never  disheartened  hfan,  for  he  reckoned 
Ihtigue  aa  naught  when  there  waa  a  queation 
of  God*a  glory  or  the  aalvation  of  aouls.  He 
laboured  on  the  miaaion  until  he  had  nearly 
attained  hia  eightieth  year,  and  if  at  any  mo- 
ment of  hia  life  he  waa  called  upon  to  do  rio- 
lence  to  himaelf  in  the  practloeof  obedience,  it 
waa  when  his  superiora,  touched  at  the  aightof 
hia  many  inflrmitlea  and  the  aaffering  inaep- 
arable  from  missionary  labor  he  must  needs 
have  endured  at  ao  advanced  an  age,  pat  a  atop 
to  hia  departure  and  retained  him  at  Quebec"

"This  dictionary  is  a  work  which  ha* 
required  Immense  labor  and  a  benedictine 
patience,  and  as  much  can  be  said  of  the  Ab- 
naquis-French  dictionary  mention-d  below, 
though  it  does  noi  appear  to  be  so  complete. 

"The  sign  of  a  cross,  still  in  use  among  the 
Jesuits,  it  seems,  is  found  at  the  top  of  each 
page  of  the  dictionary.  As  the  Latin  words 
below  the  signature  indicate,  this  oopy  ia  a  sec- 
ond edition;  nothing  is  known  of  the  first.  "Sot 
is  there  found  among  tbe  manuscripts  of  the 
St.  Francis  mission  the '  Rudiment  Abnaqois '  of 
which  Father  Aub6ry  speaks  in  his  '  Quelques 
notes.'  But  there  are  two  copies  of  a  *  diction- 
nairsdesraoines'  [see  ITadtfnans  (J.B.)].  which 
has  probably  had  for  a  basis  the  little  dictionary 
of  roota  made  by  Father  Anbury  which  has  not 
reached  ua,  unless  he  means  thereby  the  Ab4- 
naklS' French  dictionary  next  mentioned.  The 
Abb6  Joseph  Manraolt,  the  author  of  the  his- 
tory of  the  Ab^nakis,  who  was  tbe  last  mission- 
ary at  St.  Francis  acquainted  with  tbe  lan-

Father  Joseph  Anbury  was  bom  in  France 
March  10, 1874,  and  entered  the  Society  of  Jesua 
September  8, 1090.  Ho  came  to  Canada  in  1094, 
before  completing  his  theological  course,  was 
ordained  at  Quebec  September  21, 1809,  and  was 
employed  on  the  Abnaki  missions.  He  accom- 
panied Father  Bigot  to  the  misHion  at  Penta- 
gSet,  Acadia,  where  he  live<l  a  few  years.  In 
1709 he  was  ordered  to  St  Francis,  and  remained 
at  that  luiAsion  until  his  death,  which  occurred 
in  17.S5.  He  was  buried  in  the  first  church  of 
the  Abnakisat  St.  Francis,  and  is  the  only  mis- 
sionary who  has  been  interred  at  that  place. 

Father  Aub^ry  was  well  versed  in  the  Ab- 
naki language.  He  wrote  much,  and  nearly 
always  iu  that  language.  By  arduous  and  per- 
w'verinjx  labi>r  during  48  yeara  he  formed  a  con- 
aidcrable  collection  of  valuable  manuscripts. 
As  these  were  depoaiteil  in  the  church,  with  the 
registers  or  the  mission,  they  wen^  unfortunate- 
ly destroyed  in  1759  in  the  incendiary  burning 
of  that  church.  Of  all  these  there  hnve  been 
preserved  only  an  Abnaki  vocabulary  anda  large 
paper  book  containing  man^'  hymns,  motets, 
psalms,  and  songs ;  at  the  time  of  the  fire  they 
were  in  the  hands  of  Father  Virot.  This  vo- 
cabulary contains  a  great  number  of  very  valu- 
able notes,  which  have  served  ua  much  for  the 
history  of  the  Abnakia. — 2IauraulL

Stookbrfdge.  Mass..  in  1808.  His  father,  R«t. 
Oliver  Ayer.  remored  to  central  New  Tork 
when  the  subject  of  this  sketch  was  three  yaara 
old.  At  an  early  age  Mr.  Ayer  commenced  to 
study  for  tbe  ministry,  but  ill  health  compelled 
him  to  abandon  the  idea,  and  he  engaged  In 
business  in  Utioa  and  other  plaoea.  While 
there,  in  1828,  he  was  sent  by  the  A.  B.  d.  F.  M. 
as  a  teacher  in  amission  school  atMacklnao. 
Next  summer  (1830)  he  went  to  Lake  Superior 
snd  spent  some  time  in  the  family  of  Lyman 
Warren,  teaching  and  studying  the  Ojibwa 
language.  The  following  year  he  spent  at 
Sandy  Lake  with  tbe  late  WUliam  A.  Aitkin, 
wher«  he  opened  a  school,  said  to  be  tbe  first  in 
Minnesota.

Stephen  Theodore  Badin,  clergyman,  bom 
la  Orleans,  France,  in  1788,  died  in  Cincinnati  in 
1853.    He  was  sent  for  three  years  to  the  Col- 
lege Montagu  in  Paris,  where  he  acqaired  a 
thorough  classical  training,  and  entered  the  Sol* 
pieian  Seminary  at  Tears  in  1789,  with  the  ob- 
ject of  becoming  a  priest.    He  immigrated  to 
the  United  States  In  179^  and  was  ordained  by 
Wshop  Carroll  in  the  old  cathedrjil  of  Baltimore 
in  1T93,  being  the  first  priest  ordained  in  the 
United  States.    He  was  appointed  to  do  mis- 
sionary work  in  Kentaoky,  which,  at  that  pe- 
rlod,  formed  a  part  of  the  diocese  of  Baltimore. 
Father  Badin  was  for  about  three  years  the  only 
priest  in  Kentaoky.    In  1797  Bishop  Qarroll  ap- 
pointed him  ricar-general  and  sent  him  au  as- 
sistant, who  died  the  following  year.    In  1805 
he  published  his  ''Principles  ot  Catholics," 
the  first  Catholic  work  printed  in  the  West 
From  1830  to  1836  he  was  connected  with  the 
PoUawattamie  Indians  on  St.  Joseph's  River, 
Indiana,    He  was  sncoessfal  not  only  in  con- 
Torting  them  to  Christianity,  bat  in  forming 
them  to  the  habits  of  cirilised  life.    He  estab- 
lished schools  among  them,  and  in  a  few  years 
all  the  f  oang  people  of  the  tribe  had  learned  to 
read  English.

Frederick  Baraga,  R.  C.  bishop,  bom  in 
Trslfco.  Carniola,  90  June,  1787 ;  died  in  Mar- 
quette^ Ifioh.,  10  Jan.,  1868.  His  family,  a 
joonfier  branch  of  the  house  of  Hapsbnrg, 
vas  the  meet  diatiagniahed  in  lUyria.  He 
Wgan  his  atudlea  in  the  college  of  Leibac.  the 
capital  of  his  naiireproTince,  whore  ho  learned 
to  speak  French,  Italian,  and  German  fluently, 
in  addition  to  the  ordinary  branches.  At  the 
end  of  hie  course  he  went  to  Vienna  to  study 
Uw.  and  after  graduation,  in  1821,  determined 
to  dcTote  himself  to  the  priesthood.  He  en- 
tered the  ecleeiastical  seminary  of  Leibac  and 
WM  ordained  in  1628.  He  exercised  his  min- 
ittry  for  the  next  aoTen  years  in  Carniola,  and, 
in  the  Interrsl  of  hia  miaaiouary  datiea,  oom- 
poMd  worka  of  derotion  in  the  Sclavonic 
dialect  for  the  people.  The  preaent  improved 
Madition  of  thla  language  ia  chiefly  attributed 
to  the  efforts  of  Father  Baraga.  Having  de- 
tcnatoed  on  spending  his  life  among  the  Indians 
^  the  ITnited  States,  he  tranaferred  hia  estates 
te  hie  brothers,  reaerving  to  himaelf  an  annuity 
•f  1300,  and  arrived  in  New  York  in  December, 
UMl   He  spent  aome  montha  in  Ohio  atudying

English  and  the  Ottawa  dialect,  and  aet  out  in 
May  for  Arbre  Croche,  a  village  of  Ottawa 
Indiana  on  the  peninanla  of  Michigan.  The 
inhabitanta,  although  they  had  relapsed  into 
barbariam,  retained  aome  traditions  of  the 
Jesuits  of  the  seventeenth  century  and  received 
Father  Baraga  with  welcome,  and,  under  hia 
guidance,  the  community  entered  upon  the 
public  practice  of  a  christian  life.  In  a  little 
more  than  a  year  he  built  a  church  and  two 
schools  and  had  an  Indian  congregation  of  more 
than  700.  He  next  extended  his  labors  aa  far 
as  the  Castor  Islands  and  beyond  Lake  Mich- 
igan, creeling  several  churches  as  well  aa 
schools  in  Green  Bay  and  St.  Joseph's. 

In  1832  he  published  at  Detroit  a  prayer  and 
hymn  book  in  the  Ottawa  language,  the  first  of 
a  remarkable  series  of  works  in  the  Indian  dia- 
lects, which  have  been  found  very  useful  by 
philologiste.  He  visited  Grand  River  in  th» 
spring  of  1833  and  baptised  more  than  100  of 
the  natives,  but  his  efforts  were  counteracted 
by  the  white  liquor-dealers  and  the  Indiana 
whom  they  had  demoralised.  Hia  enemiea  peti- 
tioned the  Government  for  hia  removal,  and, 
although  he  waa  sustained  by  the  governor  of 
Michigan,  he  was  forced  to  seek  other  flelda 

He  began  his  labors  among  the  Chippewas  at 
Lapointe  in  1835,  and  continued  them  success- 
fully tor  eighteen  years.  His  success  waa 
mainly  owing  to  the  aaaiatance  he  received 
from  the  Leopoldine  aociety  in  hia  native 
country. 

He  next  visited  the  Indians  of  Fond  du  Lac, 
70  miles  from  Lapointe,  and  the  Indians  of  Bad 
River,  seventeen  miles  to  the  south,  both  of 
whom  led  a  roving  life.  During  the  winter  of 
1836-'37  he  traveled  six  miles  every  day  to  in- . 
struct  them,  on  their  return  to  their  wigwams, 
until  he  bad  them  all  ready  to  receive  baptism. 
During  this  period  he  also  wrote  the  "Ojibway 
Prayer-  and  Hymn-Book  and  Catechism,"  the 
"Extracts  of  the  History  of  the  Old  and  New 
Testaments,  with  the  Gospels  of  the  Year,*' 
in  the  same  dialect;  "The  History,  Cbaracter, 
Mannera,  and  Customs  of  the  North  American 
Indians,"  in  German,  and  a  devotional  work 
for  his  countrj'men  in  Sclavonic.  He  went  to 
Europe  in  1837  to  collect  money  for  his  mission, 
and  was  so  successful  (hat  he  was  also  enabled 
to  have  his  Indian  books  printed  in  Paris.  On 
his  return  to  the  United  States  he  was  able, 
with  the  means  in  hand,  to  conduct  his  opera- 
tions more  systematically. 

In  1843,  as  the  missions  he  had  established 
no  longer  needed  hia  personal  snperTlsion,  he 
resolved  to  make  the  "A nee,"  ao  old  trading- 
post  of  the  American  Fur  Company,  between 
Pointe  Abbaye  and  Keweenau  Point,  the  center 
of  his  labors.  The  ludians  here  were  steeped 
in  idolatry  and  intemperance.  But,  though 
threats  were  made  against  his  life,  he  succeeded 
in  converting  some  of  their  medicine  men,  and 
this  waa  followed  by  the  conversion  of  many 
dthera.     He  built  a  church  and  parsonage. 
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(F.) — Con  tinned, 
erected  thirty  hooMft  for  his  oooTarts,  and  par* 
chftaed  ftlArj^e  tract  of  lAod.  on  which  he  located 
theoi.  In  1850  all  the  Indians  had  heooree 
christians,  and  so  prosperous  that  nnmeroas 
families  came  to  settle  on  the  Ance.  Here  be 
wrote  his  grammar  and  dictionary  cf  the 
Otchipwe  (Chippeway)  ]aoj;aage(18>l-'53),  per- 
haps the  most  important  oontribation  to  Indian 
philology  made  hitherto.  The  demand  for  his 
Indian  books  in  the  United  States  and  Canada 
oontribnted  materially  to  his  ceaoaroes  and  en- 
abled him  to  Increase  still  further  the  Tillage 
on  the  Ance. 

The  discovery  of  the  copper  mines  on  the 
npper  peninsula  of  Michigan  in  1815  added  to 
Father  Baraga's  diffioalties.  A  large  mining 
population  trom  all  parts  of  the  world  was 
scattered  among  bis  Indian  Tillages,  and  he 
found  it  necessary  to  obtain  more  priests.  For 
this  purpose,  as  well  as  to  secure  the  publica- 
tion of  bis  works,  he  went  to  CioolDnati  in  1853, 
where  he  lectured  on  the  mining  resources  of 
the  upper  peninsula  and  on  the  harrest  that 
was  open  for  missionary  scaI  there.  In  XoTem- 
ber  of  the  same  year  he  was  made  ricar  apoa- 
tolic  of  npper  Michigan. 

In  1864  he  went  to  Europe  to  procure  mis- 
sionaries, and  retured  with  twelve  priests.   He 
also  introduced  the  brothers  and  sisters  of  Saint  ' 
Francis  and  intrusted  them  with  the  education 
of  the  Indians. 

In  1850  Saut  St.  Mary  was  erected  into  an 
episcopal  see,  and  Dr.  Baraga  was  appointed 
its  bishop  in  the  following  year.  The  m>e 
having  been  transferred  to  Marquette  in  1865, 
he  was  created  binhop  of  Marquette  and  Saut 
St.  Mary.  His  health  began  to  fail,  but  bis 
brethren  could  not  prevail  on  him  to  moderate 
his  austerities  or  slacken  his  lal>ors.  He  slept 
on  the  ground  and  ofti^n  walked  fortv  miles  a 
day  on  anow-shoes  when  visiting  his  Indians,  i 
He  was  stricken  with  apoplexy  while  in 
attendance  on  the  Council  of  Baltimore  in  1866, 
and  returned  to  his  diocese  broken  in  health, 
but  continued  to  perform  his  ministerial  duties 
till  a  few  days  before  his  death.— Ai»pIe(on's 
Cyelop.  qf  Am.

On  his  retnin  be  settled  in  Philadelphia,  where 
he  aoon  acquired  an  extensive  and  lucrative 
pnetieei  In  1789  he  waa  appointed  professor 
of  natonl  history  and  botany,  and  in  1705  of 
materia  medica  in  the  college  of  Philadelphia. 
In  1813  he  ancoeedad  Dr.  Benjamin  Rush  aa 
profeaaor  of  the  theory  and  practice  of  medicine 
ia  the  University  of  Pennsylvania.  He  was 
elected  president  of  the  Philadelphia  Medical 
Society  in  1800,  and  was  some  time  vice-presi- 
dent of  the  Americaii  Philosophical  Society, 
and  also  a  member  of  many  other  American 
aad  European  aooleties.

trator  of  the  town  archives,  was  born  there  in 
1667  and  died  in  172&  To  what  extent  he  waa 
related  to  the  Gottfried  Bartsch  mentioned  by 
Andr.  Miiller,  I  know  not ;  his  father,  also  Hein- 
rich, was  vioe-burgomaster of  Konigsberg.  Oar 
Heinrich,  as  far  back  as  1717,  was  engaged  in 
the  scheme  of  publishing  a  more  copious  collec- 
tion than  that  of  Chamberlayne,  and  hence 
spared  no  diligence  in  gathering  all  kinds  of 
formulffi  yet  tinprinied  in  all  sorts  of  languages 
and  dialects.  Ue  did  not,  however,  live  to  see 
it  completed,  but  bequeathed  his  collection  of 
manuscripts  to  the  library  of  the  council  of  bis 
native  town,  where  it  ia  still  extant.  Having 
received,  through  the  kindness  of  Mr.  D.  Wald, 
a  lijit  of  all  the  copies  it  contains,  I  am  enabled 
to  give  a  dot^iled  account  of  it  The  wHole 
consists  of  two  volumes  in  ito,  nearly  all  loose 
leaves  with  Inserted  original  letters  by  Bayer, 
la  Crose,  and  others.  The  languagea  are  ar* 
ranged  alphabetically.  The  first  part  contains 
228  formnl»  in  60  languages  and  dialects,  the 
second  133  formula  in  61  langnages  and  dia- 
lects, making  together  361  formuUe.  To  Judge 
by  these  figures,  the  collection  would  have 
turned  out  to  be,  therefore,  the  richest  and  most 
complete.  But  as  the  author  gathered  not  only 
trantdatious  but  also  poetic  transcripts,  and  of 
translations  not  only  all  various  translations  in 
one  and  the  aame  language  but  all  the  different 
copiea  of  one  and  the  same  tranalations,  how- 
ever faulty,  much  has  to  be  deducted  to  obt^n 
its  real  value,  and  there  remains  possibly  little 
more  than  may  be  found  in  Chamberlayne.  As 
the  author  possessed  a  decided  Inclination  to- 
warda  the  fantastic,  as  appears  from  his  life, 
this  is  not  surprising.  It  Is  possible,  however, 
that  If  he  had  been  permitted  to  undertake  the 
publication,  he  would  have  omitted  much.  Still 
it  is  impossible  not  to  admire  the  industry  with 
which  he  gathered  i^ll  printed  fonuul»  firom  a 
number  of  writings,  some  of  them  rare.  Of  un- 
printed  ones  I  have  found  only  one,  that  of  the 
Gaspesians  or  Micmacs  in  Canada,  communi- 
cated to  him  by  la  Crose,  and  which  I  ahall  util- 
ize in  ita  place.

His  father,  a 
mechanic,  placed  his  son  at  the  college  of  Nico* 
let,  where  he  paased  through  his  classes  with 
anoceesand  afterwards  embraced  the  eccleaias- 
tical  state.  He  was  made  a  priest  in  1827,  and 
in  1830  was  selected  by  the  Bishop  of  Proven- 
Cher  to  go  into  the  north  country  and  labor 
solely  in  christianising  the  savage.  Arriving 
at  Red  Biver.  June  18, 1831,  he  applied  himaelf 
with  ardor  to  the  atudy  of  the  Sanltear  Ian* 
guage.  He  discovered  the  principles  of  the 
language,  which  he  arranged  and  caused  to  be 
printed  in  1839;  also  a  book  of  piety  in  this 
tongue.  He  composed  adictionary  which  would 
form  a  large  quarto,  but  which,  for  want  of 
encouragement,  has  never  been  printed.  This 
dictionary,  French  and  Saulteur,  gives  the  ety- 
mology of  each  word,  and  the  composite  parri- 
clea,  which  throws  much  light  upon  the  knowl- 
edge of  this  language,  and  enables  one  to  aelxe

the  genius  of  it— a  thing  so  essential  to  him 
who  deairea  to  und^stand  the  people  in  ganeraL 
He  traveled,  formed  miaaiona,  built  chapels, 
etc.  in  many  placea  orer  a  space  from  east  to 
west  of  1.000  miles,  and  pasaed  each  winter  at 
hia  mission  of  Saint  Paul  on  the  Aaaintboine 
Biver.  In  1833,  by  his  personal  influence  he 
quelled  a  disturbance  among  the  half-breeds 
which  threatened  to  become  serionst  in  grati- 
tude for  which  Governor  Simpson  added  50 
pounds  sterling  to  a  like  aum  which  the  Hud- 
son Bay  Company  gave  every  year  to  the  Cath- 
olic clergy,  which  they  atill  receive  yearly. 
About  1849,  owing  to  some  trouble  with  the 
Hudson  Bay  Company 'a  oflicera,  he  left  the 
mission  at  Red  Biver  and  accepted  one  at  Pem- 
bina.—A  nnolt  Minn,  Hit.  Soe.

Andrew  J.  Blackbiid,  the  author  of  this  little 
book,  is  an  educated  Indian,  son  of  the  Ottawa 
ohief  .  His  Indian  name  is  Mack-aw-de*be-nessy 
(Black  Hawk),  but  he  generally  goes  by  the 
name  of  "  Blackbird,"  taken  from  the  Interpre- 
toUon  of  the  French  *  Toiseau  noir."  Mr.  Black- 
bird's wife  is  an  educated  and  intelligent  white 
woman  of  English  descent,  and  they  hare  four 
ohildren.  He  is  a  fHend  of  the  white  people  ss 
well  as  of  his  own  people.  Brought  up  as  aa  In- 
dian, with  no  opportunity  for  learning  donng 
his  boyhood,  when  he  came  to  think  for  himsslt 
he  started  out  blindly  for  aa  education,  without 
any  means  but  his  brains  and  his  hands. 

He  was  loyal  to  the  govemment  during  the 
rebellion  in  the  United  States,  for  which  oanss 
he  met  much  opposition  by  designing  white 
people  who  had  ftill  sway  among  the  Indians, 
and  who  tried  to  mislead  them  and  cause  them 
to  be  disloyal;  and  he  broke  up  one  or  two 
rebellious  councils  amongst  his  people  durmg 
the  progress  of  the  rebellion. 

When  Hon.  D.  C.  Leach,  of  Traverse  City, 
Mich.,  was  Indian  agent,  Mr.  Blackbird  wsa 
appointed  United  States  interpreter,  and  con- 
tinued in  this  office  with  othM*  subsequent 
agents  of  the  department  for  many  years.  Be- 
foro  he  was  fairly  out  of  this  office  he  was  ap> 
pointed  postmanter  of  Little  Traverse,  now 
Harbor  Springs.  Mich.,  and  fiathfnlly  dis- 
charged hisdntiesas  such  for  over  eleven  yeira 
with  but  very  little  salary.-— JnCnMltisKofi.

**Forftboat  aoentory,  beginning  with  1740, 
Bitsiiwnnriee  of  the  United  Brethren,  or  Mora- 
TisBS,  deTotod  themselves  to  the  oonversion 
and  oirilixation  of  portiona  of  the  LenAp^  or 
Delaware  Indiana.  These  earnest  Christian 
men  studied  the  native  tongne,  redaced  it  to 
writiag,  and  printed  in  it,  for  the  nae  of  their 
euarerts,  a  number  of  works  of  a  religions  and 
ednrstional  character.  The  history  of  their 
litersry  activity  in  this  langoage  haa  been  re* 
eently  trsced  elsewhere,  in  detail,  and  need  not 
be  repeated  here.  While  some  of  the  resolu 
appeared  in  type,  mach  of  it  remained  in  mana* 
tcript  nntU  the  corioaity  of  scientlflo  students 
led  to  iu  pabllcation.  Thns.  in  1827,  Peter  S. 
Dnpoaeeaa  edited  the  grammar  of  Zeisberger, 
sad  sixty  years  later  his  BngUah-Oerman-On- 
eodsga>IMaware  Dictionary  was  printed  by 
the  prtrate  liberality  of  Prof.  E.  N.  Horsford. 

"These  works  of  David  Zeisberger,  whose  life 
found  an  able  and  aympathetio  narrator  in  the 
lals  Bight  Rev.  Bdmnnd  de  Schweinits,  to- 
gether with  hia  printed  "Delaware  Spelling 
Bo<A,'*  wore  the  chief  soaroea  from  which  the 
later  mlaatonariee  drew  their  knowledge  of  the 
LeoApA  dialect ;  and  nnqneetionably  the  pros- 
eot  LenAp^Eoglish  Dictionary  was  fonnded 
mainly  upon  the  lingaistio  work  of  this  proto- 
LeoApistb  S>  far  as  the  history  of  the  ms.  is 
ooneemed,  I  can  add  nothing  to  what  waa  stated 
ia  'The  LenAp6  and  their  Legends,'  which  is 
u  follows: 

" '  It  is  probable  that  Mr.  Dencke  was  theeom- 
piler  of  the  Delaware  Dictionary  which  is  pre* 
sarved  in  the  Horavian  Arehivea  at  Bethlehem. 
The  ma.  is  an  oblong  octavo,  in  a  small,  bnt 
beantlftilly  dear  hand,  and  comprises  about 
l,TDO  worda.  The  handwriting  is  that  of  the 
late  Rev.  ICr.  Kampman,  who  was  missionary 
to  the  Delawarea  on  the  Canada  reservation 
frem  1640  to  1842.  On  inquiring  the  ciroum- 
itsaees  connected  with  this  ms.  he  stated  to  me 
that  it  was  written  at  the  period  named,  and 
wss  a  copy  of  some  older  work,  probably  by 
Mr.  Dencke,  bat  of  this  he  was  not  certain.' 

"The  Rev.  C.  P.  Dencke,  here  alladecl  to,  waa 
missionary  to  the  Delawarea  at  New  Fairfield, 
Dansda,  for  a  number  of  years  after  the  war  of 
1812.  He  was  the  author  of  a  grammar  of  the 
league,  now  apparently  lost,  and  translated 
into  it  various  portions  of  the  New  Testament. 
His  death  took  place  in  1830. 

"The  ma.  of  Mr.  Kampman  waa  carefully 
copied  and  enlarged  by  the  addition  of  wonls 
hem  the  mas.  and  printed  works  of  Zeisberger, 
Heekewelder.  and  Ettwein.  These  additions 
have,  in  the  printed  copiea,  been  indicated  by 
the  capital  letters,  Z.,  B.,  and  H.  In  this  con- 
dition the  ms.  was  submitted  to  the  Rev.  Al- 
bert Seqaqkind  Anthony,  a  bom  LeoAp6,  and

perfectly  familiar  with  the  language  of  his  na- 
tion as  spoken  by  that  colony  of  it  resident  on 
the  Six  Nationa  reservation  in  Ontario,  Can- 
ada. In  this  oolony  the  usual  dialect  is  the 
Minai,  and,  as  ita  members  belong  to  a  portion 
of  the  nation  who  were  converted  by  mission- 
aries of  the  English  Church  (to  which  Mr. 
Anthony  belongs),  the  theological  torma  de- 
veloped usually  differ  widely  from  those  firamed 
by  the  Moravians. 

"  Mr.  Anthony  kept  the  ma.  by  him  for  acme 
months,  giving  its  contents  carefdl  attention, 
and  subsequently  the  two  editors  met  and  paased 
in  review  every  word  in  the  dictionary.  The 
numerous  notes  and  correctiona  in  bracketa, 
with  an  appended  capital  A.,  are  the  emenda- 
tiuns  suggested  by  Mr.  Anthony  (h)m  the  pres> 
ent  standpoint  of  the  language  and  from  the 
dialect  of  his  ancestral  sub-tribe.  The  latter 
differs  somewhat  from  that  employed  by  the 
compiler  of  the  dictionary.  The  grammatical 
forms  employed  indicate  that  thia  waa  the 
Unami  (Wonami). 

"  No  attempt  has  been  made  to  increase  the 
lexicography  by  the  insertion  of  words  or 
forma  obtained  ftom  the  Delaware  of  to-day» 
All  such,  when  mentioned,  are  by  way  of  oom- 
parison  only.  It  would  have  been  eaay  to  hare 
extended  the  vocabulary.  There  are  evidently 
acme  LenAp6  radicals  and  many  themes  which 
do  not  api>ear  in  this  work,  but  the  editors  con- 
fined  their  efforto  to  preaenting  thia  work  aa 
exdasively  concerned  with  the  dialect  as  em- 
ployed by  the  Moravian  missionariea,  and 
hence  all  additions  to  the  vocabulary  have  been 
fh>m  their  writings.  "^Plr^oce.

Daniel Oarrison  Brinton.  ethnologist,  bom  in- 
Cheater  County,  Pa.,  May  13,  1837.    He  waa 
graduated  at  Tale  in  1858  and  at  the  Jefferson 
Medical  College  in  1881,  after  which  he  8i>ent  a 
year  in  Europe  in  study  and  in  travcL    On  hin 
return  he  entered  the  army,  in  August,  1862,  aa 
acting  assistant  surgeon.    In  February  of  the 
following  year  he  was  commissioned  surgeon 
and  served  as  surgeon-in-chief  of  the  second 
division,  eleventh  corps.    He  was  presentat  the 
battles  of   ChancellorsvUle,  Gettysburg,  and 
other  engagemento,  and  was  appointed  medical 
director  of  his  corps  in  October,  1863.     In  con- 
sequence of  a  sunstroke  received  soon  after  the 
battle  of  Gettysbuig  he  was  disqualified  for 
active  service,  and  in  thn  autumn  of  thai  year  be 
became  superintendent  of  hospitals  at  Quincy 
and  Springfield,  III.,  until  Au'znst,  1865,  when, 
the  civil  war  having  closed,  he  was  brevetted 
Ueotenant- colonel  and  discharged.    He  then

John  Campanius  Holm,  Swedish  clergyman, 
bom  in  Stockholm,  Sweden,  in  1601,  died  there 
17  Sept.,  1683.  He  sailed  with  Qovernor  Priutz 
from  Qottenburg  1  Nov.,  1642,  and  arrived  at 
Fort  Christina,  on  the  Delaware,  15  Feb.,  1643, 
where  he  entered  on  his  duties  aa  chaplain  to 
the  Swedish  colony,  and  continued  to  officiate 
in  thia  capacity  during  six  years.  Prior  to  hia 
coming  he  had  been  preceptor  of  the  orphana* 
seminary  in  Stockholm. 

XTnder  hia  ministry  in  the  colony  a  church 
waa  erected  at  Tinicum,  the  seat  of  govern- 
ment, and  was  consecrated  by  him  4  Sept., 
1646.  Thia  was  the  first  house  of  worship  that 
waa  erected  within  the  limits  of  Pennsylvania.

Jooatban  Carver,  traveller,  born  in  Still- 
vater,N.Y.,in  1732;  died  in  London,  Jan.  31, 
1T8D.  In  the  French  war  he  commanded  a  com- 
pany of  provincials  in  tbe  expedition  against 
Canada,  and  in  1768  he  undertook  to  explore 
the  vast  territory  claimed  by  Great  Britain  in 
North  America.  He  left  Boston  in  1766,  and, 
haring  reached  Michilimackinao,  the  remold 
est  English  poet,  applied  to  Mr.  Bogers,  the 
governor,  for  a  supply  of  goods  as  presents  for 
the  Indians  on  the  route  he  intended  to  follow. 
Having  received  a  part  of  the  required  sup- 
ply, with  the  promise  that  the  remainder  should 
bv  sent  after  him  to  the  Falls  of  Si.  Anthony, 
he  continued  his  journey;  but  aa  the  expected 
goods  did  not  reach  him,  he  was  under  the 
aeoMsity  of  returning  to  Prairie  du  Chien. 
Tbence,  in  the  beginning  of  1767,  he  set  out 
aorthward,  with  a  view  of  finding  a  communi- 
cation between  the  headwaters  of  the  Missis- 
sippi and  Lake  Superior.  He  reached  Lake 
Saperior,  and  returned,  after  spending  several 
montba  on  its  northern  and  eastern  borders,  and 
exploring  the  bays  and  rivers  that  flow  into  the 
lake.  Soon  after  his  arrival  at  Boston,  in  Octo. 
ber.  1768,  at  which  date  he  had  traveled  nearly 
7,000  miles,  he  set  out  for  England  "to  an- 
Bonnce  bis  diseoveriea. "  On  his  arrival  he  pre- 
tented  a  petition  to  the  king,  praying  for  a  re-im- 
bursement  of  the  sums  he  had  expended;  and, 
after  nadergoing  an  examination  by  the  Board 
of  Trade,  which  ordered  him  to  surrender  his 
papera,  he  received  permiaaion  to  publish  hia 
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Journal;  but  the  profits  he  derived  from  the 
sale  were  insufficient  to  relieve  hia  necessities, 
and  in  the  winter  of  1779  he  obtained  a  subsisir 
enoe  by  acting  as  clerk  in  a  lottery-office.  Hav- 
ing sold  his  name  to  a  historical  compilation, 
which  was  published  in  a  large  folio  volume, 
entitled  "The New  Universal  Traveller"  (Lon- 
don, 1779),  containing  an  account  of  all  the  em- 
pires, kingdoms,  and  states  in  the  known 
world,  he  was  abandoned  by  those  whose  duty 
it  was  to  support  him.  In  the  early  part  of 
1780  he  was  reduced  to  poverty,  and  died  in  a 
•  state  of  destitution.  The  circumstances  were 
made  known  to  the  public  by  the  benevolent 
Dr.  Lettaom,  who  brought  out  a  new  edition  of 
his  travels  for  the  benefit  of  his  widow  and 
children,  and  made  such  a  representation  of  the 
author's  sufiierings  as  finally  led  to  the  institn- 
tution  of  the  literary  txmd.—AppUton'i  Cyclop, 
of  Am.

Lewis  Csss,  the  eldest  eon  of  HiOor 
J<mathan  Caas,  was  bom  at  Bzeter,  Kew 
Hampshire,  October  9,  1782,  and  reosired  a 
olassioal  ednoation  at  the  oolebrated  academy 
in  that  town.  At  an  early  age  he  removed  to 
Delaware,  and  took  charge  of  the  academy  of 
Wilmington.  In  1798  he  went  to  Marietta, 
Ohio,  where  he  studied  law,  and  in  1802  he  was 
admitted  to  the  bar  and  begin  to  practice  in 
Zaaeeville.  In  1806  he  was  elected  a  member 
of  the  Ohio  legislature.  On  March  2, 1807,  he 
wss  appointed  marahal  of  Ohio,  which  office  he 
held  till  1813.  In  the  war  of  1812  he  roee  to  the 
rank  of  brigadier-general.  On  the  9th  of  Oc- 
tober, 1813,  President  Madison  appointed  him 
governor  of  the  Territory  of  Michigan.  He 
aotod  as  goTomor  and  tx^Jfieio  as  superintend- 
ent of  Indian  aflbirs  for  eighteen  years.  In 
1820,  in  company  with  Schoolcraft  and  others, 
he  explored  the  upper  lakes  and  the  source  of 
the  Mississippi,  with  double  reference  to  the 
character  of  the  Indian  population  placed  under 
his  charge,  and  to  the  resources  and  geograph- 
ical features  of  that  immense  and  unknown 
region.  In  1829  he  was  called  to  Washington, 
with  Oeneral  Clark,  of  Missouri,  to  examine 
the  laws  relattns  to  Indian  aflfairs,  and  prepare 
a  condensed  code  for  the  better  goTomment  of 
that  growing  and  complicated  department 
The  report  which  he  drew  up  on  this  occasion 
exhibits  his  full  experience  on  this  sul^ect. 
In  1831  President  Jackson  called  him  to  pre- 
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side  OTor  the  Department  of  War.  In  1834  the 
entire  Indian  code  was  roTised  under  his  diree* 
tion.  on  the  basis  of  his  prior  report  of  1829, 
and  the  new  code  enacted  by  Congress.  In 
1886  President  Jackson  tendwed  bin  the  posi- 
tion of  minister  to  France.  This  he  accepted 
with  the  express  privilege  of  visiting  the 
East.  In  January,  184&,  he  was  elected  United 
States  senator  ftt>m  Michigan,  which  place  he 
resigned  on  his  ncMuination,  May  22, 1848,  ss 
Democratic  candidate  for  the  Presidencj.  He 
wss  subsequently  returned  to  the  Senate,  snd 
was  made  Secretary  of  State  by  President 
Buchanan  in  1857,  which  position  he  resignsd 
in  December,  1860.  He  died  in  Detroit,  Micb. 
June  17,  1866.

This  catechism  seems  to  have  been  in  use  at 
the  Lake  of  Two  Mountains  (Oka),  Canada, 
in  1800.  According  to  the  translator's  preface 
he  undertook  the  translation  **  in  order  to 
place  before  the  eyes  of  the  superior  the  doc- 
trine taaght  in  Algonqnin."  Probably  not  in- 
tended for  pablication,  but  a  private  communi- 
cation by  a  missionary  priest  to  the  superior 
of  his  order  calling  attention  to  the  errors  of  a 
catechism  composed  and  adopted  by  missiona- 
ries of  another  order.  It  has  the  approval  of 
Bishop  Cadotte,  himself  well  versed  in  the  Ian* 
gnage. 

The  Indian  text  Is  Interlined  with  the  Latin 
translation,  the  French  paraphrase  follows, 
and  at  the  bottom  of  the  pa?e  the  explanatory 
notes— all  by  the  translator.  Diligent  search  by 
Teza  has  failed  to  discover  the  author. 

The  glossary  also  is  from  a  manuscript  of  the 
Cardinal  Mezzofaoti,  and,  aocurding  to  Teza, 
is  not  by  the  same  person  as  the  translation  of 
the  catechism.  It  is  alphabetically  arranged 
in  Algonquin,  with  French  definitions,  and  con- 
tains 302  words.  The  foo^notea  are  by  Teza 
and  include  extracts  from  various  authors.

Pierre  Francois  Xavierde  Charlevoix.  French 
traveller,  bom  in  Saint  Quentin  29  Oct,  1682 ; 
died  in  La  Fltehe  1  Feb.,  1761.  He  entered  the 
Jesuit  society  in  1698,  and  while  a  scholar  was 
sent  to  Qoebec  in  1705,  and  dnring  the  four 
years  following  his  arrival  taaght  In  the  col- 
lege in  that  place.  After  completing  hia  divin> 
ity  studies,  he  became  a  professor  of  belles- 
lettres  in  France,  published  a  hiatory  of 
Christianity  in  Japan,  and  returned  to  Canada. 
Fur  some  time  after  his  arrival  he  remained  at 
Sault  St  Louis.  Then  he  ascended  the  St 
Lawrence,  and,  reaching  the  Miasiaaippi  by 
way  of  the  lUlnoia,  descended  the  river  to  New 
Orleans,  thence  proceeding  to  France  by  way  of 
Santo  Domingo,  after  an  absence  of  two  years. 
From  1738  till  1755  be  was  one  of  the  director* 
of  the  "Journal  de  Trevonx."  He  pnbliahed 
in  succession  histories  of  Santo  Domingo  and 
Japan,  and  in  1744  hia  "  Histoirede  la  nouvelle 
France. "  whioh  had  been  kept  back  for  twenty 
years.  Simultaneously  with  the  latter  appeared 
the  Journal  that  he  wrote  while  In  America, 
which  waa  addressed  to  the  Duobeoa  do  Lc<adi- 
guiire,  and  waa  soon  translated  into  Engliah. 
Though  his  history  was  praised  and  quoted  aa

studies  in  the  mean  time  were  principally  in 
theology.    He  was  never  settled,  however,  in 
the  ministry ;  but,  returning  to  his  native  town 
early  in  the  last  century,  after  some  years  of 
occupation  in  that  place  as  a  schoolmaster,  he 
devoted  himself  to  agricultural  pursuits  and 
to  the  discharge  of  several  civil  offices  which 
he  sustained.    The  offices  which  he  held  sac- 
oessively  or  in  cox^Junction  were  those  of  clerk 
of  the  court  of  common  pleas,  Justice  of  the 
same  court,  register  of  probate,  and  register  of 
deeds.    In  the  latter  office  he  was  succeeded 
by  his  son,  John  Cotton,  who  was  succeeded  by 
his  son.  Rossiter  Cotton,  the  present  worthy 
occupant  of  that  office,  to  whose  kindness  this 
society  and  the  friends  of  ancient  lore  are  in> 
debted  for  a  communication  of  this  manuscript, 
and  of  otl^er  documents  eminently  usehil  and 
acceptable  for  the  elucidation  of  our  early 
history.     This  respectable   fsmily  derives  ita 
origin  from  the  celebrated  Jolin   Cotton  of 
Boston.    Josiah  Cotton,  as  well  as  his  father, 
in  addition  to  their  other  employmenta,  per- 
formed the  dutiea  of  missionaries  to  the  Indiana 
at  Plymouth  and  other  places  in  that  vicinity. 
The  father  was  eminently  skilled  in  the  Indian 
language,  of  which  there  are  many  testimo- 
nials ;  the  most  conspicuous  is  Eliot's  Indian 
Bible.    In  the  accomplishment  of  that  labori- 
ous work  lir.  Eliot  acknowledges  his  obliga- 
tions to  Mr.  Cotton,  especially  In  the  prepara- 
tion of  the  second  edition. 

"Josiah  Cotton,  besides  the  advantages  of 
much  personal  intercourse  with  the  Indians, 
had  the  benefit  of  his  father's  information; 
and  his  long  continuance  as  a  religious  in- 
structor to  the  natives,  with  the  ready  use  of 
their  language,  of  which  he  left  numerous 
specimens  in  writing,  may  reasonably  induce  a 
relianoe  on  the  correctness  of  the  present  vocab- 
ulary which  he  compiled.

Jean*Andr6  Caoq  was  bom  at  Le  Pay.  de- 
partment of  Haote- Loire.  France,  Jane  8,  1831 ; 
entered  a  seminary  of  the  Society  of  St  Sol- 
pice  as  a  papil  October  20,  1840 ;  was  ordained 
priest  December  20, 1845 ;  arrived  at  Montreal 
Novembvr  21, 1846,  and  was  sent  to  the  mission 
of  the  Lake  of  Two  Moantains  (Oka)  in  1847  m 
missionary  to  the  Kipissings,  and  remained 
there  many  years  as  companion  of  Mr.  Da- 
fresne,  who  was  director  of  that  mission  and 
missionary  to  the  Mohawks. 

Mr.  Cuo<i  occapied  himself  at  first  only  with 
the  study  of  the  Nipissing  language,  which  he 
speaks  and  onderstands  more  perfectly  than 
the  Mohawk;  but  Mr.  Daftesne  kaTing  been 
withdrawn  tnm  the  mission  in  1857,  Mr.  Cooq 
then  appUed  himself  to  the  study  of  the  Mohawk 
for  the  purpose  of  mioistering  in  that  language 
also.  About  1864  he  was  sent  to  the  College  of 
Montreal,  where  he  was  charged  with  a  class, 
remaining  there  two  or  three  years ;  then  he 
returned  to  the  Lake  of  Two  Moantains,  where 
he  remained  until  1875.  He  was  then  attached 
to  the  parochial  church  of  Notre  Dameat  Mont« 
real,  remaining  there  several  years,  daring 
which  time  he  composed  and  printed  his  later 
books  on  the  native  languages.  He  returned  to 
the  Lake  about  1885  and  is  there  at  the  present 
time  (1890). 

In  addition  to  the  above  works,  he  has  com- 
posed a  number  in  the  Mohawk  language.  His 
modesty  has  prevented  me  from  earrying  out 
my  desire  to  give  a  somewhat  extended  notice 
of  his  life  and  his  mission  work.

Samuel  Danforth,  son  of  Samnel  Daafbrth  of 
Ruxbiiry,  was  bom  in  that  tdwn  on  the  10th  of 
December,  1668,  and  baptlied  on  the  16th  of  the 
same  month.  His  fktber  was  the  ooUeagae  of 
John  Eliot  from  1850  to  187i.  The  son  proba- 
bly learned  the  Indian  language  in  his  youth, 
under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Blioi.  In  1883  he 
was  graduated  at  Harvard  College.  His  first 
publication  appears  to  have  been  tbe  ffew-Emg- 
lund  Almanack  for  1688.  In  Septemlier,  1687, 
ht  was  ordained  as  minister  of  the  church  in 
TiiuDton.  Massachusetts,  where  he  remained 
until  his  death. 

In  1698,  Mr.  Danforthand  Mr.  Grindall  Raw- 
son  were  employed  by  the  commissioners  for 
the  propagation  of  the  gospel  among  the  In- 
dians in  New  England,  to  visit  and  report  on 
the  "Plantations  of  the  Indians  within  this 
Province."  This  labor  they  commenced  on  the 
30tl)  uf  May,  and  finished  on  the  24th  of  June,  j 
Their  report  was  printed  in  the  summer  or  au- 
tumn of  the  same  year,  as  an  appendix  to  Nich- 
olas Xoyes's  election  sermon,  entitled  Ntw-Eng- 
lamia  Duty  and  Interest,  pp.  80-80  (reprinted  in 
volume  10  of  the  CMUetiontqfths  MoMsadkuMtti 
IJixlorical  Society).  Mr.  Danforth's  translation 
iuto  the  Indian  language  of  five  sermons  by 
Increase  Mather  was  published  soon  after,  prob- 
ably in  October,  as  the  dedication  is  dated  on 
tli<<  14th  uf  that  month.  His  Ubors  for  the  wel- 
fare of  the  Indians  in  Taunton  and  its  vicinity 
were  considerable.

I  am  indebted  to  the  Bey.  A.  M.  Garin,  of 
Lowell,  Mass.,  for  the  following  notes: 

Bey.  Father  Durocher  was  bom  the  6th  of 
September,  1800,  at  St  Antoine,  on  the  Chambly 
Biyer.  Canada.  He  made  his  studi«s  at  the 
Montreal  College,  kept  by  the  priests  of  St.  Sul- 
pice.  In  1820  he  began  the  study  of  theolojsy, 
and  the  29th  of  September,  1823,  he  reoeiyed  the 
order  of  the  priesthood  at  the  hands  of  Mon- 
seignear  Jean  Jacques  Lartigaes,  Bishop  of 
Montreal,  and  was  appointed  assistant  m  the 
parish  of  Xotre  Dame,  Montreal,  where  he  re- 
mained two  years.  In  1825  he  was  sent  to 
Three  Biyers,  where  he  seryed  two  years  as 
assistant  In  1827  he  applied  to  the  Superior 
of  St.  Salpice  to  be  reoeiyed  as  a  member  of 
their  oommanlty.  Being  admitted  to  the  or- 
der he  worked  two  years  in  the  city  of  Mon- 
treal and  then  went  to  the  Lake  of  the  Two 
Mountains  to  study  the  Algonqain  language 
and  take  charge  of  that  mission.  He  remained 
there  U  years  and  when  he  left  he  was  master 
of  the  language,  haying  composed  many  ser- 
mons, hymns,  prayers,  etc.,  in  that  tongue.  AH 
the  Indians  at  the  mission  being  Catholics,  he 
wanted  to  work  for  the  conyersion  of  the  In- 
dians still  in  the  state  of  infidelity.  For  that 
reason  he  left  the  community  of  SL  Sulpice  to 
Join  the  order  of  the  Oblate  of  Mary  Immacu- 
late, and  began  his  noyitiate  at  Longuell  the 
28th  of  September,  1843.  He  made  his  yows  and 
was  reoeiyed  in  the  order  the  8th  of  Septem- 
ber, 1846.  In  the  month  of  September,  1844,  he 
was  sent  to  the  mission  of  Saguenay,  and 
tiiere  began  the  study  of  the  Montagnais.  On 
the  3d  of  October,  1840,  he  was  named  superior 
of  the  mission  on  the  Saguenay,  and  in  Septem- 
ber, 1853,  he  came  to  Qaebeo  and  established 
the  House  of  St.  Sauyear,  of  which  he  was  ap- 
pointed superior,  and  remained  in  that  capacity 
until  the  year  1873.  During  that  time  he  often 
yisited  the  Indian  missions  on  the  Labrador 
coast  and  Lake  St.  John  and  composed  diflfer- 
ent  books  in  the  Montagnais  language.  He- 
died  at  Quebec  the  8th  of  December,  18761

Jonathan  Edwards,  Jr.,  theologian,  seooad 
son  of  Jonathan,  sr.,  bom  in  Korthamptou, 
Mass.,  26  May.  1745,  died  in  Schenectady,  K 
Y.,  1  Aug.,  1801.  When  be  was  alx  years  old 
the  family  removed  to  Stockbridge,  at  thftt 
time  almost  solely  inhabited  by  Indians.  Hen> 
he  became  so  proficient  in  the  Indian  laagutge 
as  to  surpass  in  the  thoroughness  of  his  schol- 
arship all  other  Anglo- Americana  of  thstdsy- 
As  it  was  his  father's  wish  that  be  should  be 
come  a  missionary  to  the  aborigines,  he  ww 
sent,  In  1756,  to  tbe  Rev.  Gideon  Hawley.  who 
was  stationed  on  the  Susquehanna  Biver,  to 
learn  the  dialect  of  the  Oneidaa.  In  oodm- 
qnence  of  the  breaking  out  of  war  between 
England  and  France,  in  wbich  the  colonies 
were  involved,  young  Edwards  remained  there 
only  six  months,  and  aoqniivd  but  an  imperfect

cWgable  therefore  I  look  at  that  as  a  special 

■utter  on  which  coat  is  to  be  bestowed,  if  the 

l^rd  prorldemeaaa,  for  I  have  not  means  of  my 

ova  fior  it."   Again,  on  the 21st  of  October,  1650, 

b»  wrote:  "  for  their  own  Language  we  hare  no 

book ;  my  desire  therefore  is  to  teach  them  all 

to  write,  and  read  written  hand,  and  thereby 

with  pains  taking,  they  may  hare  some  of  the 

fleriptnres  in  their  own  Langnage ;  I  have  one 

already  who  can  write,  ao  that  I  can  rtead  his 

▼Hting  weU,  and  he  (with  some  paines  and 

t«*cUag)  can  read  mine." 

The  aatiye  here  referred  to  waa  without 
ioabt  Job  Vestttan,  who  had  taken  the  place 
of  the  Long  Island  Indian,  Eliot's  first  in- 
•truetor  la  the  language.    He  is  mentioned  by 


ZUiot  (J. )  —  Continued. 

Gookin  in  the  Hiitorg  qf  the  OhritUan  Indicmi 
as  follows:  ''In  this  expedition  [July,  1675] 
one  of  our  principal  soldiers  of  the  praying  In- 
dians was  slain,  a  valiant  and  stoat  man, 
named  Job  Nesutan ;  he  was  a  very  good  lin* 
guist  in  theEngliah  tongue,  and  was  Mr.  Eliot's 
assistant  and  interpreter  in  his  translations  of 
the  Bible,  and  other  books  of  the  Indian  lan- 
guage." 

Another  letter  of  Eliot's,  dated  April  28tb, 
1651.  relates  that  "it  hath  pleased  God  this 
winter  much  to  inlarge  the  abilitie  of  him 
whose  hclpe  I  iise  in  translating  the  Scriptures, 
which  I  account  a  great  furtherance  of  that 
which  I  most  deaire,  namely,  to  communicate 
unto  them  as  much  of  the  Scriptures  in  their 
owne  language  as  I  am  able.  Besides,  it  hath 
pleased  God  to  stir  up  the  hearts  of  many  of 
them  this  winter  to  learn  to  read  and  write, 
wherein  they  doe  very  much  profit  with  a  very 
little  help,  especially  some  of  them,  for  tliey 
are  very  ingenious.  And  whereas  I  had 
thought  that  we  must  have  an  Englishman  to 
be  their  Schoole-Master,  I  now  hope  that  the 
Lord  will  raise  up  some  of  themselves,  and  en- 
able them  unto  that  work,  with  my  care  to 
teach  them  well  in  the  reason  of  the  sounds  of 
Letters  and  spelling,  I  trust  in  the  Lord  that 
wee  shall  have  sundry  of  them  able  to  read  and 
write,  who  shall  write  every  roan  for  himselfe 
so  much  of  the  Bible  aa  tho  Lord  shall  please 
to  enable  me  to  Translate."  In  the  latter  part 
of  the  same  year  (1651).  he  wrote  in  another 
letter:  "And  thus  we  order  the  Schooler  The 
Master  daily  prayeth  among  his  SchoUers,  and 
instructeth  them  in  Catechisme,  for  which 
purpose  I  have  compiled  a  short  Catechisme, 
and  wrote  it  in  the  Masters  Book,  whioh  he 
can  read,  and  teach  them  ;  and  also  all  the  Gop> 
piee  he  setteth  bis  Schollers  when  he  teacheth 
them  to  write,  are  the  Questions  and  Answers 
of  the  Catechisme,  that  so  the  children  may  be 
the  more  prompt  and  ready  therein :  we  aspire 
to  no  higher  learning  yet,  but  to  spell,  read, 
and  write  that  so  they  may  be  able  to  write 
for  themselvea  such  Scriptures  as  I  have  al- 
ready, or  hereafter  may.  (by  the  blessing  of 
God)  translate  for  them  for  I  have  no  hope  to 
see  the  Bible  Translated,  much  lesse  Printed 
in  my  dayes.  Therefore  my  chiefe  oare  is  to 
communicate  aa  much  of  the  Scriptures  as  I 
can  by  writing." 

TheCommissioneTs  of  the  ITnited  Colonies,  in 
a  letter  to  Mr.  Winslow,  dated  "Boston  this 
24th  of  September  1653,"  wrote;  "M' Eliot  ia 
preparing  to  print  a  Cattichiame  of  the  Indian 
langwige  which  wee  shall  further  (as  wee  may) 
by  disbursing  the  charge  of  paper  and  print- 
ing out  of  the  stock  but  by  some  due  allow- 
ance shall  Indeavor  to  Incurrage  Thomas 
Stanton  to  aasist  in  the  worke ;  whoe  is  the 
most  able  Interpreter  wee  haue  in  the  oonn- 
trey  for  that  Langwige  that  the  worke  may  bee 
the  more  pfeotly  carried  on ;  Wee  bane  ad- 
uised  Mr  Eliot  Etcet:  that  if  heerafter  they 
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pablith  uiytbloico  mboat  tlie  worke  of  God 
Tpon  the  Indians  they  send  it  to  the  Corpora- 
tlon  And  lemne  the  dedtcatioa  to  them  which 
wee  hope  wilbee  attended.**  They  also  re- 
•olTed  that  "  It  ia  left  to  the  two  Commiuion- 
era  for  the  Maaaachnaeta  to  glue  order  for  the 
printing  of  line  hundred  or  a  Thooaand  Cate- 
obietnea  in  the  Indian  langwlga  and  to  allow 
paper  and  the  Charge  of  printing  i  and  that  the 
worke  may  bee  carried  on  the  more  exactly 
and  to  better  Satiafhotion  It  ia  ordered  that 
Thomaa  Stanton's  healpbee  need  in  the  same." 
One  year  later,  on  the  2&th  of  September,  1654, 
they  wrote  to  the  Corporation  in  London: 
*'one  Cattaobesme  ia  alreddy  printed  and  IC' 
Person  is  preparing  another  to  sate  these 
soathwest  ptes  where  the  langnige  diffen  from 
theires  who  line  aboat  the  Maasacheaesetts." 
It  appeara  that  Mr.  Bliot  did  not  arail  himself 
of  Stanton's  knowledge  of  the  Indian  tongne, 
as  sQggeated  by  the  Commissionen,  for  on  the 
18th  of  September,  1664,  they  wrote  to  him: 
•*  Wee  desired  that  Thomaa  Stanton's  help 
might  bane  been  Tsed  in  the  Cattaobisme 
printed  and  wiah  that  noe  Inconvenience  bee 
found  throngh  the  want  thereof;  And  shall 
DOW  adTise  that  before  yoa  proceed  in  Trana* 
latlng  the  Scriptares  or  any  pte  of  them  yoa 
Improue  the  beat  healfies  the  Coantrey  af* 
foards  for  the  Indian  Langnige  that  if  it  may 
bee  these  soathwest  Indians  (some  of  whome 
aa  wee  are  now  Informed  desire  healp  both  for 
Beading  and  to  bee  Instructed  in  the  things 
of  Ood  and  Christ)  may  Tndersta&d  and  bane 
the  beniflU  of  what  is  printed." 

Seven  yean  after  the  appearance  of  this  edl* 
tion  a  new  impreasion  was  began,  as  IbUows :

The  Commissioners  of  the  United  Colonies 
wrote  f^m  PI joMoth  to  Mr.  Richard  Hatchln- 
aon  and  Mr  William  Ashant,  in  Bnglaod, 
September  IS,  1661:  "By  the  aceoant  yoa  will 
find  wee  haoe  remaining  ililbiA:  4  stocko  a 
great  part  wherof  wilbee  expended  in  print' 
Ing  the  bible  and  a  new  Impression  of  a  Catl- 
chiame."  They  also  wrote  to  Mr.  Faher  in 
Boston,  September  13th,  1661 :  "Alsoe  wee  pray 
you  take  order  for  the  printing  of  a  t->oasand 
ooppyes  of  Mr.  Elliotts  Catichismes  which  wee 
Tndentand  are  ranch  wanting  araongat  the  In> 
dians ;  which  being  flnished  Reoeioe  fhim  the 
presse  and  dispose  of  them  according  to  order 
aboaesaid."  The  aceoant  preeented  to  the 
Commisaionera  by  Mr.  Uaher  in  September, 
1662,  contains  a  charge:  "To  printing  1500 
Oattachismes,*'  151.  Another  reference  to  the 
book  ocean  in  the  acconnt  of  dlsbarsements 
sent  by  the  Commissioners  to  England.  Septem^ 
ber  ISth,  1667,  aa  follows:  *'To  Indian  bibles 
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primen  deliaersd  to  Mr.  BQIott  aodMr-Ioha 
Cotton  and  to  Soollera,"  St.  10a.  3d. 
Ho  copy  of  thla  edition  ia  known  to  be  extaot 
The  following  note  by  Dr.  Tramboll  oa  tbo 
edition  of  1662  reqairea  a  alight  eon><tton: 
"The  coat  of  printing,  at  this  period,  wis 
aboat  £3. 10  per  sheet,  for  1000  copies  (excla«iTa 
of  paper,  which  was  sappUed  by  the  Corpora- 
tion), and  this  woold  not  be  increaaed  mor« 
than  twenty  per  cent,  (to  £3)  by  the  prean-work 
on  500  additional  copies.  At  it3  per  aheet.  tb» 
Catechiam  moat  have  reqaired  flve  aheeta  (80 
pagea  am.  Svo.).  to  bring  the  coat  of  the  edition 
to  £16.  Thia  agrees  neariy  with  the  charge  of 
paper  for  printing  the  flrat  edition  in  1654; 
when  'for  the  two  Catechiama,*  Eliot's  aad 
Peirson'a,  Oreen  ased  80  reams.  Kot  more 
than  14|  reams  was  required  for  Pelrsoos 
(4|  sheets  per  copy,  edition  of  1500),  lesvin;; 
at  least  15^  for  Eliot's  or  aattiolent  for  a  smaU 
8to.  of  70  to  76  pagea."  The  reference  here  to 
the  edition  of  1654  ib oat  be  a  mlatake.  The  tc- 
coant  of  Samuel  Oreen,  the  printer,  which  con- 
taina  the  entriea  "for  printing  two  Catta- 
chiamea  80  Reame,"  and  "  for  printioi;  tba 
Bible  368  Reame,"  waa  rendered  in  September. 
1663,  and  the  catechiama  referred  to  were 
without  doubt  Plerson's  of  1668,  and  the  second 
impression  of  Eliot's  made  in  1662.

This  was  probably  Eliot's  second  publication 
in  the  Indian  langoage.  No  copy  has  been 
fonnd.  In  a  letter  to  Thomas  Thorowgood, 
d«i*d  Jane  18,  1863,  be  thns  refers  to  the  prog- 
n«a  of  his  work  in  translating  the  bible:  "I 
bare  had  a  great  longing  desire  (if  it  were  the 
viQ  of  God)  that  oar  Indian  Language  might 
b*  aaactifled  by  the  Translation  of  the  holy 
Scriptures  into  it  .  .  .  but  I  fear  it  will  not  be 
obtained  in  my  dayes.  I  cannot  stick  to  the 
vork,  because  of  my  necessary  attendance  to 
»7  ministerie  in  Boxbary,  and  among  the  In- 
diaaa^  at  sundry  places,  and  the  multiplied 
vork,  which  in  that  kind  ariseth  upon  me, 
uid  jet  through  the  blessing  of  the  Lord,  I 
bxTe  this  Winter  translated  the  whole  book  of 
tb«  PmIms  .  .  .  While  I  lire,  if  Qod  please  to 
a^obt  BiA,  I  reaolTO  to  fellow  the  work  of  traus- 
laxoig  the  Scriptures."  In  1854,  he  mentions 
bi» interpreter,  "whom  I  have  used  in  Trans- 
laiioj;  a  good  part  of  the  Holy  Scriptures."

miooers  neTer  forbade  you  to  Translate  the 
>KrtptarBS  for  praachtng  or  for  any  other  vse 
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either  of  youer  owne  or  of  youer  hearers  but 
advised  that  what  you  ment  to  print  or  sett 
forth  vpon  the  Corporation  Charge  might  be 
donn  with  such  Consideration  of  the  Language 
and  Improuementof  the  best  healpes  to  be  had 
therein  that  as  much  as  may  bee  the  Indians  in

Of  this  little  book  no  copy  has  been  found. 
It  was  mentioned  as  boo  of  the  three  portions  of 
Scripture  which  had  been  printed— "Genesis, 
and  Matthew,  and  a  few  Psalmes  in  Meeter  " — 
in  Eliot's  postscript  to  his  letter  of  December 
28,  1858,  quoted  in  the  note  to  the  preceding 
title.  In  the  treasurer's  account  presented  to 
the  Commissioners  at  Hartford  in  September, 

1859,  was  a  charge  of  40{.,  "To  Mr.  Green  for 
printing  the  Psalmes  and  Mr.  Pierson's  Cati- 
chisme."    At  the  next  meeting  in  September, 

1860,  it  was  resolved  that  "  The  Comissioners 
for  the  Masisacbusetts  are  desired  and  Impow* 
ere<l  lo  acconmpt  with  Mr.  Green  for  the  forty 
pounds  payed  him  for  printing  Mr.  Peirson's 
Cattachisme  and  the  Psalmes." 

Mr.  Eliot  had  made  a  translation  of  some  of 
the  psalms  into  Inilian  metre  as  early  as  1651.

Some  bibles  with  the  general  title  in  Indian 
only,  and  with  the  diamond  figure  on  the  Indian 
new  testament  title,  have  the  page  headings  of 
Luke  21  and  24  correctly  printed.  Mr.  O'Cal- 
iaghan  {LUt  of  Sditiotu  qf  th4  Holy  Scripturei 
.  .  .  printed  in  America,  p.  2)  has  called 
attention  to  the  fact  that  "each  verse  forms  a 
distinct  paragraph  until  we  come  to  Luke  xv. 
(verso  of  K3) ;  between  that  and  the  end  of  the 
Gospel,  more  than  one,  sometimes  six  verses 
are  crowded  occasionally  into  a  paragraph,  in 
order  apparently  to  close  that  gospel  and  sig.  L 
at  the  same  time."  It  is  probable  that  sheets 
A  to  L  (Matthew  to  Luke)  were  printed  by 
Green  alone,  and  that  Johnson  began  the  gospel 
of  John  with  sheet  Aa,  before  the  printing  of 
Genesis  had  been  commenced.  For  remarks 
on  the  typography  and  other  features  of  the 
work,  see  the  note  to  the  whole  bible  of  1683. 
The  above  translation  of  the  Indian  title  is  from 
Dr.  Trumbull's  Origin  and  Early  Progreee  tf 
Indian  Mieeione  in  Neto  England, 

In  a  letter  to  Mr.  Richard  Floyd,  the  treas* 
urer  of  the  Corporation  iif*  England,  dated 
from  Roxbury,  December  28th,  1658,  Mr. 
Eliot  wrote  as  follows:  "I  shall  not  trouble 
you  with  any  thing  at  present  save  this  one 
basinesse  of  moment,  touching  the  Printing 
of  the  Bible  in  the  Indian  Langaage,  touch« 
ing  which  busines.^e  sundry  of  the  Elders  did 
petition  unto  the  Commissioners,  moving 
them  to  further  it,  as  a  principall  means  of 
promoting  Religion  among  them.

They  moved 
this  doubt  whether  the  Translation  I  had 
made  was  generally  understood?  to  which  I 
answered,  that  upon  my  knowledge  it  was 
understood  as  furre  as  Conecticot:  for  there 
I  did  read  some  part  of  my  Translation  be- 
fore many  hundred  English  Witnesaea,  and 
the  Indians  manifested  that  they  did  under- 
stand what  I  read,  perfectly,  in  respect  of 
"^he  language,  they  further  questioned  whether 
I  had  expressed  the  Translation  in  true 
language  t  I  answered  that  I  feared  after 
times  will  find  many  faifinnities  in  it,  all 
humane  woiks  are  subject  to  infirmity,  yet 
those  pieces  that  were  printed,  via.  Genesis 
and  Matthew,  I  had  sent  to  such  as  I  thought 
had  best  skill  in  the  language,  and  intreated 
their  animadversions,  but  I  heard  not  of  any 
faults  they  found.

all.  The  Goremonr  was  pleased  to  aend  for 
lir.  Korton  to  adrlae  in  it,  who  oame  and  did 
heartily  farther  it,  whorenpon  the  Goremonr 
promised  to  write  onto  year  selree,and  pn>> 
pose  the  matter,  which  also  I  doe,  and  doe 
earnestly  in  treat  year  assistance  herein."  In 
a  postscript  he  added:  "They  have  none  of 
the  Scrlpinres  printed  in  their  own  Lanicnace, 
sare  Geoetfis,  and  Matthew,  and  a  few  Psalmes 
in  M eeter,  and  I  blesse  the  Lent  they  bare  so 
much,  and  snch  as  see  these  Notes  may  easily 
obserre  that  they  read  them,  and  improre 
them,  which  putteth  my  soule  into  an  eameat 
longing  that  they  might  hare  more  seal.  I 
bles<e  the  Lord,  that  the  whole  book  of  God  is 
translated  into  their  own  language,  it  wanteth 
but  rerimng,  transcribing,  and  printing.  Oh 
that  the  Lord  would  so  more,  that  by  some 
means  or  other  It  may  be  printed."  According 
to  his  promise,  Gorernor  Bndioott  wrote  to 
Floyd,  December  28th,  1658:  "I  hare  been 
mored  by  dirers  able  and  godly  men  here  with 
ns  to  proponod  nnto  yonr  pious  consideration, 
whether  it  be  oot  needful  for  the  belter  inetruo- 
tion  of  the  Indians  amongst  ns  in  the  true 
knowledge  of  God,  to  get  the  whole  Bible  of 
the  old  and  new  Testament,  which  is  already 
TrMislated  into  the  Indian  tongue,  to  be 
printed;  Many  here  with  ns  Dirines  and 
others  Judge  it  a  thing  that  wiU  be  acceptable 
to  God,  and  rery  profitable  for  the  poor  Hea- 
thens. If  yonr  selres  doe  so  esteem  of  it  too, 
it  will  be  necessary  to  proride  paper  and  letters 
and  each  things  as  may  further  the  work,  as 
also  a  •Tonmey  mao  Printer  to  be  helpefnll 
nnd<^r  Mr.  Greene  oar  Printer  to  expedite  the 
work  .  .  .  Mr.  Eliot  will  be  ready  at  all  times 
to  correct  the  sheetsas  fast  as  they  are  Printed, 
and  deeireth  nothing  for  his  paines." 

In  reply  to  these  letters,  the  Corporation 
wrote  to  the  Commissioners  in  New  England, 
May  7th.  1050,  as  follows :  "  As  to  the  priuting 
of  the  bible  in  the  Indian  language ;  mensioned 
in  Mr.  Endicotts  letter;  which  wee  mder- 
stand  is  alreddy  translated  into  the  Indian 
tounge ;  wee  conceine  wiU  not  onely  bee  accept- 
able rnto  god;  but  uery  profitable  to  the  poor 
heathen  and  will  much  tend  to  the  promotion 
of  the  sperituall  parte  of  this  works  amongst 
them;  and  therfor  wee  offer  it  not  onely  as  onr 
owns  but  as  the  judgment  of  others  that  the 
New  Testament  bee  first  printed  in  the  Indian 
language ;  and  doe  desire  to  mderstand  by  the 
next  what  number  of  them  you  intend  to  haue 
printed;  and  bow  much  paper  the  number  will 
take  rp  and  that  you  send  oner  one  sheet  of  pa- 
per which  might  agree  with  that  alreddy 
printed;  and  whether  you  bane  matt«>rialls 
■nfficient  to  carry  on  the  same;  aud  because 
wee  would  hane  noe  faile  therin  haue  thought 
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good  to  send  yon  oner  a  oattalogne  of  the  mat- 
terialla  fltt  for  printing  with  the  ehargeof  them 
aooordlng  to  Information  ginen  rs;  hecaase 
wee  are  adnartised  that  if  any  of  them  bee 
wanting  it  may  prejndioe  the  flnnlahiag  of  the 
works  and  as  for  a  printer  if  you  wantons  wee 
desire  yon  to  send  ra  word  how  bee  most  be 
qualllfyed  whether  a  Composer  or  Istter 
printer."  To  this  letter  the  Commitsionert 
replied,  September  7th,  I6S9:  "toncbiDg  the 
printing  of  the  hi  Me  in  the  Indian  langusge 
being  incnrraged  by  yoner  seines  and  pressed 
by  Mr.  BlliotU  affectionate  seale  which  bee 
hath  constantly  held  forth  for  this  work,  wee 
shall  take  order  for  the  printing  of  the  New 
Testament;  which  being  finiahed  wee  shall 
therby  bee  the  better  directed  in  onr  (Virthfr 
proceeding  Uierin;  wee  thinke  to  print  s 
thousand  Coppies,  and  for  paper  and  other 
materialla  shall  depend  on  Mr.  Yiiher  wbos 
hath  mdertak.'n  to  flimish  aooording  to  the 
printers  direction.*'  In  the  treasurer's  accoont 
which  accompanied  thia  letter  was  an  item  of 
801.  07«.  06d.,  **To  Mr.  Ysher  for  printing  let- 
ters for  the  bible."  Besides  the  type  here  re- 
ferred to,  a  new  printing  press  and  other  nec- 
essary materials  were  purchased  in  London  at 
the  expense  of  the  Corporation,  and  sent  over 
to  Massachusetts,  where  they  were  put  ooder 
the  care  of  Samuel  Green,  the  regular  printer 
of  the  college  press  at  Cambridge. 

A  reference  to  the  undertaking  is  f.>and  in 
the  tract  entitled,  A  further  Aeeount  of  tkf 
progrtu  of  the  Ootpel  Amongtt  the  Indiaiu  ia 
New  Eni^nd  (London,  1660),  in  the  introduc- 
tory remarks  of  Joeeph  Caryl,  dated  *'  tbe$th 
of  the  first  Moneth,  1659  "  (i.  e.,  March  6, 1660). 
as  follows :  "  And  because,  as  the  whole  Work 
is  great,  so  there  are  some  great  parts  of  it  now 
in  hand,  as  the  Printing  of  Davids  Psalms  and 
the  New  Testament  (besides  an  intendment  of 
printing  of  the  whole  Bible)  in  the  Indian  Lan 
guage." 

The  printing  of  the  new  testament  was  ae- 
oordingly  begun,  and  a  specimen  sheet  sent  to 
the  Corporation  in  England,  who  in  a  letter 
dated  tnm  London,  April  28,  1660,  replied  as 
follows:  "Consemtng  yoner  printing  of  the 
New  Testament  in  the  Indian  language,  a  sheet 
wherof  yon  hare  transmittsd  to  ra,  wee  con- 
curr  with  yoner  selues  therin,  and  doe  approae 
of  that  prooision  you  haue  made  for  printing 
the  same  conoeineing  and  offoring  as  oor  judg- 
ments that  it  is  better  to  print  fliteeu  hundred 
then  but  a  thousand ;  hopeing  that  by  incur- 
rageraent  from  Sion  Colltdge,  with  whom  wee 
haue  late  conference,  yon  may  bee  enabled  to 
print  fifteen  hundred  of  the  onld  Testament 
likewise ;  knowing  that  the  foundation  of  tmo 
religion  is  fkom  the  bible  the  onld  and  new 
Te-^tament  and  that  the  furtherance  therof  is 
of  principle  consernment;  snd  further  consid- 
ering the  mutablenes  of  the  times  and  the 
lines  of  those  whose  hartes  are  atired  rp  in 
that  worke  especially  Mr.  BUlott  whoe  wee 
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heue  bAth  tianttlnted  the  whole  bible  into 
the  Indian  langnnge;  wee  bane  oat  of  oar 
deeire  to  farther  »  worke  of  soe  great  cod- 
aemment  haaeing  hopes  thAt  eomthinge  wil- 
b«e  collected  in  pariioalare  with  Relation  to 
the  prinlinx  of  the  oald  Teatament  agreed  with 
■a  able  Printer  for  three  yearea  vpon  the 
tearmet  and  conditiona  encloaed  and  vnder- 
staodisg  by  ICr.  Vabere  agenc  that  there  is 
nothing  wanting  except  paper  wee  haoe  sent 
no  hundred  and  foar  reames  of  eaery  eunie  the 
ahv-tt  that  ia  now  sen  toner  to  th  is  of ;  That  soe 
there  might  bee  nothioge  to  hinder  the  dispatch 
of  the  whole  bible  hopeiog  that  both  presses 
being  imployed  and  all  other  businea  layed 
asiile  that  might  hinder  it  there  wilbeea  happy 
progrease  made  by  the  retume  of  the  next 
ibipps  which  may  maoh  further  contribution 
with  relation  to  it;  and  although  wee  haue  by 
oar  former  letters  desired  thai  for  the  readons 
tberin  meocioned  the  same  of  flae  handred 
pounds  per  annum  onely  may  bee  charged  on 
vs  yett  with  respect  t*»  youer  present  imergen- 
ciet  in  relation  to  the  printingof  the  NewTes- 
tsfflent;  wee  haue  bine  willing  to  comply  with 
joaer  desires  in  paying  the  bill  of  eight  bun- 
d^rd  pouods  thisyearodrawneon  vs.  which  wee 
hop«  together  with  the  one  hundred  twenty  fiue 
pottods  twelue  ahiUings  aod  ten  pence  remain- 
ing of  the  stooke  in  Mr.  Yshers  hands  will  more 
then  finish  the  worke  of  printing  the  same ;  . . . 
wee  desire  you  att  the  earnest  request  of  Mr. 
Jobaaon  the  Printer  and  for  his  iucurragement 
ia  this  Todertakeing  of  printing  the  bible  in  the 
Indian  language  his  name  may  bee  menoioned 
with  others  as  a  printer  and  person  that  hath 
bine  Inscmmentan  theriu." 

The  new  printer,  &fr.  Johnson,  arrived  in 
Xev  England  in  the  summer  of  1060.    Before 
St^ptember  of  the  same  year  six  sheets  of  the 
new  testament  had  been  printed,  as  appears 
fromacharge  of  21 L  in  the  treasurer's  account 
for  that  year,  "  To  \!f.  Green  for  distributing 
the  fontt  of  letters  and  printing  six  sheets  of 
the  new  Testament  in  Indian  att  four  pounds 
per  sheet"    At  the  next  meeting  of  the  Com- 
missioners in  New  Haven,  they  wrote  to  the 
Corporation,  September  10,  1060,  as  follows: 
"inGenerallweehaae  bin  enformed  that  about 
one  hnndred  of  Mr.  Elliotts  Indians  can  read 
ia  the  bible  and  many  other  about  Plymouth 
Martins  rinyards  and  other  places; . . .  wee 
•ball  attend  youer  aduise  for  the  Impression  of 
the  whole  bible  without  which  we  shonld  have 
rested  in  oar  former  determination  that  the 
ooppy  might  haue  bine  fully  perused  and  per- 
fected by  the  most  skilfulest  healpes  in  the 
Coontrey ;  and  such  order  is  taken  by  the  aduise 
snd  consent  of  Mr.  Eliott    Mr.   Vsher  Mr. 
Green  sad  Mr.  Johnson  that  the  Impression  of 
the  onld  and  New  Testament  shalbee  carryed 
on  together  which  they  haae  alreddy  begun 
and  Resohie  to  prosecnte  with  all  diligence ;  a 
>beet  of  Qeaeaes  wee  haoe  seen  which  wee  haue 
ordered  ahalbee  Traaamitted  vnto  yoa;   the 
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printers  doubt  not  but  to  print  a  sheet  euery 
weeke  and  compute  the  whole  to  amount  to  a 
handred  and  fifty  sheets  Mr.  Johnson  wilbee 
gratifyed  with  the  honor  of  the  Impression  and 
acomodated  in  other  Respects  wee  hope  to 
content ;  the  paper  sent  aa  wee  are  enformed 
by  Mr.  Ysher  is  not  all  sizable  ...  Two  of  the 
Indian  youthes  formerly  brought  vp  to  Read 
and  writ  are  put  apprentice ;  the  one  to  a  Car- 
pentor  the  other  to  Mr.  Green  the  printer  whoe 
take  theire  trades  and  follow  their  Busines 
aery  well."  The  latter  of  these  apprentices 
was  probably  James  the  printer,  afterwards 
called  James  Printer,  who  was  employed  on 
both  editions  of  the  Indian  bible,  and  whose 
name  appears  in  1709  as  joint  printer  with  B. 
Green  of  Mayhew's  tr<inslation  of  the  psalter. 
In  the  treasurer's  account  sent  with  th*  above 
letter,  there  is  a  charge  of  1*20^.  1«.  8<l.,  '*  For 
two  hundred  Reame  of  pap  r  bought  since  our 
last  accoumpt  letters  Inke  setting  them  in  the 
presse  with  matterlails  to  worke  as  by  bill  ap- 
peers."  At  the  same  meeting  (September, 
1660),  "\'he  Cotiiissionors  for  the  MassaohU' 
setts  are  desired  and  Impowered  .  . .  alsoetooall 
on  Mr.  Greeu  fur  an  Mcconmpt  or  Inventory  of 
all  the  letters  for  pi  inting,  and  all  other  Instru- 
ments in  his  hands  belonging  to  the  Corpora- 
tion that  it  may  bee  Returned  to  the  next  meet- 
ing of  the  Comissioners ;  and  to  agree  with 
him  for  the  printing  of  the  bible." 

The  printing  of  ihe  new  testament  was  oom- 
pleted  probably  in  the  summer  of  1661.  before  the 
nextmeeting  of  the  Commissioners.  On  the  18th 
of  May,  1661,  the  Corporation  wrote  to  the  Com- 
missioners that  they  had  paid  the  bill  for  600<. 
drawn  on  them,  "  hopeing  that  the  same  to- 
gether 34  lb.  which  wee  vnderstand  by  youer 
account  sent  remaines  in  stooke  will  bee  suffi- 
cient to  defray  the  Charge  of  printing  the  bible 
aod  the  Jisbursments  there  for  the  present 
yeare."  They  also  added  in  relation  to  the 
ohangeof  government  caused  by  the  restoration 
of  Charles  II:  "wee  suppose  you  are  not 
strangers  to  the  condition  of  affaires ;  and  par- 
ticularly with  respect  vnto  ourselues  being  now 
noe  Corporation;  though  not  without  good  hopes 
that  the  same  wilbee  renewed  and  confeirmed 
by  his  majestic  though  possibly  the  business 
may  bee  acted  by  other  persons ; . . .  howeuer 
wee  desire  that  the  printing  of  the  bible  may 
not  bee  retaurded."  Upon  the  reading  of  this 
letter  at  their  meeting  in  Plymouth,  in  Septem- 
ber, 1661,  the  Commissioners  resolved :  "  Vpon 
this  en  formation  of  the  Desolution  of  the  Cor- 
poration and  intimation  of  hopes  that  his  ma- 
jestic would  oonfeirme  the  same  d:c.  The  Com- 
issioners thought  meet  to  present  his  Majes- 
tic with  the  New  Testament  printed  in  the  In- 
dian language  with  these  presents  following 
&c.,"  namely,  the  dedication  as  printed  in  front 
of  the  new  tostamont,  of  which  the  following  is 
an  extract:  "There  are  divers  of  them  that 
can  and  do  reade  some  partn  of  the  Scripture, 
and  some  CatechUms,  which  formerly  have 
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been  Translated  into  their  own  Language,  which 
hath  occasioned  the  undertaking  of  a  greater 
Work,  viz:  The  Printing  of  the  whole  Bible, 
which  (being  Translated  by  a  painful  Labourer 
amongflt  them,  who  waa  desirous  to  see  the  Work 
accomplished  in  his  dayes)  hath  already  pro- 
cetMied  to  the  finishing  of  the  Now  Testament, 
which  wtf  here  humbly  present  to  Your  Majesty, 
as  the  first  fruits  and  aecompliithment  of  the 
Pious  Design  of  your  Kojal  Ancestors.  The 
Old  Testament  is  now  under  the  Press,  waiting 
and  craviug  your  ruysl  Favour  and  Assistance 
for  the  perfecting  thereof." 

The  Commissioners  also  wrote  to  Mr.  Rich- 
ard Hutchinson  and  Mr.  William  Ashurst  in 
England,  September  12,  1(>61 :  "  youer  desire 
that  the  printing  of  the  bible  may  not  bee  Re- 
tarded wilbee  attended  accordiuis  as  wee  shall 
see  suitable.  The  New  Testament  is  alreddy 
finished  and  of  all  the  old  the  tiue  bookes  of 
Moses;  wee  hane  heerwith  sent  yon  20  peeces 
of  the  New  Testament  which  wee  desire  may 
bee  those  disposed  vis :  that  two  of  the  speoiall 
being  uery  well  bound  vp  the  one  Aaj*  bee  pre- 
•enteil  to  his  M^e-itie  in  the  first  place  the 
other  to  the  Lord  Chancellor;  and  thai  fine 
more  may  bee  presented  to  Docter  Reynolds 
Mr.  Carrill  Mr.  Baxter  and  the  two  visohancel- 
lers  of  the  vniuersities  whoe  wee  vnderstand 
hauo  greatly  Incurrage^l  the  worke ;  the  Rest 
wee  leaue  to  becdisposeilas  you  shall  see  cause 
...  By  the  account  you  will  find  wee  haue  re- 
maining 414  lb :  4:  4  stocke  a  great  part  wherof 
wilbee  expruded  in  printing  the  bible  and  a  new 
Impression  of  a  Catichisme."  The  treasurer's 
account  for  th«'  year  contained  a  charge  of  1962. 
19«.  Id.,  "To  sundry  Disbursments  vpon 
the  account  of  printing  as  appeers  by  accuuut 
now  Hent."  The  Commissioners  also  wrote  to 
Mr.  Usher  in  Boston,  Sept<-mb?r  13, 16C1,  as 
follows:  "youorcare  in  prouiding  matteri.iUs 
and  furthering  the  printing  of  the  bible  wee 
thank ftiily  iicc*-pt  de.niriu;;  the  continuance  of 
thtf  saiiiir  vntil  it  be*t  Issued :  and  the  paying  of 
Mr.  <jreen  as  formerly  together  Aith  the  sulla- 
ri«».s  and  othi-r  paimeuts  according  to  youirr  or- 
der heer  enrlosed .  .  .and  it  is  our  de.'iircs  that 
you  will  t*ke  care  for  the  printing  uf  the  pre- 
face br-fore  the  NVw  Tt'.stamfDt  with  the  title 
airj-ordiu;;  to  the  coppies  a^  aUoe  to  .nend  to  Mr. 
A.-^hurnt  and  Mr.  )tuchifU<K>n  about  twisuty 
copiiiesof  the  Ni-w  Te»t.imeut  to  bridi^pom-dof 
aroordiug  to  onrdirectiou.s  and  order  tothem." 
To  this  v,■•A'^  add»fd  a  postscript :  "  Wee  pray  you

Thi>  trea<»urrr's  account  rendered  in  Septem- 
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ber,  1082,  oonUined  the  entriea:  "'

The  book  is  printed  in  double  columns,  like 
the  first  edition,  with  references  at  the  side 
and  headings  in  Indian  at  the  top  of  each 
column.    A  full  page  of  text  measures  6|  by 
4}  inches,  including  headings,  catchwords,  and 
references,  which  is  an  increase  in  width  of  one- 
eighth  of  an  inch.    At  the  beginning  of  each 
chapter  is  a  summary  in 'English,  not  in  the 
first  edition.    These  summaries  iocrease  the 
whole  number  of  leaves  to  eleven  more  in  the 
old  testament  and  three  more  in  the  new  testa- 
ment, than  there  are  in  the  edition  of  1663-*61. 
The  statement  of  Mr.  Thomas,  in  his  Hiitory 
of  Printing  in  America,  that  "botheditionH  had 
title  pages  in  English  and  Indian,"  is  undimbt- 
cdly  wrong  as  far  as  this  edition  is  coooemed, 
for  no  cojty  h.is  been  found  with  an  Eoglish 
title,  nor  is  there  any  probability  that  one  was 
overprinted.    According  to  Dr.  Truiubull  "  In 
printing  James  1. 20.  in  the  firtt  and  teeond  edi- 
tions of  the  New  Testament,  the  words  'qnt 
asookekodtam  nehenwonche  wnttah,'  [but  de- 
ceiveth  his  own  heart,]  were  omitted.    The 
omission  was  discovered  before  the  issue  of 
the  second  edition  of  the  Old  Testami^nt.  '085.— 
and  attention  is  directed  to  it,  by  an  erratum,  at 
the  bottom  of  the  page  containing  the  names 
and  numbers  of  the  books,— facing  ihe  title 
page  of  the  New  Testament:    'James  L  26.

soon  exhausted.  Many  copies  were  lost  or  de- 
stroyed ill  the  Indian  war  of  1675- '76.  As  a  new 
edition  wua  much  needed,  Mr.  Eliot  Ite^n,  abont 
tho  year  1C77  to  revise  the  whole  work.  He 
also  ])i'ritioned  the  Coniminsioners  to  reprint  it. 
From  thereconls  itapiH^ars  that  it  wa**  re."*olvi>d, 
at  the  iiii^tinK  held  in  Plymouth.

The  desired  authority  having  been  obtained, 
the  printing  of  the  new  testament  waa  at  oooe 
begun.    This  was  probably  early  in  1680.    In 
the  summer  of  the  samej-ear  the  two  Labadista, 
Jasper  Dankers  and  Peter  Sluyter,  visited  Bo»< 
ton  and  Cambridge,  on  their  retnm  from  New 
Xetherland  to  Holland.     The  following  extract 
of  their  Journal  for  July  7th  and  8th,  1660,  ia 
from  the  translation  made   by  Mr.  Henry  CL 
Murphy :   "The  best  of  the  niinisteni  wbomve 
have  yet  beard,  is  a  very  old  man.  named  John 
Eliot,  who  has  charge  of  th<r  instruction  of  the 
Indians  in  tho  Christian    religion.     He  hM 
translated  the  Bible  mto  tht- ir  language.    We 
had  already  made  inquiries  of  the  bookselien 
for  a  copy  of  it,  but  it  was  not  to  be  obtained  in 
Boston.    They  told  us  if  one  waa  to  be  had,tt 
would  be  from  Mr.  Eliot.     We   di^termined  to 
go  on  Monday  to  the  village  where  he  realdcd, 
and  was  the  minister,  calliMl  Koxbnry.  .  .  . 
8th,  Monday.     Wo    went     ac^'ordingly,  abooft 
fight  o'clock    in    the    morning,   to  Roxbniy, 
which  is  thive-finarters  of  an  hour  from  tht 
city.  ...  On  arriving  at  his  house,  he  wm 
not    there,    and  we,  tliexefore,  went    to  look 
around  the  village,  and  the  vicinity.    We  fomi 
it  justly  called  Jivcksbury.  for  it  was  veryrocky, 
and  had  hills  entirely  of  rucks.     Ketnmlug  to 
his  house  we  spoke  to  him.  and  he  received  m 
piditely.      Although  he  could  speak  neither 
Dutch  nor  French,  and  wt«  spoke  but  littto 
English,  and  were  unable  to  expie^s  ouiselrw 
in  it  always,  we  niana^trd.  by  means  of  Latin 
and    English,   to  understand  each  other.    Ha 
was  srventy-seven  yeais    old,  and    had  beta 
forty -eight   years    in     tlnse   parts.     He  had 
learned  very  wuU  the  language  of  the  Indian^ 
who  lived  al»out  there.     We  asked  him  for  m 
Indian  B  ible.    He  naid  in  the  late  Indian  war, 
all  the  Bibles  and  Testaments  were  caniei 
away,  and   bumt  or  destroyed,  so  that  hehai 
not  been  able  to  save  any  for  himself;  bntanev 
edition  was  in  preas,  wliich  he  hoped  woaldfet 
much  bntter  than  the  first  one,  though  that «M 
not  to  be  despised.     We  inqnire<I  whethrr  uj 
part  of  the  old  or  new  cilition  could  be  obtaimi 
by  purchase,  and  whether  there  was  anygnor 
mar  of  that  language  in  Englinh.    TheraopoB 
he  went  and  brought  us   the   Old  TesUBCOt 
and  idso  tho  Xew  Testament,  made  up  vitk 
some  sheets  of   the  new  edition,   so  that  «t 
li.'id  the  Old  and  New  Test^menta  completo 
He  also  bn)nght  us  two  or  three    small  aptcl- 
mens  <»f  the  grammar.     Wo  asked  him  what«» 
Hlumld  pay  him  for  them  :  but  he  desired  noth- 
in;;.  •   The  later  history  of  this  copy  of  theoU 
testament  is  given  in  the  list  of  copies  of  tkl 
Arst  edition,  nnder  no.  30. 

On  Xt»vember  4th,  ICSO,  Eliot  wrote  to  tkl 
Hon.  Robert  Boyle:  "Our  praying  Indian^ 
lM>th  in  tlie  islands,  and  on  the  main.  aT«,co» 
sidered    together,    numerous;     thonsanda  «f 
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Eliot  (J.) —Con tinned. 
aoali.  of  wbom  some  trae  beUeven,  some  learn- 
ei%  lad  lome  are  still  iDfants,and  all  of  them 
beg,  ery,  «atreat  for  bibles,  baving  already  en- 
joTed  that  blessing,  bat  now  are  in  great  want 
.  . .  We  are  at  the  19th  chap,  of  the  Acts;  and 
when  ire  have  impreased  the  new  testament, 
our  oommissioEers  approve  of  my  preparing 
u4  impressing  also  the  old."   The  new  testa- 
Dent  was  finished  at  the  press  in  the  aatumn 
or  whiter  of  1681,  and  closely  followed  by  the 
impreeiion  of  the  metrioal  psalms,  which  were 
completed  in  1682.    Some  copies  of  the  book 
Dsy  then  hare  been  boand  for  immediate  use, 
becatue,  according  to  Mr.  Eliot*s  letter  written 
two  years  before,  the  Indiana  were  begging, 
crying,  and  entreating  for  bibles,  of  which  they 
were  in  "great  want."    Dr.Tramboll,  how- 
^Ter.Bapposes  that  "  few  copies,  if  any,"  were 
"  msdeap  separately." 

The  printing  of  the  old  testament  was  be- 
Khq  in  1882,  after  the  metrical  psalms  had  been 
tlQiehed.   On  the  15th  of  March.  1682-3.  Mr. 
Eliot  wrote  to  Boyle :  "  The  great  work,  that  I 
trsrel  abont,  is,  the  printing  of  the  old  testa- 
meot,  that  they  may  have  the  whole  bible. 
Tbey  have  had  the  whole,  in  the  first  impres- 
sion, and  some  of  the  old  they  still  have,  and 
know  the  worth  and  nse  of  it ;  and  therefore 
they  sre  importanately  deairooa  of  the  whole. 
I  desire  to  see  it  done  before  I  die,  and  I  am  so 
deep  in  years   that  I  cannot  expect  to  lire 
long:  besides,  we  have  bnt  one  man  (viz.  the 
Indian  printer)  that  la  able  to  compose  the 
sheets,  and  correct  the  press,  with  nnderstand- 
ing.    For  such  reasons,  so  soon  as  I  received 
the  enm  of  near  402.  for  the  bible  work,  I  pros- 
enUy  eet  the  work  on  foot;  and  one  tenth  part, 
or  near  is  done :  we  are  in  Leviticus.    I  have 
added  some  part  of  my  salary  to  keep  up  the 
vork,  and  many  more  things  I  might  add,  as 
nasons  of  my  urgency  in  this  matter."   Three 
months  Ister,  on  the  2lst  of  June,  1683,  he 
vYote  again:   **Tonr  hungry  alumns  do  still 
cry  onto  your  honour  for  the  milk  of  the  word 
in  the  whole  book  of  God,  and  for  the  bread  of 
life,  which  they  have  fed  npon  in  the  whole 
bibte,  and  are  very  thankful  for  what  they  have, 
•ad  importanately  desiroas  to  ei\joy  the  whole 
book  of  Gk>d.   .  .  .  My  age  makes  me   im- 
portunate.   I  BhaU  depart  Joyfully,  may  I  but 
leave  the  bible  among  them,  for  it  is  the  word 
of  life ;  and  there  be  some  godly  souls  among 
them,  that  live  thereby.    The  work  is  under 
iTrvat  incnmberments  and  discouragements." 
On  the  27t.h  of  November,  1683,  in  another  let- 
ter to  Boyle,  he  wrote:  "Although  my  hasty 
venturing  to  begin  the  impression  of  the  old 
'■e^tament  before  I  had  your  honour's  (Jiat)  may 
lure  moved  (as  some  intimate)  some  disgust, 
yet  I  see  that  your  love,  bounty  and  charity, 
doth  still  breath  out  encouragement  unto  the 
work,  by  supplies  of  4601.  unto  the  work,  for 
which  I  do  return  my  humble  thankfulness  to 
Tour  honour,  and  fake  boldness  to  intreat  favour 
for  two  requeats.    First,  I  pray,  that  you  would 
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please  to  accept  an  apology  for  my  haste.  I  am 
deep  in  years,  and  sundry  say,  if  I  do  not  pro- 
cure it  printed  while  I  live,  it  is  not  within  the 
prospect  of  human  reason,  whether  ever,  or 
when,  or  how,  it  may  be  accomplished.  .  .  . 
My  second  humble  request  is,  that  you  would 
please  to  draw  a  curtain  of  love  over  all  my 
failures,  because  love  will  cover  a  multitude  of 
transgressions.  The  work  goeth  on  now,  with, 
more  comfort,  though  we  have  had  many  im> 
pediments,  partly  by  sickness  of  the  workmen, 
for  it  is  a  very  sickly  and  mortal  time  with  us, 
as  also  the  rigour  of  the  winter  doth  now  ob- 
struct us.  The  work  goeth  on,  I  praise  God ; 
the  sabbath  is  sanctified  in  many  places,  and 
they  have  still  fragments  of  their  old  bibles, 
which  they  make  constant  use  of."  The  pro- 
gress of  the  work  is  related  in  another  letter  to 
Boyle,  dated  April  22, 1684 :  '*The  List  gift  of 
4002.  for  the  reimpression  of  the  Indian  biblO' 
doth  set  a  diadem  of  beauty  upon  all  your 
former  acts  of  pious  charity,  and  oommandeth 
us  to  return  unto  your  honours  all  thankful  ao- 
knowledgments,  according  to  our  abilities.  It 
pleased  the  worshipful  Mr.  Stonghton,  to  give- 
me  an  intimation,  that  your  honours  desired  to 
know  the  particular  present  estate  of  the  pray- 
ing Indians ;  as  also,  when  Moses's  pentateuch 
Is  printed,  to  have  some  copies  sent  over,  to 
evidence  the  real  and  good  progress  of  the 
work.  ...  As  for  the  siding  any  num- 
bers of  Moses's  Pentateuch,  I  beseech  your 
honours  to  spare  us  in  that;  because  so  many 
as  we  send,  so  many  bibles  are  maimed,  and 
made  incomplete,  because  they  want  the  five 
books  of  Moses.  We  present  yonr  honours 
with  one  book,  so  far  as  we  have  gone  in  the 
work,. and  humbly  beseech,  that  it  may  be  ac- 
ceptable, until  the  whole  be  finished ;  and  then 
the  whole  impression  (which  is  two  thousand) 
is  at  your  honours  command.  Our  slow  pro- 
gress needeth  an  apology.  We  have  been  mucb 
hindered  by  the  sickness  this  year.  Our  work- 
men have  been  all  sick,  and  we  have  but  few 
hands,  one  Englishman,  and  a  boy,  and  one* 
Indian ;  and  many  interruptions  and  diversions 
do  befal  us ;  and  we  could  de  but  little  thia 
very  hard  winter." 

The  old  testament  appears  to  have  been  com- 
pleted in  the  autumn  of  1685.  A  brief  addresa 
was  then  prepared,  '  *  To  the  Honourablo  Robert 
Boyle  Bsq:  Govemour,  And  to  the  Company, 
for  the  Propagation  of  the  Gospel  to  the  In- 
dians in  New-England,  and  Pans  adjacent  in 
America,"  dedicating  to  them  "this  second 
Edition  of  the  Holy  Bible  "  in  the  Indian  lan- 
guage, "much  corrected  and  amended."  This 
dedication,  dated  "Boston  Octob.  23.  1685," 
and  signed  by  William  Stonghton,  Joseph  Dud- 
ley, Peter  Bulkley  and  Thomas  Hinckley,  waa 
printed  on  one  side  of  a  single  leaf,  and  inserted 
after  the  first  title  in  the  few  presentation 
copies  sent  abroad.  A  contemporary  reference 
to  the  bible  is  found  in  a  letter  flrom  Samuel 
Sewall  to  Stephen  Dummer,  written  from  Bos- 
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tou,  February  15th.  168i :  "  The  best  News  that 
I  cttii  iliiuk  to  speak  of  from  America,  is,  that 
Mr.  Johu  Eliot,  through  the  good  haod  of  God 
iilMiu  him.  hath  procured  a  secoud  Edition  of 
tho  Hiblo  iu  the  Indian  Language;  so  that 
niatiy  Huudrodd  of  them  may  read  the  Scrip- 
tiin'M."  In  the  summer  of  lGd6,  Mr.  John  Dun-  , 
tou,  the  London  l>ooks«.'Ufr.  made  a  vinit  to  Mr. 
Eliot,  an  account  of  which  hi;  gave  in  his  hife 
and  Erron^  as  follows :  "  My  ni*xt  ramble  wan 
to  I^>xbury,  in  order  to  visit  the  R<.-v.  Mr.  Elliot, 
the  great  Ai»o«tlc  of  the  Indians.  He  was 
pIifUAfd  to  receive  me  with  abundance  of  re- 
HiMTt;  and  iuiiuirod  very  kindly  after  Dr.  An- 
iics]i*y,  my  F^ilhi  r-iu-law,  and  then  broke  out 
with  II  world  of  Hi'itmiiig  Hatisi  fact  ion.  'Is  my 
lintlhcr  Anni'sli'v  y*'t  alivi* .'  Is  hi*  yet  con 
vortiiig  soulrt  to  (riid  .'  IMi*A.H4'd  be  God  for  this 
iiifiiriiiution  before  I  die.'  IIf»  prvneuted  mc 
with  iwrrlve  Indian  niblfs.  and  de^tired  mi*  to 
liriii>;  one  of  tbeni  ovitr  lo  I>r.  Anue.-tley:  as 
iiImii  Willi  twelve  'Spferlu's  of  eonveited  In- 
ditiiiH,'  wliii-h  hiiiiH(;lf  liiid  p(il)li^lil.Ml."

Such  a  knowledge 
in  their  Biblea,  as  oar  English  ordinarily  have 
is  oois,  they  seldom  any  of  them  have ;  and 
there  seems  to  be  as  mucli  diflElcalty  to  bring 
them  nntoacompetent  knowledge  of  the  Scrip* 
torn,  ss  It  would  be  to  get  a  sensible  acquaint- 
isce  with  the  English  Tongue.' 

"  Tear  Commisnioners  in  general  were  not 
eequalnted  with  the  Letters  that  went  fh»m 
c^rteia  psTttcalar  Gentlemen  here,  which  gave 
the  fiepresentatiott  that  baa  soUiclted  your 
cxeeUent  charity  to  run  into  that  Chanel  of  a 
Hew  Edition  for  the  Indian  Bibl&  We  there- 
fon  tbooght  it  onr  Duty  to  throw  in  our  own 
^reeeatation  on  the  other  side,  that  so  the 
xwe  ooasunat  Wisdom  and  Judgment  of  the 
(^^rporation  may  weigh  all  things,  and  proceed 
thetenpoB  to  their  final  Besolutions.

Thename  Fir^niMor  Virginian  was  wrongly 
applied,  by  several  European  writers  of  the 
seventeenth  century,  to  Mr.  Eliot's  version  of 
the  bible  in  the  Massachusetts  Indian  language, 
and  the  »rror  has  been  repeated  in  many  oata* 
lognes  and  other  works.  The  same  term  was 
also  used  in  the  polyglot  colleoiions  of  the 
Lord's  prayer  or  Oratio  Dominiea  published  by 
Andreas  Miiller  in  1680,  Bei^amin  Motte  in  1700, 
Johann  Ulrich  Kranse  in  1712,  John  Chamber- 
layne  in  1715,  and  by  others.  The  assignment 
of  this  version  of  the  Lord's  prayer  to  Virginia 
did  not  pass  without  critioism  f^om  a  New 
England  scholar.  Paul  Dudley,  the  attorney- 
general  of  the  province  of  Massachusetts,  wrote 
to  John  Chamberlayne  soon  after  receiving  his 
work,  as  follows : 

"You  shall  now  allow  me  as  a  N.  B.  man  to 
Expostulate  with  you  concerning  one  of  your 
versions  of  the  Lord's  prayer,  viz.  that  which 
you  call  Virginice. 

"First  Ihavenoo  [koowledse]  that  anything 
of  that  nature  was  done  either  by  or  in  that 
colony. 

"  2.  The  Whole  Bible  (besides  other  small 
Religions  pieces)  was  Translated  by  famous 
M'  Eliot  into  the  Indian  Language,  and  upon 
Examination  I  find  yours  to  be  literatim  the 
same  i^nd  it  mnst  be  taken  fh>m  Mr.  Eliot's 
bible,  for  the  Viginia  Indians,  the  Albany  In- 
dians at  New  York  or  the  Mohawks  and  onr 
Indians  of  this  province  use  very  different 
Dialects  and  hardly  understand  one  another, 
and  therefore  if  I  had  happened  to  have  been 
with  you  when  you  had  Entitled  that  Transla- 
tion it  shoald  nothave  run  Virginiee  [but]  Indice 
ut  inter  Indos  Novangliff)  loquitur  Ex  versions 
Johanuis  Elioti."  The  above  extract  of  Dud- 
ley's letter  has  been  furnished  by  Dr.  George 
H.  Moore. 

Copies:  Nine  of  these  (nos.  j5, 9, 13, 15, 32, 35, 
40, 47,  and  61)  contain  the  original  dedication  to 
the  Hon.  Robert  Boyle,  printed  on  a  single  leaf, 
which  was  inserted  in  the  few  presentation 
copies  sent  abroad.  Several  others  (nos.  1, 6, 12, 
2i,  26, 38, 50,  and  53),  of  which  no  particulai  de- 
scriptions have  been  obtained,  perhaps  contain 
the  dedication  also.  The  copies  issued  for  the 
use  of  the  Indians  are  without  it.

Mr.  E.  B.O'Cal- 
UiChan,  in  his  American  Bii>Ui  (Albany,  1861), 
pp.  12,  18,  mentioned  15  of  the  first  edition,  19 
of  the  second,  and  2  qf  which  the  dates  were 
not  ssoertained.  Mr.  Thomas  W.  Field  named 
33  ropiesof  the  first  edition  in  his  Essay  towardM 
a%  Indian  BiOlioffraphy  (New  York,  1873),  p. 
120.  The  largest  list  hitherto  published  is  that 
in  Mr.  Nathaniel  Paine*s  Brief  Soiiee  of  th€ 
lAbraty  of  the  American  Antiquarian  Society 
(Worcester,  1873).  pp.  54, 55,  in  which  26  copies 
of  the  first  edition  are  mentioned,  and  28  of  the 
Mcond.

Kichard  Baxter's  CaU  to  the  Unconverted  was 
first  printed  at  London  in  1637.  This  is  Mr. 
Eliot's  translation  of  it  into  the  Massachusetts 
ladiaa  language.  The  above  title,  excepting 
the  iaprint,  Is  copied  fh>m  tbe  reprint  of  1688. 
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The  records  of  the  Commissioners  show  that 
the  book  was  printed  by  Marmaduke  Johnson, 
"  with  our  owne  printer,"  Samuel  Green. 

On  the  6tb  of  July  (6th  of  the  5th) .  1663. 
Mr.  Eiiot  wrote  ft'om  Koxbury  to  Mr.  Kichard 
Baxter  in  London,  as  follows:  "  My  Work  about 
the  Indian  Bible  being  ( by  the  good  haod  of  the 
Lord,  though  not  without  difflcultieA)  finished, 
I  am  meditatipg  what  to  do  next  for  these  Sons 
of  this  our  Morning :  they  having  no  Books  for 
their  privato  use,  of  ministerial  composing. 
...  I  have  therefore  purposed  in  my  heart 
(seeing  the  Lord  is  yet  pleased  to  prolong  my 
life)  to  translate  for  them  a  little  Book  of  yours, 
intituled.  {A  Cfall  to  the  Unconverted):  The 
keencss  of  the  Edge,  and  iivttliness  of  the  Spirit 
of  that  Book,  through  the  blessing  of  God,  may 
be  of  great  use  unto  them.  But  seeing  you  are 
yet  in  the  Land  of  the  Liviug,  (and  the  good 
Lord  proloug  your  days)  1  would  not  presume 
to  do  such  a  thing,  without  making  mention 
thereof  unto  your  self,  that  so  I  might  have 
the  hflp  and  blensing  of  your  Counsel  and 
Prayers.  I  believe  it  will  not  be  unacceptable 
to  yon,  that  the  Call  of  Christ  by  your  holy 
Labours,  shall  i>e  made  t*)  speak  in  their  Ears, 
in  their  own  Language,  that  you  may  preach 
unto  our  poor  ludiaus.  I  have  begun  the  Work 
already,  and  find  a  great  difference  in  the  Work 
from  my  former  Translation :  I  am  forceil  some- 
time to  alter  the  Phnise,  for  the  facilitating 
and  fitting  it  to  our  Language,  in  which  I  am 
not  so  strict  as  I  was  in  the  Sculpture.  Some 
things  which  are  fitted  for  English  People,  are 
not  fit  fur  them,  and  in  such  cases,  I  make  bold 
to  fit  it  for  them.  But  I  do  little  that  way, 
knowing  how  much  beneath  Wisdom  it  is,  to 
shew  a  Man's  self  witty,  in  mending  another 
Man's  Work,"  etc.  The  Commissioners  also 
wrote  to  the  Corporation  in  EnglMod,  concern- 
ing the  printer  Marmaduke  Johnson,  on  the 
18th  of  September,  1663:  "the  bible  being  fin- 
ished .  .  .  wee  shall  Indoavonr  to  Imploy 
him  as  wee  can  by  printing  the  psalmes  and 
another  little  Treatirte  of  Mr.  Baxters  which 
Mr.  Elliott  is  translateing  into  the  Indian  lan- 
guage which  is  thought  may  bee  vscfull  and 
profitable  to  the  Indians."  In  reply  to  Mr. 
Eliot's  letter,  Mr.  Baxter  wrott^,  iu  a  letter 
dated  from  Acton  near  London,  November  30th, 
1663,  as  follows:  "We  very  much  rejoice  in 
your  happy  Work  (the  Translation  of  the  Bible) 
and  bless  God  that  hath  strengthened  j'ou  to 
finish  it.  If  any  thing  of  mine  may  bo  hon- 
oured to  contribute  in  the  least  measure  to  your 
blessed  Work,  I  shall  have  great  cause  to  be 
thankful  to  Go<l,  and  wholly  submit  the  Alter- 
ation and  Uite  of  It  to  your  Wisdom.  Methinks 
the  AtHembliea  Catechitm  should  be  next  the 
holy  Scriptures,  roost  worthy  of  your  Labours.'* 
In  the  account  of  his  own  life  and  times  (Re- 
liquid  B.ixteriana,  London,  1696),  Mr.  Baxter 
also  mentions  this  work:  "Mr.  Elliot  sent  the 
King  first  the  New  Testament  and  then  the 
whole  Bible,  translated  and  inintcd  in  the  In- 
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diaus'  L:iiiKiia;;e:  Such  a  Work  and  Pmit  of  a 
IMaiitation,  an  wa-i  never  before  prt'sentcd  to  n 
Kiu^.  Aiul  he  Hcnt  vronl.  tliat  next  he  would 
print  1)1  V  Call  to  the  Cnrtmrerted.  and  then  The 
Practice  of  Piety :  But  Mr.  Boyle  nent  him  wonl 
it  wouM  be  hotter  taken  here,  if  the  Practice 
of  Piedj  were  printed  before  any  thin^  of  mine. " 
lu  another  place  he  writes:  "  When  Mr.  Eliot 
had  pnntcd  all  the  Bible  in  the  Indians'  Ian- 
f;ua<;e.  he  next  tran4lal<Ml  this,  my  Call  to  the 
Vnconrrrtcd,  an  he  wruto  to  u*  here:  and 
t))oii>:h  it  waa  here  thought  prudent  to  befriu 
with  the  Practice  of  Piety,  liecauM*  of  the  envy 
and  distaste  of  thf*  timen  asainU  uie.  he  had 
fiui-liCMl  it  bi'fore  that  advice  came  to  hiiii.'' 

Mr.  Kliot  tlniiihed  thi*<  tnini«l.ition  on  the  last 
day  of  the  year,  art  appoani  from  tlie  date  at 
the  <-iid  of  tile  reprint:  "Finitiir.  IfUVi,  Decem- 
ber :{1."  It  went  to  the  ]>reA8  rarly  in  1664,  and 
Wil^4  tinisht-tl  in  or  liofure  Au;ni!«t  of  the  same 
vi-ar.  On  the  Tth  of  Munrh,  ItMI.  the  C'>rpora- 
tiun  in  London  wmtc  t«i  the  ComniiHiiioneri)  in 
New  Ku^Iand:  "wee  can  not  but  take  notice

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that  rflr.  Eliot  be^ian  his  missioDary  labon. 
He  coiDiDeDce<l  tbe  Rtudy  of  tbeir  laDKiiac» 
proliablv  about  tbe  year  1(M3,  orprrbaps  earlier. 
In  a  letter  dated  Febniar>  2d.  \tA9  (2.  of  the 
12.  1648f,  he  wrute:  "There  U  an  Indian  living 
with  Mr.  liirhard  Calicott  of  Durchefcter,  who 
was  taken  in  the  Pequott  Warren,  though  be- 
lonjiing  to  Lonf(  Island ;  this  Indian  i«  ingeniooa; 
ran  n-ail:  and  I  taught  him  to  wiite.  which  he 
quickly  learnt,  thuu^h  I  know  nut  mhat  um  be 
now  niaketh  of  it :  lie  was  the  tintt  that  I  made 
use  of  to  teach  me  wurd4.  and  to  be  my  Interpre- 
ter.*' At  tbe  end  of  liiA  Indian  gramuiar  (Cam- 
bnd;:e.  166ti>.  Mr.  Eliot  Rives  the  following 
account  of  hi.H  method  uf  learning  the  lan- 
guu:2e:  "I  have  nuw  linished  what  I  shall  do  at 
prei«t*nt:  And  in  a  word  or  two  to  ftatisfle  the 
piudent  Etiquirer  how  I  lound  out  these  new 
wayes  of  Grammar,  which  uu  other  Learned 
Lan^na^o  iiM>  farre  as  I  know)  useth:  I  tboa 
infurm  him:  GikI  ilrst  put  into  my  heart  a  com- 
]>ai«!)ioit  over  iheir  piKir  SoiiU.  and  a  desire  to 
teach  them  to  know  Chriitt,  and  to  bring  them 
into  his  Kiugdomc.  Then  presently  I  found 
out  (by  Gods  wise  providence)  a  pregnant 
wit  ted  young  man.  who  had  been  a  Servant  in 
an  English  house,  who  pretty*  well  understood 
our  Language.  Ix'tter  then  he  could  speak  it, 
and  well  understood  his  owu  Language,  and 
hath  a  clear  pronunciation :  Him  I  made  my 
Interpreter.  Hy  his  help  I  translated  tbe 
Comiuanduieuts.  the  Lords  Prayer,  and  manj 
Texts  of  Scripture:  also  I  compiled  both  Ex- 
hortations and  Pr<iyers  by  his  help.  I  dili- 
gently marked  the  ditTereuce  of  their  Grammar 
from  oUih:  When  I  found  the  way  of  them.  I 
wouhl  piirrtue  a  Woid.  a  Xoun.  a  Verb,  throngb 
'all  variations  I  lOuM  think  of.  And  thus  I 
came  at  it.  We  must  not  sit  still,  and  look  for 
Miiuchs:  Ui>,  and  be  doin;;,  uud  the  Lord 
will  be  with  thee.  Pi  aver  and  I'aiu.<».  throngb 
Faith  in  (.'hrist  -lesus.  viil!  di»  any  thing." 

In  IGlij  Mr.  Eliut  began  tu  preach  to  the  In- 
dians in  their  own  tongue.  About  the  middle 
of  Septeiii1>er  he  addres.-ed  a  company  of  tbe 
natives  in  the  wigwam  of  Cot^hamoquin,  the 
sachem  of  Xepon^et,  within  the  limits  of  Dor> 
Chester.  His  next  attempt  was  made  among 
the  Indians  of  another  place,  "those  of  llor- 
che!4t«-r  mill  not  regarding  any  such  thing." 
On  the  'jAth  of  October  he  delivered  a  sermon 
befuiea  large  number  a.-wembled  in  the  prin- 
cipal wigwam  of  a  chief  named  Waban.  situated 
fuui  or  tive  miles  from  Koxbury,  un  the  south 
side  of  the  Chailes  river  near  Watertown 
mill,  now  in  the  township  of  Newton.  Tbe 
services  were  commenced  with  prayer,  whicb„ 
tXA  Mr.  .Sbepanl  1  elates.  "noi%  was  in  English.. 
bi-in^  not  .so  farre  ai-iiuainted  with  the  Indian 
laiit:u.t>:e  as  to  expresse  our  hearts  herein  he> 
foie(i<Hl  or  them."  After  Mr.  Eliot  had  fin- 
ished liin  dis<-ourse.  which  was  in  the  Indian 
]an::uage.  he  "asked  them  if  they  understood 
all  that  which  was  already  spoken,  and  whether 
all  of  I  hem  in  the  Wigwam  did  understand  or 
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(J.}~-Cont]naed. 
oaelj  MHiM  few?  and  tbay  uiavered  to  this 
qvevtum  with  miUtltade  of  voyces,  that  the3' 
aD  of  them  dkl  nndentaad  all  that  which  was 
ihcB  ipokf^  to  them."  He  theo  replied  to  a  ; 
amnber  of  qne«tiona  which  they  propoaDded  to 
htiD,  "borrowinic  now  and  then  noma  iinia!! 
helpe  from  the  Interpreter  whom  wee  brought 
with  ns,  and  who  could  oftentimes  cxpretuii*  our 
■inda  more  diatinctiy  then  any  of  um  oonld." 
Three  more  m«etinffB  were  held  at  thiA  place 
la  S'ovember  and  December  of  the  name  year, 
Mcoiint*of  which  areRirenby  the  Kev.  Thoman 
Shfpard  in  the  tract  entitled  The  Day-Brtak- 
img.  if  not  the  Sun-RUing  of  thf  Go$pell  with  tht  ■ 
JmHaMM  in  Xev- England.  London.  1617. 

In  the  mc-antime  ( November,  1546),  the  peu- 
cni  coart  of  Maaeachnaettahail  parsed  an  ordtr 
for  the  appointment  of  a  comiiiittfi?  to  pur- 
chaee  land«  fyan  Indian  tiettlement  on  the  niti^ 
where  theee  meetings  were  held,  "for  y  in- 
cnn^m*  of  \"*  Indiana  to  lire  in  an  onlerly  way 
amonjTBt   us  ...  &  further,    to    aet    dowue 
mles    for  their  impve<  dc  enfoying  thereof." 
The  place  waa  called  Xonantum  or  Xoonato- 
men  bj  Mr.  Eliot,  '*whlch  Higoifieain  Engliah  re.  i 
Juicing.'  The  word  A^'moiUum,  acconlinfrtoDr. 
Tmmball.  meana  literally  "  I  n»Joice,"  or  **am 
wen-minded.'*    The  form  Soonatom^n  (or  lYo- 
aoafaaaMn)  ia  plnral,  "  We  r^oice."    Thia  wati 
tbe  flrat  Indian  mlaaion  established  in  New 
England.     The  Indiana  of  Coucord,  when  they 
heard  of  theee  thinga,  reqneated  Mr.  Eliot  to 
Tiait  and  teach  them  too,  which  he  <lid  when- 
erer  he  bad  an  opportunity.    Tliey  aim  ob- 
tained perxniaiilon  from  the  EnjElish  to  In'^hh  a 
miaaion  aettlemeot  of  thoir  own,  in  Jiinuary, 
1M7.     Mr.  Shattuck.  in  hia  History  of  t'oarord, 
aa  qanted   m  Fraucia'a  L\fe  of    Juhn    Eliut, 
donbta  wfa«fther  there  wan.  »a  has  often  l>e«-n 
«tat«d,  any  definite  irront  of  land  to  the  In- 
dian^, either    at    Conc4>rd  or  youantiim.     lie 
think*    "  they  lirt^   by   aufferanre  on    lamtft 
claimed  by  the  Enjiliflh,  prior  t^i  their  ^.itber. 
ins  At  N.itirk."    Another  mimion  waf«  nNo  be- 
jfon  at   Nei>onset,  about  four  milett  A<»iit)i  of 
Roxbnry,  anion;;  the  Indiana  of  IWehestcr.  at 
the  request  of  thoir  sachem  Cutaliumoqiiin.  wlio 
bad  formerly  j^ven  Mr.  Eliot  so  little  eiicoiir- 
aCt^ment.     Here    he  set  up  a  second  lectiir(\ 
which  wiw  continued  for  several  year^with  the 
lecture  at  Xonantom. 

In  1647 the  Indiiina commenced  to  fem-f'  in  the 
f^ronndH  ot  their  new  settlement  ftnd  in  build 
a  atone  wall,  for  the  makin}*  of  which  Mr.  Elint 
proridcd  them  with  Ahorels.  spade».  niuttorkci. 
and  cruw«i  of  iron,  "and  to  encourage  their 
ilothfiilnfaae,  promised  to  give  a  jrm.it  or  nix- 
pence  a  m<l.  if  they  would  thuH  fane  atti'inl 
their  own  goud.  and  work  for  theni.selvt-.-^.' 
They  "call  iiiKm  me."  ho  writes.  Si-pteiulMT 
24th.  1647.  "to help  them  with  tmilH  fa.«»r«^r  thtii 
I  can  ;iet  them,  though  I  have  ni>w  Imtiiilit 
pretty  store,  and  they  (I  hope)  arn  iit  work. 
The  women  are  deairoua  to  learn  to  Apia,  ami

:^r.inte<l  to  the  "pra\in<;  Indians,"  according  to 
Dr.  Fnini'iii,  bv  tlie  iuhabitantH  of  Dedham,  at 
tbi-  iiitercei^iiion  nf  ^^r.  Eliot.  The  Indians  gave 
thn  pi>«iplf  iif  Deilhani.  in  exchange,  the  town- 
i^bip  which  is  now  called  Dcerfleld.  In  thia 
jilaoe  tbt>  urarts  was)  cut.  and  timber  felled  and 
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■qoitfed  for  the  tmUding  of  a  meeting  hoasc 

and  fort.    In  a  letter  dated  Octob«^r  21  at  Mr. 

Eliot  writes:    **Oiir  work  in  clTiliiiiiK  tbem 

will  go  on  the  more  idowly  for  want  of  tools ; 

for  choajih  I  hare  bought  a  few  for  tiieui,  we

If  r.  Eliot  had  been  without  an  aaaintont  in 
the  ministry  of  the  churoh  in  Rozbury  since 
IMl :  bat  the  increase  in  his  missionary  laburs 
BOW  rnade  some  help  necessary.  The  Ker. 
Thomas  Dauforth  was  tberefore  ordained,  on 
the  2-lth  of  September.  1050,  to  be  his  colleague 
in  that  charch,  which  office  be  filled  for  twentj'- 
foar  years. 

In  1651,  aome  of  the  tools  and  other  neccsaa- 
riea  bavin;!  arrived  from  England,  the  *'pray- 
.  ing  Indiana  '*  were  removed  frum  Xonantuiu  to 
>'acick,  where  the  work  of  laying  uut  the  town 
wa!«   completed.    On  the  2ii\h  of  April,   Mr. 
Eliot  wrote:     "  Besides  those  works  which  con- 
ceme   Religion  and  Learning,  we  arc  also  a 
doinp  (according  to  the  measure  of  our  day  of 
small  things)  in  the  civill  part  of  this  work,  we 
have  set  out  some  part  of  the  Town  in  several 
streets,  measuring  out  and  dividing  of  Lots, 
which  I  Mst  thorn  to  doe,  and  teach  them  how 
to  doe  it :  many  have  planttsd  Applo-Trees,  and 
they    have  begun  divers  On;hards,    it's  now 
planting- time,  and  tbi-y  be  full  of  busiurjiHi'. 
.   .    .   We  ab»o  have  begun  a  Pallizadoe  Furt. 
in  the  niuUt  when^f  we  intend  a  iii(H>tiiii;- 
honse  and  a  Schuole-bousc,  but  we  aro  in  grrat 
want  of  Tonles.aud  many  necessaries,  and  when 
we  canniit  goe  we  must  be  content  to  creep: 
thin  prestiut  week  L  am  going  to  Puwtuoki't, 
the  great  Fishing  place  upon  Meriuiek.  where 
I  hear  annilry  doc  expect  my  coming,  witli  a 
purpfise  to  submit  themselves  unto  the  Lm-ds 
hand."  Another  letter,  written  towards  the  end 
of  the  year,  continues  the  relation :  "  Therefore 
upon  t  be  six t  day  of  the  sizt  Monetli  i>f  tlii.s  pres- 
ent year  [August  6th.  1651],  (their  l'ulli;>ulni> 
Fort  being  finished)  they  ha<l  a  great  meetinti, 
and  manj'  came  together  from  diverse  parts, 
.   .   .  and  finally    thoy   dui    solemnly    rhoti'^e 
two  Rulers  among  themselves,  they  firat  ilioMe 
aKuIerof  an  llundrod,  then  they  choso  two 
Bulers  of   Fifties,    then  thoy  chosi*    Ten  or 
Titlung     Men.  .  .  .  And     lastly,     for     that 
dayes  work  every  man  cbi>se  ^eho  should   l»e 
his  Ruler  of  ten,  the  Bulers  standing  in  order. 
sad  *very  man  going  to  the  man  he  cIiohc. 
.  .  .  After   this    work  was  ende<l,    thoy  liiil 
eater  into  Covenant  with  God,  and  eaeh  otbii, 
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to  be  the  Lonls  ]ieoplo,  and  to  be  governed  by 
the  wonl  of  the  l.i*nl  in  all  things."  In  Octo- 
ber, Governor  Endieott  ami  about  thirty  of  the 
chief  nifn  of  IWston,  viHiti'd  .Mr.  K I  lot's  lec- 
ture "ut  Natick,  the  new  Indian  Towne." 

In  the  .same  year,  Mr.  Winthiop  ail  vised  Mr. 
Elitit,  "to  send  two  discrt'ct  men  to  the  great- 
est and  most  jiotent  Siiehem  among  the  Nam- 
gnns«)ts,  to  answer  such  Qriestions  as  they 
might  propound,  and  to  stir  re  them  up  to  call 
on  (iod."  He  therefore  writes:  "I  did  ac- 
conlin;:ly,  and  sent  him  a  Pri'Sent  by  them; 
but  the  proud  Sa4>heni  did  little  lease  than  des- 
pise the  otl'er,  though  he  t(M)ke  the  jiresent ;  ^$o 
they  Thought  they  should  have  returned  with- 
out succesne;  but  wlien  they  came  among 
the  people,  espoeiall3'  such  as  were  a  little 
more  nMnote  from  ttie  great  and  pnmd  ones, 
they  rereived  them  with  great  gladnesse. 
.  .  .  There  is  a  great  Count rey  lyuig  be- 
tween Coueelacott  and  the  Massatrhusets, 
called  Nipnet,  where  there  be  many  Indians 
dinpei-siHl,  many  of  which  have  sent  to  our  In- 
diaus.  desiring  that  some  may  be  si-nt  unt4) 
them  to  teach  them  to  pray  unto  God.  And 
sometimes  some  of  our  best  men  doe  goe  to 
sevemll  pld<:es  for  a  little  while,  and  returne 
againi',  and  not  witliout  suceesso."  On  the  20tti 
of  Ootol>er  there  came  Ut  the  general  court  of 
Massachusetts,  "  one  Pummakunimin  Sachem 
of  Quinnul>bagge,  dwelling  amongst  or  neer  to 
the  Nurragausets,  who  offered  hlnihelfe  and  his 
Men  to  worship  GimI,  and  desiied  that  some 
En  glish  may  be  sent  fnmi  the  Massaehusets 
Govern  men  t  to  plant  his  Uiver,  that  thereby 
he  may  be  ])»'rtaker  of  Government,  and  may 
bo  iustrueted  by  the  English  to  know  God." 
Mr.  Eliot's  let teisdescri  ing  theeVfUt.Hof  this 
year  wt-re  printed  in  the  tract  entitled,  Strenjth 
out  of  Wrukntttf:  Or  a  (Htfrioug  Mani/t-Mtatinn 
Of  the  further  J*ro(irtifMf  uf  thr  Uoapt  I  amonij  the 
lu'liiiitii  in  XtwKnijliind.

The  ]iroKrei*A  luade  bj  Mr.  Eliot  io  tract- 
latin K  tho  script iires  and  other  books  Into  the 
Indian  lan^naf^c  ia  related  in  CLe  not**8  to  the 
prccfdinf;  titles.  In  1651  a  primer  or  i-atevhisin 
ha<l  boon  printcil.  ami  in  1655  the  bonk  of  Gen- 
esis and  the  go^pt-l  of  Mat  I  hew  h.id  pass*^ 
throuf;h  the  preA<«.  The  n^-xt  three  years  were 
largely eniphiveil  in  thi-trannlatiunof  thewh>ile 
bible,  which  wa.i  finished  in  the  antuiiin  or 
winter  of  165^.  a  portion  of  the  pnalms  of 
David  in  Indian  metre  wa^  printed  aboat  the 
same  time.  On  the  10th  of  December.  165f).  Mr. 
Elitit  wrote:  "For  mvselfe  I  feele  my  strength 
to  dtrcar.  and  I  am  not  able  to  doe  and  bear 
what  I  have  don**,  and  althonch  temptation 
may  sometime  breetl  waveriuiss.  yet  my  aonl 
doth  desire  &  beleeve.  that  I  shali  live  anil  dye 
in  thi>  work."  His  two  eldest  sons.  John  and 
Joseph,  bepan  to  help  him  in  the  Indian  work, 
and  to  learn  the  Indian  lan>rua::e.  almiit  thia 
time.

In  April,  1650,  preparations  were  m:idf  for 
another  public  examination  of  the  Indian  con- 
verti.  "inonler  to  tlieiradmis^ion  IntoChuri-h- 
fi-Ilowshlp."  The  meeting  was  lield  at  Kox- 
bury,  on  the  5th  of  July,  when  eight  of  the  In* 
dians  mwie  their  confesnions  of  faith  before  the 
ministers,  elders,  and  interpreters  asitemlded 
there.  "This  is  the  thinl  time."  Mr.  Eliot 
writes,  "that  the  Prayin;:  Indians  (some  of 
them)  hav«>  l)een  culleil  forth  into  ]iublick.  to 
make  open  (oiifexsion  of  the  Name  of  l.'hrist, 
to  eitiiie  under  the  publick  tr\al  of  (to<1s  ]>eople, 
wlieth«-rthey  be  iiideeil  Christians.  a.<4  fit  matter 
fur  a  <iu!«pel  C'hun'h."  The  decision  of  thia 
ron fen-nee  was.  that  some  of  the  principal  of 
the  Indians  sbiMild  "lie  sca.«)ned  in  Church* 
fellow.>«hip.  in  commnniou  with  our  Kngliab 
(.Mnirches.  liefore  they  should  U*  Chtircbea 
anion}:  t  li«-nii*<*lves."  They  were  acconlinuly  ad- 
mittedon  trial  for  a  season  by  the  church  in  Rox* 
liiiry.  Mr.  Elioi'n  account  and  the  confessions 
ol'ilie  Indians  were  printed  in  thetnict  entitleil,

In  the  latter  part  of  Octol>er,  1659.  there  was 
printed  in  Londiui  a  book  entitled  The  f'hrit- 
fiiiN  CoMtnvnicrnlth.  which  had  been  written 
by  Mr.  EIuM  nine  <ir  Wn  years  l>efon'.  After 
the  rest itr.it ion  of  Charles  II.  in  idso.  the  jrov-

One  iDdUn  cburch  bail  already  bfi'ii  furmed 
on  Martha's  Vineyard  in  the  prect^inie  year, 
uad-r  the  care  of  Mr.  TboiiiiiH  Ma\  liew. 

In  1661,  tlie  priutin<;of  tbe  Indian  new  te^ta- 
meuc  wajk  tiniMhed,  and  in  the  fitllowinc  y«.'jr 
a  a*«-und  edition  of  lhi>  primer  or  ratei-hiHni 
wi»  lAnaetl.  The  old  tetftaiueut  ami  nietrieal 
pMlmik  I  olio  wed  in  1663.  The  Imlian  trauxl.i- 
tifiDA  of  Itaxtvr'rt  f'ltll  t»  the  UncmrerUd  and  of 
Rivl ▼'«  Practlr*  u/  Pietij  wirrt*  piiuted  in  1664 
and  1605.  In  the  latter  year,  Mr.  Klioi'ii  trea- 
tise :n  Enji;1iah,  euXiiivdVvinmHnionoft'hurrhfa, 
wa»  printed  bj  Marma<luke  Ji»hn«t>n  »t  Tam- 
bnd^.  It  ia  auppoited  to  be  tho  "lirnt  pri- 
Tat«  ly  printed  American  book."  The  Indian 
Orammar  waa  published  iu  1666.  In  1668,  Mr. 
Eliot  K  eMei«t  i^n  John,  who  ha4l  learne*!  thu 
Indian  lanf^oa^ze  and  hel|»**d  his  futher  in 
preacUins  to  the  Indiana,  died  on  the  13th  nf 
October,  aiced  about  thirty-two  yrara.  The 
Indian  Priiner  was  priuteil  in  1669.  In  the 
following  year  Mr.  Kliot  and  Mr.  John  Cot- 
ton ff  Plymouth.  viflite<l  Martha'*  Vineyanl. 
and  ai«4<istvd  Mr.  Mayhew  in  the  onlination  of 
the  coovt-rt  UiacoomeM  as  pastor  of  the  Imlian 
cbnrch  there.

in  the  winter  of  1670-71  aad  in  the  three  fol- 
lowing years,  for  the  purpose  of  preaching  the 
gospel  to  the  pagan  tribea  in  the  weatem  parts 

j       of  the  colony,  were  the  means  of  gathering 

I       nine   more  towns  in  the  Nipmuck   countrj*. 
These  towns  were  situated  fiom  forty  to  sev- 

i  enty  miles  west  and  southwest  of  Boston. 
Their  names  were  Manchaiie,  Chabanakong- 
komun,  Maanezit,  Qunntisaet,  Wabquissit, 
Pakachoog,  Waeuntng,  Wenhakim  and  Qua* 
bang.  In  Jaly,  lt{73.  and  again  in  Si'ptember, 
1674,  Mr.  Eliot  visited  most  of  these  new 
places,  in  company'  with  Mr.  Daniel  Oookin, 
the  official  superintendent  of  the  Indians.  The 
object  of  the  Junrnf>y  was  to  confirm  the  new 
converts  in  the  Christian  rtdigiou.  *'  to  settle 
teachers  in  every  town,  and  to  establi.^b  civil 
government  among  them,  as  in  otht.*r  praying 
towns.*'  At  this  perio<l  the  fourteen  principal 
towns  of  praying  Indians  nnder  Mr.  Eliot's 
supervision,  within  the  Jurisdiction  of  Massa- 
chusetts colony,  were  supposed  to  contain  1,100 
souls,  of  which  about  14a  were  at  Xatiek.  In 
Plymouth  Cfdony,  and  on  the  islands  of  Xan- 
tncket,  Martha's  Vineyard  and  Chappaquid- 
dick,  the  number  of  converts  under  tbt^  care  of 
Mr.  Richard  Bourne  and  Mr.  John  ('tittnu  was 
estimated  at  nearly  2,500.  Mr.  Eliot's  cate- 
chisms and  translations  were  pr»bab1\  used 
by  uU  these  Indians.  On  the  19th  of  Novem- 
bi'r,  1674,  the  death  of  Mr.  Dan  forth  deprived 
Mr.  Eliut  of  his  colleague  at  Koxbury.  Dur- 
ing the  next  fourteen  years  be  was  without  a 
helper  in  that  church. 

The  disastrous  war  with  Philip,  sachem  of 
Pokaooket  and  of  all  the  Wampauoa^s.  began 
in  the  latter  part  of  June,  1675.  Cotton  Mather 
relates  of  this  saehem  that  when  Mr.  Eliot 
once  ofieriHl  to  preach  to  him  and  bin  peiiple, 
"the  Mimster  entertain'd  it  with  Contempt 
and  Anger,  and  ufti-r  the  Indian  Mode  of  Join- 
ing Signs  with  Words,  hi*  took  a  J'uttou  uinid 
the  Coat  of  the  Uevt- r«-ud  Man,  addin;:.  That 
he  caied  fur  his  (ioHpel,  just  as  much  as  ho 
caivd  for  that  Button."  The  Xaira;:au8etts, 
who  were  Philip's  allies,  had  also  n-fuMcd  to 
listen  t<»  the  t4:a<:hers  sent  by  Mr.  Eiiot.  But 
ait«'r  this  war  begiin,  "the  Lonl  Jesus,"  as 
(rookiu  remarks,  "before  the  expiration  of  18 
months,  deHtroyed  the  bmly  of  this  Xairagan- 
sett  nation,  that  wouhl  not  have  him  t4»  reign 
over  them."  Thn  severest  effecTH  of  the  war 
were  felt  by  the  inhabitants  of  MasMOclnisetts 
eoliiny,  and  by  Mr.  Eliot's  ludmii  duivcrts. 
The  iiituation  of  the  old  praying  towns  was 
sueii.  ''that  the  Indians  in  thi>m  nii;:bt  have 
been  iniprovetl  n.-i  a  wail  of  dctenee  al>uut  the 
^reati-.Ht  pirt  of  tlie  i-nlony  "  IJut  thi'  advice 
and  pl'-a<liu:;s  ot'  Mi  Eliot  in  tlii-ir  b< -half  re- 
ei-ived  but  littl"  atimlion.  Doth  he  and  Mr. 
Gookiu  were  piililiely  insulted  and  revihd  for 
takini:  tlieiv  put.  The  Eni:lish.  in  their  ani- 
mosity ai!ai!iMt  all  Inilians  without  excep- 
tiiiii.  "couM  with  ditlieulty  be  restrained  from 
iuvolviui;  in  one  eomuion  dec^tructiou  the  whole 
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rare.'*     The  Indian  towiu  In  the  Nipmnck 
eMmtry  were  forced  to  Join  the  memy.    The 
other  inmyinx  totmii  were  broken  ap.  »n<I  ruany 
ef  the  eonrerte  were  forced  to  flee  from  the 
Za^Iieh  to  the  woods  for  aafety.    Ou  tho  3i)th 
of  October,  the  Natick  Indians,  about  200  in 
■amber,    were  forcibly  remored   from   their 
town,  and  confined  on  Deer  Island,  in  RuNttin 
harbor,  ''eaooormginK  and  exhort infc  one  an- 
ther with  prayers  and  tears."    The  rouklpi*^ 
Indians  were  taken  to  the  same  pl«cp  alMut  a 
■onth  later,  and  the  Xashobah  IndiauH  iu  the 
fbUowiag  February.     Here  thej  rt* maiiied  dur- 
ing the  winter,  exposed  to  much  sutfrriDR.      In 
May.  1C76L  after  some  of  the  ill  foelin;;  ofraiiist 
them  had  onbsfded.  they  were  uken  1>a«'k  to 
the  main  land,  where  they  were  p«-nnitte4l  to 
esmp  dnrinit  the  summer.     In  Aujjust.  king 
Philip  was  slain,  and  the  war  soon  after  bnmuht 
to  a  close.     The  Wampanoapi  and  N'arraKun- 
•ett* were  almost  ex ttrminated.     Inthespriuj; 
of  1677  tne  remnant  of  the  prayime  ludiaitii  re- 
timed io  their  old  plantations  at  Xatick  aud 
P«<nkipoi;.    where  they  were  encoursei-ti  aiul 
taaekt  by  Mr.  Eliot.    The  ea^teni  Iiidiaii!!  n( 
Cspe  Cod  and  othrr  plaues  in  Plymouth  Ci>hiny. 
sa  well  a«  those  of  Nantucket  and  M.irthu's 
T'inf;ryard.   "felt  rtry  little  of  this  war  c-iiu- 
pjratively." 

Mr.    Eliot's  Unrmony  of  the    OotpeU  was

"  Shortly  before  the  emigration  of  the  fiunQy 
to  Canada  James  removed  to  London,  and  was 
cmploye<l  in  a  large  glass  and  crookerj 
lishment-.  where  lie  remained  about  two 
and  thun  proceeded  to  Join  the  family  gronpat 
Lae.hute,  Lower  Canada. 

"After  a  few  months  he  opene«l  a  school  is 
the  neighborhoitd  of  L'Orignal.  where  he 
formed  anaefjuaintance  with  Miss  Mary  Blithe 
Smith,  which  ripened  iuto  love  and  marrla|[e. 
This  occurred  about  the  year  1822  or  '23,  whea 
he  was  not  much  pasM^d  twrnty-one.  Aboat 
1825  they  removed  to  Cpper  Cauaila. 

His  first  entrance  upon  Indian  work  in  eoa- 
nection  with  Canadian  Methodism  was  tbatef 
organizing  a  school  at  Uioe  Lake,  in )  8*28.  to  which 
he  was  introduced  by  the  indefatigable  Elder 
Ca«e.  Their  sojourn  at  that  place  compiiaed 
throe  years.  Here  he  began  to  evince  bia  inter* 
est  in  everything  Indian,  including  the  study  and 
S3'stematizing  of  their  language,  which  pointed 
him  out  as  specially  atlapted  to  the  work  ef 
native  evangelizatlun.  and  laid  the  fonndatioa 
for  his  great  success  in  that  work. 

"The  Credit  Mission  was  one  of  the  oldeit 
and  best:  it  sought  the  improvement  of  a  Urge 
band  of  Missasangas,  whose  fertile  landa 
skirted  a  sizable  river,  noted  for  salmon  flab- 
Ing.  eentr.ll  between  the  two  ends  of  the  pror* 
ince.  It  hail  been  intrusted  to  men  of  more 
than  usual  calibre  —  Egerton  and  Geoige 
Ryersiin  and  James  Richardson — while  it  was 
Elder  Caste's  frei^uent  re>tting  place,  and  the 
proper  hfimeaud  pl.ieeof  hid  translation  work, 
anil  w:is  th<>  basf^of  the  evangelizing  operationi 
«)f  the  notable  Kn-ke-w.iy  ^non-a-by,  or  Peter 
Jones,  nativi*  mi-^sionary.  Yet  it  was  thought 
proper  that  £v;in<4  Hhould  be  entrusted  to  take 
up  and  further  carry  on  the  great  work  they 
had  done. 

"  There  wa-«.  up  to  the  year  1832.  a  large  boly 
of  uuehristiani>:ed  Indians  at  wh.it  we  now 
know  as  .^arni.i,  and  at  several  other  places  on 
and  near  the  upper  end  of  the  St.  Clair  Uiver. 
A  stt-m  and  ex.perieuced  a^eut  was  rniaired, 
and  was  found  in  the  i»erson  of  James  Evans, 
ami  that  heroic  and  versatile  man  was  stationed 
hy  tiio  Conference  of  li*'M  at  St.  Clair. 

"  lie  went,  without  gaiusayin;;.  and  entered 
on  every  part  of  the  mnltifarious  work  which 
devolve*!  upon  him — vi.siting,  conciliating, 
building,  preaching,  praying,  studying  the  lan- 
guage, trau^latiugand  getting  his  translatione 
printed — a  work  he  patiently  continued  four 
long  weary  years.  During  that  time  a  church 
and  mi8sionhou.'«e  were  erected,  fields  were  won 
from  the  wihlcruesi*, schools  were  organized 
and  tauu'ht,  and  piinted  hymns  and  other  booka 
were  iiut  into  th->  hands  of  his  fiock,  old  and 
youn;;.  out  of  which  they  read  and  sang  of  the 
wonderful  work.s  of  God.

He  proceeded  at  oace  to  hie  mew  fl«lil  of 
;  leaTinfc  hie  family  in  Canada. 
SCr.  Erana  wa^  aoua  called  to  hi«  long  and 
dald  of  uiiaaiouary  enterpriA**  aoj  luil. 
The  Britlah  ooafirreace,  or  their  miMionary 
iXttoe,  bad  determined  on  «rndinji:  miiiiiiim- 
amonic  the  varioaft  Indian  trttn-*  which 
viadexed  in  vaat  hord«-«  over  the  wide  and  wild 
cipaaw  of  the  Hndaon  Bay  tfiritiry;  and 
itqucinjc  a  man  of  the  needed  qiialilii-atidUA 
■d  experience  and  heroism,  to  cimduct  th«« 
MiaileM  conquent,  they  aaktHl  Mr.  Kvaha  to 
head  tbia  Important  enterpriiie.  He  i*t  onn- 
pre  fala  oooaent,  and  in  the  following  Mprin;;

George  Pharaoh,  aged  66.  the  oldest  man 
of  that  tribe,  and  their  chief,  gave  me  this 
specimen  of  their  language.  There  are  only 
about  seven  persons  that  can  now  speak  this 
language,  and  a  few  years  more  and  it  will  be 
gone  forever.  It  was  spoken  with  little  differ- 
ence by  all  the  Indians  upon  the  east  end  of 
Long  Island,  and  perhaps  the  whole  island  and 
the  adjoining  islands.  George  says  the  Mo- 
heags  of  Connecticut  speak  the  same  language. 
George  repeated  these  words  several  times, 
and  I  write  them  as  near  as  be  pronotmced  aa 
I  can  with  the  English  alphabet."

Boolanger  (J.  I.)],  may  have  been  the  French- 
Illiuois  counterpart  of  the  Illinoi»*French  dic- 
tionary of  Gravier.  or  may  have  been  a  tran- 
script of  that  counterpart  revised  and  com- 
pleted by  Le  Bonlanger ;  bat  it  appears  that  Mr. 
Miirpby's  mannscript  was  in  the  Ifuimi-Illinois 
dialoct,  while  the  earlier  work  I  have  described 
is  unquestionably  in  that  of  the  Peouaria-JWi- 
nois,  among  whom  Gravier  labored.  Mr.  Mar- 
phy (to  whom  I  showed  the  volume  here  de- 
scribed) bf  lieved  it  to  be  of  earlier  date  than 
the  French -Illinois  dictionary  belonging  to 
him." 

More  recent  comparison  shows  the  two  dic- 
tionaries to  have  no  connection,  the  one  with 
the  other. 

In  Dr.  Tramball's  Notes  on  forty  Algonkin 
versiouH  of  the  Lord's  prayer,  pp.  9ft-8Q,  there  is 
given  an  Illinois  version  "  as  printed  by  Bodiani 
\»xe],  Oratio  Dominica  in  clv  Lingnas  (Paris, 
180C)  'ex.  MS."*  concerning  which  the  aatbor 
speaks  us  follows: 

"A  copy  of  this  version,  evidently  flrom  the 
same  ori;;inal,  was  oommanicated  to  Dr.  John 
Pickering  in  1823  as  flrom  a  MB.  grammar  and 
dictionary  of  the  Illinois  langnage.  The  MS. 
may  have  been  that  of  Father  Bonlanger,  mis- 
sionary to  the  Dlinols  in  17S1.  The  veraion  is 
more  probably  that  of  Father  James  Gravier, 
S.J..  missionary  flrom  1687  to  1706,  who  *was 
the  first  to  analyse  the  language  thoroughly 
and  compile  its  grammar,  which  subsequent 
missionaries  brought  to  perfection.*  I  have 
recently  had  the  good  fortune  to  discover  the 
long-lost  dictionary  of  Gravier,  with  additions 
and  corrections  by  his  successors  in  the  Illinois 
misHiou,  and  by  its  aid  I  am  enabled  to  correct 
some — thongh  not  all— of  the  errors  of  Bodoni's 
copy." 

According!  to  Shea's  Catholic  Missions,  p.  415, 
note,  a  catechism  in  the  Illinois  language  by 
Father  Gravier  was  in  existence  some  years 
since  hut  seems  to  have  been  lost. 

James  Gravier,  missionary,  bom  in  France; 
died  in  Mobile.  Ala.,  in  1708.  He  was  a  member 
of  tlie  Society  of  Jesua,  and  was  sent  as  a  mis- 
sionary to  Ciiiiada.  but  it  is  uncertain  at  what 
•  tim»*.  ITe  w.is  stationed  at Sillery  in  the  autumn 
of  ir>84  and  tli<>  ensuing  spring,  but  must  have 
j:oiie  west  Mooii  afterward,  as  he  was  on  the 
Illinoi-*  Mission  in  1688,  and  succeeded 
AlloMc'Z  alxniT  1690  as  superior.  He  was  ap- 
pointed virar- general  by  Bishop  de  Saint  Vallier 
in  the  foUowin:;  year.  He  has  left  a  journal  of 
his  niisMion  extending  from  20  March,  1693,  to 
15  Feb.,  1694.  He  built  a  chapel  outside  the 
Fnn«  h  fort  for  the  convenience  of  the  Miami 
In'li.in-*  on  St.  Josephs  River,  among  whom  he 
labored  with  «jreat  success.  He  also  visited 
the  Peoria-*,  but  without  result.  His  chief 
succe^^  w.i.x  with  the  Kaskaskias.  whose  chief 
he  converted,  and  of  whom  he  baptised  206  in 
les::.  than  ei^ht  months.  He  al«»o  plannefl  mis- 
sion'* to  the  Cahokia  and  Tamarois  bands  of

Indians,  which  he  subsequently  carried  oat,  wm 
weU  as  to  the  Osages  and  Mi^sonris,  who  seat 
embassadoi  s  to  him.  In  1696  he  went  to  Mont- 
real, but  soon  returned  and  devoted  himself  to 
the  more  distant  missions.  In  1705  some  of 
the  Illinois,  instigated  by  their  medicine  men, 
attacked  him,  and  he  was  severely  wounded. 
The  missionary  proceeded  to  Paris  for  treat- 
ment,  but  obtained  little  relief.  He  then  went  to 
Louisiana,  and  landed  at  Isle  Massacre,  12  Feb.» 
1708.  His  wound,  aggravated  by  his  lon^ 
voyage,  proved  fatal  soon  afterward.  Father 
Gravier  was  the  first  to  analyse  the  Dlinoia 
language  and  compile  its  grammar,  which 
subsequent  missionaries  brought  to  pertto-

John  Gottlieb  Ernestus  Hechewelder  was 
bom  at  Bedford,  EnKtaod,  March  13. 17ia  His 
father  wftH  a  Germsn  exile.  .  .  .  Intheyeur 
17SI  thf  family  came  to  America,  father,  mot  her, 
and  four  children.  In  1758  he  was  apprenticed 
to  a  cedar  cooper,  with  whom  he  remained  four 
years,  and  then  becAme  Frederick  (Christian 
Post's  companion  in  his  second  visit  to  the  Mas- 
kinirnm  in  the  ye«r  1782.  He  was  Zeinberger's 
assistant  in  tht*  Susqaehanna  valley  in  1785.  and 
to  him  for  a  time  was  given  charge  of  the  Mach* 
iwibiliisioK  Mission.  During  the  following 
ninetoen  yi>an  be  was  moch  of  th  « time  a  fellow 
laborpr  with  Zeisberger  Ileoke welder  was  the 
founder  of  Salem,  on  the  Tascarnwas,  and  in 
chapel  there,  July  4, 178U,  ho  married  SaraOhne* 
berg,  the  veneraide  Adam  Grabi*  officiating, 
probably  .he  first  wedding  of  a  whiU'  coapie 
within  the  limits  of  the  present  state  of  Ohio. 
He  was  with  the  Indian  church  daring  all  the 
early  troables  recorded  in  this  diary,  bat 
finally,  owing  to  the  illness  of  his  wife  when 
apon  the  Cuyahoga,  he  r«'tamed  to  the  church 
at  Bethlehem  OctoberQ,  178d.  Henceforward  he 
was  not  immediately  connected  with  our  mis* 
sion.thongii  he  mode  it  fwoor  three  visits,  being 
employed  in  other  dntiee.  especially  as  agent 
of  the  Society  for  propagating  the  gospel 
among  the  heathen,  and  as  one  of  the  Peace 
Commissioners  sent  to  treat  with  the  Indians. 
In  the  year  1798.  however,  became  to  Fairfield, 
on  the  Thames,  to  assist  in  conducting  a  por- 
tion of  the  church  tottoshen.  stoying  there  only 
nine  days.  In  the  valley  of  the  Masklngnm  he 
labored  until  1810.  when  he  went  home  to  the 
chnrcb,  being  now  nearly  seventy  years  old, 
and  having  well  earned  repose.

R.HIldebam  writes  me  as  follows:  "While  the 
list  of  books  eontains  some  which  Bradford 
did  not  print,  the  book  [named  above]  .  .  . 
is  among  those  which  I  am  inolioed  to  think  he 
did,  and  if  so  it  must  bo  the  earliest  book  on 
an  Indian  langoage  printed  in  the  middle  oolo- 
niee.' 

The  original  of  this  book,  of  which  no  copy 
has  been  fonnd,  was  without  doubt  the  manu- 
script "Indian  Interpreter"  of  which  a  trans- 
script,  dsted  1684,  is  still  preaerred  on  file  as  a 
part  of  the  Salem  town  records,  liber  B,  in  the 
ofllce  of  the  seeretary  of  state  at  Trenton. 
New  Jersey.  The  manuscript  contains  a  lii)t 
of  267  words  and  phrases  in  the  Delaware  In- 
dian language,  with  English  deflnitionn.  It 
has  been  printed  in  the  "American  Historical 
Record."  toI.  1,  pp.  308-311,  Philndelphia, 
187Z  under  the  title  of  "  Old  Records  frou  N«f  w 
Jersey."  with  the  following  prelimiuary  re- 
marks: 

"The  drat  English  emigrants  to  New  Jersey 
soon  disGOTcred  the  necessity  of  having  a  faith- 
ful translation  of  the  lajtguage  used  by  tho  Ab- 
origines. This  grew  out  of  their  sooibl  and 
business  intercourse,  coupled  with  the  deter- 
mination to  deal  fairly  with  the  people — thim 
avoid  disMiisfaetion  and  perhaps  bloodnhi-d. 
The  proper  authorities  of  the  Salem  Colony, 
with  John  Fenwick  as  Governor,  iiave  left  on 
reooid,  in  one  of  the  books  of  those  early  ]NMi- 
oda.  a  translation  of  Indian  t«rms  'into  the 
English  and  which  was,  no  doubt,  considered 
the  standard  in  all  things  pertaining  thereto. 
Several  of  the  manuscript  books  of  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  Courts  of  that  Colony  arc  on 
file  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State  at 
Trenton,  New  Jersey,  and  often  examined  with 
much  interest  by  Antiquarians."

This  primer  diflers  considerably  from  Eliot  a 
Indian  primer  of  1600  and  1687.  Grindall  Kaw- 
son's  translation  into  the  Indian  langtiage  of 
John  Cotton's  Spiritual  Milk  fur  Babes,  origi- 
nally printed  in  1601.  is  on  leaves  numbered 
(on  the  verso)  30-46,  but  with  alterations  in  tlw 
wording  and  orthography  which  were  madt 
perhaps  by  smne  other  person.  If  the  ofctl^et 
of  these  changes  was  to  conform  it  more  nearly 
to  the  Nope  dialect,  spoken  on  Martha's  Tine- 
>-ard.  where  "  tbe  most  valuable  body  "  of  iba 
Christian  Indians  then  resided,  it  is  probaUa 
that  Experience  Maybew  may  hare  prepared 
or  edited  the  primer.  Hia  translation  of  tlM 
psalter  and  the  gospel  of  John  into  that  dialect 
had  already  been  printod  (Boston.  1700).  and  ha 
waa  M'tively  engaged  for  many  yeara  after- 
wards in  preaching  and  ministering  to  the  la- 
dian  congregation  on  the  island,  where  he  waa 
settled  as  minister.  As  the  primer  waa  moch 
used  ill  tho  Indian  schools,  it  is  probable  that 
other  editions  were  printed  between  tboae  of 
1687  and  1720,  of  which  no  copiea  have  been 
found.

Pdre  do  la  Brosse  was  bom  at  Hagnat,  dio- 
cese   of    Angoulenie,   France,  Feb.    29.    1724, 
and  dii'd  at   Tadoussac,  where  he  is  buried,   . 
April  11.  1782.    He  entere<I  upon  his  novitiate 
at   Bonl<>aux,  Oct.   0.  1740,   and  was  ordained  , 
priest  Feb.  2.  1753.     He  arrived  in  Canada  in 
the  •muiint-r  or  fall  nf  1754.    In  1755  his  name 
is  fonml  among  those  of  the  Abnaki  mission, 
his  post  probably  being  on  the  river  St.  John.   , 
l>urin;j;  175C-1758  he  belonged  to  the  community  , 
of  the  college  of  Quebec.    In  175^ '60  he  was 
still    niisisionary  to  the  Abnakis,  and  in   the 
fonuer  year  his  signature  appears  on  the  regis- 
ter of  St.  Fran^ois-du-Lac.

La  Brosse  (J.  B.  de)  —  ContiDoed. 

Father  de  la  Brosse  was  well  versed  in  the 
Montagnais  language.  After  gathering  into 
one  volume  all  the  writings,  both  French  and 
Hontagnais.  left  by  his  predecessors  in  the 
missions,  he  made  various  corrections  and  add- 
ed many  notes  to  the  ins^nctions  published 
by  the  Reverend  Father  Antoine  Sylvi  up  to 
1778,  translated  into  French  by  the  R  everend 
Father  Claude  Godefroi  Coquart.  "  In  several 
plaoea,"  aays  Father  de  la  Broese,  "annota- 
tions have  been  added,  not  in  a  captious  or 
hair-splitting  spirit,  but  to  guard  the  reader 
against  the  mistakes  which  not  rarely  occur.** 

The  following  extracts  are  from  the  Journal 
of  Pdre  de  la  Brosse:  "In  September,  ITK, 
Father  Jean  Btede  la  Brosse,  a  native  of  Hag- 
nat (aged  42  years),  arrived  at  Tadonxsac  as 
missionary,  having  been  sent  by  the  Reverend 
Father  Augnatin  de  Olapion  to  take  charge  of 
the  Hontagnais  missions.  Father  Claude 
Godefroi  Coquart  died  on  the  4th  of  Jnly  of 
the  preoedingyear  at  the  mission  of  St.  Fran- 
cis Xavier.  1767. — During  this  year,  for  the 
benefit  of  those  who  can  reail  and  those  who 
will  learn  to  read,  I  had  printed  three  thousand 
books  of  alphabets  and  two  thousand  books  of 
prayers  and  oatechisnu  The  last  touch  was 
given  to  this  work  on  the  last  day  of  October, 
at  the  ninth  moon.  In  the  following  year, 
1768, 1  wintered  in  the  mission  house.  I  taught 
many  savages  to  read,  write,  sing  by  not<^,  and 
aasist  at  ceremonies  and  rites,  mass  and  even- 
ing office.  In  the  following  year,  toward  the 
end  of  November,  I  moved  to  a  point  of  land 
below  the  Jeremie  Islands,  called  de  Betsiamis. 
and  there  wintered  among  the  savages,  teach- 
ing them  to  read,  write,  and  sing  by  note.  In 
the  following  year,  1770,  having  traversed  the 
tribes  of  the  king's  domain,  I  moved  to  Quebec 
and  wintered  in  the  parish  of  Saint  Lawrence 
on  the  isle  of  Orleans.  I  spent  a  good  deal  of 
labor,  perhaps  to  no  very  good  purpose,  in  re- 
ducing to  alphabetic  order  the  compilation  of 
the  Hontagnais  dictionary  began  three  years 
ago.  In  the  following  year  I  took  chaige  of 
the  Acadiaos  of  Kaknnagui.  the  French  an>und 
Green  Island  and  at  Sainte  Marie  des  Anges  and 
Saint  Germain  at  Rimouski.  wintering  on  Green 
Island,  in  the  parish  of  Saint  John  the  Baptist. 
In  1772  I  visited  the  mission  of  Ristigouche, 
where  I  consecrated  a  church  in  honor  of  Saint 
Ann,  and  wintered  at  Bonne- A  venture."

Albert  Lacornbe  was  born  at  St.  Solpice, 
Quebec,  Canada,  Feb.  28,  1827.  He  was  or- 
dained prieHt  at  St.  Hyacinth  in  1848  and  im- 
mediately left  for  Pembina,  where  he  remained 
two  years.  In  1851  he  was  sent  to  the  mission

He 
viuited  Europe  the  same  year,  returned  in  1873 
and  was  appointed  parish  priest  at  St.  Mary  of 
Winnipeg,  where  he  remaint«d  until  1878,  when 
he  was  appointed  an  agent  for  the  immigration 
of  French  Canadians  to  Manitoba,  retaining 
thiH  position  for  three  years.

The  head  and  tail  pieces  and  the 
initial  letters  differ  materially  in  all  three  edi 
tions,  as  do  also  the  engraved  plates  and  maps; 
and  there  are  minor  discrepancies  throughout 
the  text  of  all  the  editions. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  the  position  of  the  fig- 
ure in  the  pi*eliiniuary  plate  in  vol  1  of  each  of 
the  two  2-vol.  editions  is  reversed  from  that  in 
vol.  1  of  the  3- vol.  edition  belonging;  to  the  Car- 
ter Brown  library,  and  that  it  does  not  appear 
at  all  in  the  second  volume  ofeither  of  the  2-vol. 
editions  or  in  the  third  volume  of  the  3- vol.  edi- 
tion. Altogether,  the  make-up  of  the  2-vol. 
editions  is  inferior,  especially  in  the  engraved 
I)lat<^s.  to  that  of  the  3-voL  edition. 

I  am  indebted  to  the  owners  of  these  editions 
for  kindly  sending  them  to  me  for  inspection, 
8o  that  I  have  been  fortunate  in  having  them 
all  under  the  eye  at  the  same  time.  I  took  ad- 
vantage of  the  opportunity  to  make  a  photo- 
grapliic  cop3'  of  each  of  the  title-pages,  as  well 
as  of  those  of  some  other  editions,  and  have 
thiiA  been  enabled  to  read  the  proof  of  these 
titles  from  facsimiles.  It  has  not  been  thought 
necessary  to  call  special  attention,  by  the  use 
of  brackets,  to  all  the  minor  errors  and  differ- 
ence!«  in  spelling  and  punctuation.

The  manuMript  is  cloncly 
written,  bot  Tory  plain.  It  is  not  the  diction- 
ary of  that  language  which  is  mentioned  by- 
Mr.  Dnponceaa  and  Mr.  Gallatin,  in  the  po.s- 
eession  of  the  former,  and  which,  it  is  inrorrod, 
la  a  ahort  vocahnlary ;  for  the  words  which  Mr. 
Uallathi  could  not  find  in  the  latter  arc  con- 
tained in  this,  and  there  are  many  variationa, 
showing  the  particular  tribal  origin  to  be  dif- 
ferent. Some  of  the  words  are  identical  with 
what  Mr.  Ghdlatln  calls  the  Old  Algonkin,  for 
which  he  gives  Lahontan  as  authority.  The 
paper  on  which  the  work  is  written  resembles 
that  ia  use  150  or  200  years  ago. 

"A  noto  on  the  fly  loaf  says :  '  This  precious 
Tolnme  is  an  example  of  the  superhnmau  ef- 
itets  with  which  the  love  of  the  salvation  of 
human  souls  inspired  the  Catholic  missiou- 
ariea.'  In  fine,  it  is,  no  doubt,  the  most  com- 
pleto  repertory  of  the  Wesitem  Lenape  in  ex- 
istence, and  from  the  care  and  fullness  with 
which  it  has  been  written,  has  been  the  work 
of  a  life-time.  .  .  .  Tlie  only  cine  to  the 
aathorship  that  approaches  to  probability  is 
famished  by  Father  Oabriel  Marest,  in  his  let- 
ter dated  Kaskaakias,  0th  November,  1712,  and 
poblinhed  in  the  Lettres  tidifiantoH.  Speaking 
of  £^ttier  Gravier,  the  founder  of  the  mission 
to  the  Illinois,  he  says:  *  IIo  first  investigated 
the  principles  of  their  language,  and  reduced 
them  to  grammatical  rules,  so  that  we  have 
since  only  been  obliged  to  bring  to  pi^rfection 
what  he  began  with  so  great  Hxiccesii.'—Kip't 
4Vaiw<ation,  p.  20fi.  From  this  it  may  bo  in- 
ferred that  the  volume  ...  is  the  compi- 
lation of  many  fathers,  a  conclusion  to  which 
we  more  readily  come,  since  it  accords  with 
that  already  expressed  by  Mr.  Sbea.  in  his  '  His- 
tory of  the  C^tholio  Missions  among  the  In- 
dian Tribes  of  the  Uniteil  States.'" 

In  the  prospectus  of  the  French  Illinois  dic- 
tionary which  Mr.  Shea  was  printing  from  this 
manuscript  he  ascribes  it  to  FiitLer  Le  Boulan- 
ger,  it  being,  in  his  opinion,  the  work  of  one 
who  had  got  far  beyond  the  rudimentary  stages 
of  the  study,  and  evidently  of  a  single  author 
who  hod  mastered  his  subiect,  u  reputation  en- 
joyed only  by  Lo  Boulanger.

Rev.' Loais- Marie  Lebret  was  bom  at  H6nan- 
bihen,  D6partementdesCAtes-dn-Nocd,  France. 
November  30.  1820;  Joined  the  order  of  the 
oblates  of  Mary  Tmmacnlate  in  1857;  left  Mar- 
seilles in  1859  and  came  to  Ottawa.  Canada, 
where  he  continued  his  theologieal  eonrse  un- 
til be  was  ordained  to  the  priesthood.  March 
17,  1861.  He  was  immediately  sent  to  the  In- 
dian missions  of  the  upper  Ottawa  and  Hud- 
son Bay,  where  he  labored  for  eight  years. 
Then  he  was  removed  to  Lowell,  Mass.,  where 
he  remained  two  years.  Thenoe  he  was  re- 
calleil  to  Canada  and  put  in  charge  of  the  Novi- 
tiate of  the  O.  M.  L  at  Lachine,  remaining  foar 
years,  and  thf  n  sent  to  St  Paul,  Minn.,  where 
he  spent  nearly  three  years,  organizing  a  new 
parish  and  building  a  new  church — St.  Joseph's. 
Returning  to  Ottawa,  he  was  made  6oonome  of 
the  cullepre,  now  the  Catholic  University  of  Ot- 
tawa. After  two  years  (in  1879)  he  was  sent 
again  to  the  United  States,  at  PlatUburgb,  N. 
Y.,  as  pastor  of  St.  Pierre's  church.  In  1882  he 
was  sent  tu  Winnipeg.  Manitoba,  where  he  now 
(1<=>90)  resides.  Since  1882,  however,  he  has  been 
absent  from  Winnipeg  much  of  the  time,  having 
spent  two  years  at  Qo'appelle  and  three  years 
at  Fort  Alexander,  Lake  Winnipeg.

Dr  Shea,  in  his  sketch  of  Father  Le  Clercq, 
gives  in  vol.  1,  p.  19.  the  Micmac  title  of  Kaa- 
dv-r'H  catechism,  and  on  a  plate  opposite  p.  16 
the  Lord's  prayer  in  Mi'-mac  hieroglyphics  (a 
fac  simile  of  which  is  given  herewith),  accom- 
panied  by  the  following  remarka : 

"As  these  hieroglyphics  are  still  in  use  among 
the  Micmaca,  who  write  and  read  them,  and  a 
font  of  type  for  them  has  actually  been  caat 
at  Vienna,  in  which  a  prayer-book  has  been 
printed  in  our  day,  through  the  exertions  of 
Rev.  Charles  Kauder  [^.r.],  a  Redemptorist 
missionary,  who  spent  some  years  at  Tracadie, 
it  will  not  be  out  of  place  to  give  Le  Clercq's 
own  words : 

"  *  The  easy  method  which  I  found  for  teach- 
ing our  Gaapesians  theirgprayera  with  certain 
characters  which  I  have  formed,  effectually 
convinces  me  that  the  minority  would  soon  be- 
come  instructed :  for.  indeed.  I  should  find  no 
more  difficulty  in  teaching  them  to  read  than 
to  pray  to  God  by  my  papers,  in  which  each 
arbitrary  letter  signifies  a  particular  word, 
and  Home  even  two  together.  They  so  readily 
grasp  this  kind  of  reading  that  they  learn  in  a 
single  day  what  they  would  never  have  been 
able  to  retain  in  a  whole  week  without  the  aid 
of  these  cards,  which  they  call  Kignamotinoer 
or  Kateguennf.  They  preserve  these  instruct- 
ive pa)>erA  no  carefully  and  prize  them  so  highly 
that  they  kvep  them  very  neatly  in  little  bark 
ca.4os  a«lorne<l  with  wampum,  beada,  andporca- 
pine  quills.    .    .    . 

"'Our  Lord  inspired  me  with  this  method  the 
second  year  of  my  mission,  when,  being  greatly 
embarrassed  as  to  the  mode  in  which  I  should 
teach  the  Indians  to  pray,  I  noticed  aome  chiU 
dren  making  marka  on  birch  bark  with  coal, 
and  they  pointed  to  them  with  their  finger  at 
every  word  of  the  prayer  which  they  pro- 
nounceil.  This  made  me  think  that,  by  giving 
them  some  form  which  would  aid  their  memorj 
by  fixeil  charactera,  I  ahonld  adraaee  aaeh 
more  rapidly  than  by  teaehiag  oa  the  ~

Chretien  Leclerq.  French  missionary,  bom 
in  Artois,  France,  about  1630;  died  in  Lens, 
France,  about  1696.  He  was  a  member  of  the 
Recollet  order  of  Franciscans,  and  in  1656  was 
sent  as  missionary  to  Canada.  Landing  on  the 
coast  of  the  island  of  Oasp6,  he  learned  the 
language  of  the  Indians,  and  labored  among 
them  for  six  years,  when  he  was  sent  to  France 
to  obtain  permission  to  found  a  house  of  Recol- 
lets  in  Montreal.  He  was  sucoessfhl,  and  re- 
turned  to  his  mission  in  1662.  After  passing 
several  years  in  Canadaand  meeting  with  littie 
success  in  his  work,  he  returned  to  France  and 
was  made  guardian  of  the  convent  of  Lens. 
Leclerq  claims  for  the  Keoollets  the  honor  of 
being  the  first  to  compile  a  dictionary  of  the 
languages  of  the  Indians  of  Canada.— Aj)2>le- 
ton't  Oyelop.  of  Am.

Lesnenr  was  bom  in  1685  at  Lund  in  Langoe- 
doc  He  joined  the  Jesuit  order  and  was  sent 
to  the  miasaons  in  America,  arriring  In  Canada 
in  June,  1715.  He  remained  at  Sillerj  nine 
montha  atndying  the  Abnaki  language,  and  in 
September,  171C,  was  sent  to  the  Abnakis  of 
Bteanooort,  which  is  situated  much  nearer 
the  Tnits-BiTi^res  tban  St.  Francis  [Pierre- 
Tille),  where  he  hred  until  1753,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  a  few  years,  at  different  timea.  In 
1753  he  went  to  Quebec  where  he  died  in  1755, 
aged  70  years. 

He  was  well  rersed  in  the  Abnaki  language 
and  wrote  a  dictionary  of  roots  in  that  lan- 
guage; this  wori:  is  still  preserved.  Besides 
other  manuscripts  he  left  several  [in  Abnaki  f  J 
containing  sermons,  instmctions  upon  the  sac- 
ram  enui  and  morals.

The  Rev.  Abraham  Luckenbaoh  may  be 
called  the  last  of  the  Moravian  Lenapists.

Born  in  1777,  in  Lehigh 
county,  Pennsylvania,  he  became  a  missionary 
among  the  Indians  in  180O,  and,  until  his  retire- 
ment forty-three  years  later,  was  a  sealous 
pastor  to  his  flock  on  the  White  river  and  later 
on  the  Canada  reservation.

The  first  Baptist  mission  among  the  Indians 
was  be;;un  by  Kev.  Isaac  McCoy,  of  Kentaoky, 
who  in  October,  1818,  purchased  a  small  tract  of 
land  near  to  the  Wea  Indians  in  northern  In- 
diana, and  erected  two  log  cabins  for  a  residenoe 
and  a  school. 

In  November,  1819,  Mr.  Johnston  Lykins, 
then  nearly  twenty  years  of  age,  was  employed 
to  teach  the  acbool,  which  contained  only  eight 
Indian  children.  Thia  position  ho  held  nntil 
May,  1620,  when  the  miuion  was  removed  to 
Fort  Wayne,  near  the  Miami  Indians.  His 
engagement  having  terminated,  lie  returned  to 
the  settlements  on  the  Wabash  river.  About 
two  years  later,  in  February,  1822,  Mr.  Lykins 
removed  to  Fort  Wayne,  and  again  entered  the 
service  of  Mr.  McCoy.  In  June  bo  professed 
religion  and  was  baptized,  at  the  same  time 
offering  to  devote  his  life  and  services  to  the 
Indian  work.  He  was  therefore  duly  appointed 
a  missionary  at  tbe  Fort  Wayne  station,  aooord* 
ing  to  the  regulations  of  the  Baptist  Board  of 
Missions  for  the  United  States. 

In  December,  18l'2,  the  mission  was  removed 
to  a  place  about  one  hundred  miles  northwest 
of  Fort  Wayne,  on  St.  Joseph's  river,  in  Michi- 
gan territory,  among  the  Potawatoraie  Indians, 
where  a  now  station  was  founded  called  th» 
Carey  mission  house.  Here  Mr.  Lykins  iip- 
plied  hiroa«;lf  to  learn  the  Potawatomie  lan- 
guage, and  in  S«*ptember,  1824,  he  commenced  to- 
i-ead  religious  discourses  to  the  Indians  in  their 
o\m  tongue.  lu  the  following  3'ear  be  received 
a  government  apjiointment  as  teacher  at  a  new 
mission  station  called  Thomas,  which  had  been 
located  among  the  Ottawa  Indians  on  Grand

Kiver.  During  the  uext  six  yean  his  Ubon 
were  divided  with  Mr.  McCoy  and  the  other  mie* 
sionarit's  between  the  two  stations,  by  which 
arrangement  they  all  acqaired  a  better  knowl< 
edge  of  the  Ottawa  and  Potawatomie  Ian- 
gungcH.  They  were  Joined  in  1824  by  Mr. 
Robert  Simerwell,  in  1825  by  Mr.  Jotham 
Meeker,  and  in  1820  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Slater.  In 
1826  Mr.  Lykins  was  licensed  to  preach  the  gos- 
pel, and  in  1628  he  was  married  to  Mr.  McCoy's 
eldest  daughter. 

Afttr  the  formation  of  the  Indian  territory 
by  act  of  Congress,  May  28, 1830,  preparations 
were  made  to  remove  the  Baptist  missions  from 
Caiey  and  Thomas  stations.  Mr.  Lykins  was 
directe4l  by  the  board  of  missions  to  settle  in 
the  northern  part  of  the  new  territory,  among 
the  Shawanoes,  on  the  line  of  the  state  of  Mis* 
souri.  To  this  place  he  accordingly  removed  in 
Jane,  1831,  and  in  the  following  year  he  was 
authorizedtu  erect  the  necessary  baUdings.  By 
September,  1832,  matters  had  progreosed  so  well 
nnder  his  management  that  pabUo  rellgioas 
exercises  were  held  in  the  mission  boildings, 
for  the  benefit  of  the  Shawanos.  and  a  small 
school  for  Indian  children  had  been  opened.  In 
Febmary,  1833,  Mr.  Lykins  visited  the  Delaware 
Indians  on  the  neighboring  reservation,  and 
made  arrangements  for  institntiog  regular 
preaching  among  them,  and  to  open  a  school 
Mr.  Ira  D.  Blanchard,  who  had  already  gone 
among  them  to  learn  the  Delaware  langnage, 
was  employed  for  this  purpose. 

In  the  autumn  of  1P33,  Mr.  Meeker  arrived 
with  a  printing  press,  which  was  set  up  at  the 
Shawano  mission,  and  before  the  10th  of  May, 
1834,  a  small  book  in  Sbawauoe  by  Mr.  Lykins, 
and  another  in  Delaware  by  Mr.  Blanchard. 
bad  been  printed,  according  to  the  new  system 
of  orthography.  During  the  summer  of  1834, 
"  misaiouary  operations  progressed  with  in- 
creasing interest,  both  among  the  Shawanoese 
and  I)elawaiH>8.  Man^'  among  both  tribes 
learned  to  read  in  their  own  languages,  and  the 
pulilishing  and  distribution  among  them  of 
small  books,  which  many  batl  become  able  to 
read,  promised  a  bappj-  result."  Mr.  Lykins 
also  prepared  hymns  and  some  other  prints, 
which  were  used  advantageously  by  the  Shaw- 
anos,  Delawares,  Peorias,  and  TTeas,  in  the 
neighboring  Methodist  mission,  under  the  care 
of  Rev.  Thomas  Johnson. 

In  March,  1835,  the  first  number  was  issued  of 
a  semi-monthly  paper  entitled  Shau-tpau-nowe 
Kesauthirav^  edited  by  Mr.  Lykins,  and  printed 
at  the  Shawano  mission  press  in  the  Shawano 
laogusge.  Paring  the  summer  of  the  same 
year  Mr.  Lv kins  assisted  Rev.  John  Davis,  the 
missionary  to  the  Creek  Indians,  in  compiling 
a  small  school  book  in  the  Muscogee  or  Creek 
larguage,  and  in  translating  the  gospel  of  John 
into  the  same,  both  of  which  were  printed  at 
the  mission  press  in  the  new  alphabet.  He  also 
compiled,  with  the  help  of  the  native  mission- 
ary, a  book  in  the  Choctaw  language,  which

was  printed  by  Mr.  Meeker.  This  book,  how- 
ever, was  not  brought  into  use.  On  the  18th  of 
October,  Mr.  Lykins  was  regularly  ordained  to 
the  work  of  the  gospel  ministry. 

In  the  winter  of  1835-*38,  while  engaged  in 
translating  the  gospel  of  Matthew  into  the 
Shawano  language,  he  was  attacked  with  a 
nervous  affection  of  the  head,  occaaioiied,  per- 
haps, by  too  close  applies  tion  to  study,  which 
rendered  him  almost  an  invalid  for  several 
years,  and  hindered  greatly  the  work  of  trans- 
lation. The  printing  of  the  gospel,  which  had 
advanced  to  the  middle  of  the  17th  chapter,  waa 
necessarily  diaoontinned,  and  some  copies  of 
the  book  were  issued  in  an  incomplete  form.  It 
was  not  completed  and  finished  at  the  press 
until  1842,  when  a  new  title  waa  printed  with 
that  date. 

In  1837,  Mr.  Lykins  compiled  a  primw  or 
"first  book"  in  Osage^with  the  help  of  one 
Joe  Skigget,  a  Delaware  youth  who  had  ac- 
quired a  knowledge  of  that  language.  The 
book  was  printed  according  to  the  new  sys- 
tem, before  October  of  the  same  year. 

Between  1834  and  1838,  according  to  Mr. 
McCoy's  statement,  '*  inShawanoe,  three  books 
liave  been  printed,  and  part  of  the  Gkwpel  by 
Matthew.  A  second  edition  of  one  of  these 
books  has  been  printed;  also,  one  book  in  Shaw- 
anoe,  for  the  Methodists. "  Besides,  a  conaider- 
able  numbw  of  hymns  were  printed  in  the 
same  language,  which  are  not  included  in  the 
above  list.  All  of  these  were  prepared  in  whole 
or  in  part  by  Mr.  Lykins. 

The  following  particulars  have  been  furn- 
ished by  Mr.  John  B.  Dunbar :  In  the  spring  of 
1843,  under  the  direction  of  Rev.  Isaac  McCoy, 
who  had  been  appointed  general  agent  of  the 
American  Indian  Mission  AssociiUion  at 
Louisville,  Mr.  Lykins  left  the  Shawanoe  sta- 
tion and  established  a  mission  among  the  Puta- 
watomie  Indians,  at  a  place  about  four  miles 
west  of  where  Topeka,  Kansas,  now  is.  He 
remained  in  charge  of  this  mission  for  three 
years,  and  then  returned  to  liis  former  station, 
where  he  resided  until  the  mission  was  dis- 
continued, about  the  year  1855.  He  afterwards 
removed  to  Kansas  City,  where  he  died  in  1876.

Rev.  John  McLean  was  bom  in  Kilmamoch, 
Ayrshire,  Scotland,  Oct  30, 1852 ;  came  to  Can- 
ada in  1873,  and  was  graduated  B.  A.  from 
Victoria  University,  Cobourg,  Ontario.  Some 
years  afterward  his  alma  mater  conferred  on 
him  the  degree  of  M.  A.  In  1874  he  entered 
the  ministry  of  the  Methodist  church.  In  1880, 
at  Ham  Iton,  Ontario,  he  was  ordained  for 
special  work  among  the  Black  foot  Indians, 
leaving  in  June  of  the  same  year  for  Fort  Mac- 
Leod, Northwest  Territory,  accompanied  by 
his  wife.  At  this  point  were  gathered  about 
700  Blood  Indians,  which  number  was  subse- 
quently increased  by  the  arrival  of  Bloods  and 
Blsckfeet  lh>m  Montana  to  3,500.  Mr.  McLean 
settled  upon  the  reserve  set  apart  for  these  In- 
dians snd  diligently  set  to  work  to  master 
their  language,  history,  etc.,  and  on  these  sub- 
jects be  has  published  a  number  of  articles 
in  the  magazines  and  society  publications. 
I  am  informed  by  Mr.  James  N.  McDonald,  edi- 
tor of  the  Moose  Jaw  Times,  that,  at  the  re- 
quest of  the  anthropological  committee  of  th*» 
British  Association  fur  the  Advancement  of 
Science,  Dr.  McLean  has  for  several  years  pre- 
pared notes  on  the  language,  customs,  «Dd  tra- 
ditions of  the  Blackfoot  confederacy,  and  that 
the  results  of  thifl  labor  are  partly  given  in  one 
of  the  reports  of  the  committee,  but  at  this 
writing  I  have  not  seen  the  article  referred  to. 
Although  burdened  with  the  labors  of  a  mis- 
sionary, he  found  time  to  prepare  a  post-gradu- 
ate course  in  hiHtory  and  took  the  degree  of 
Ph.  D.  at  the  Wesley  an  University.  Blooming- 
ton,  m.,  in  1888.  Besides  tlie  articles  which 
have  appeared  under  his  own  name,  Dr.  McLvan 
has  written  extensively  fur  the  press  under  th*" 
mm  de  pluitu  of  Rubin  Rustler.

Although  the  three  works  last  titled  have 
the  name  of  Rev.  Wm.  Mason  on  their  respect- 
ive title-pages,  denial  has  been  made  in  a 
number  of  instances  that  they  were  translated 
by  him.  In  a  biography  of  the  Kev.  Mr.  Stein* 
hauer  in  the  Missionary  Outlook  for  Jan.  1881, 
published  in  Toronto,  there  occurs  the  follow- 
ing passage: 

"When  the  Rev.  James  Evans  went  to  the 
North- West,  in  1840,  he  was  already  meditating 
the  possibility  of  reducing  the  Cree  tongue  to 
writing.  In  this  he  succeeded,  by  inventing 
what  is  known  as  the  syllabic  characters.  Mr. 
Evans  not  only  invented  the  characters,  but  out 
the  first  type  in  which  an  attempt  was  made*  to 
print  them .  Soon  after,  the  work  of  translating 
the  Scriptures  began,  and  it  was  in  this  work 
that  Bro.  Steinhaner  rendered  efficient  service 
in  conjunction  with  John  Sinclair,  a  half-breed, 
afterwards  employed  as  a  native  assistant  at 
Oxford  House.  Mr.  Sinclair  translated  the  Old 
Testament  as  far  as  the  end  of  Job,  also  the 
Gospels  and  Acts;  while  Mr.  Steinhaner  trans- 
lated from  the  beginning  of  the  Piialms  to  the 
end  of  the  Old  Testament,  and  from  the  begin- 
ning of  Romans  o  the  end  of  the  New. 

"The  manuscript  of  these  translations  was 
entrusted  to  the  Rev.  Mr.  Mason,  who  was  now 
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a  miB8ioDary  of  the  Church  of  England  at  York 
Factory.  He  took  it  to  England,  where  th« 
work  of  priutiug  was  undertaken  by  the 
BritiRh  and  Foreign  Bible  jtociety.  When  the 
work  waa  passing  through  the  press,  Mr.  Mason, 
with  characteristic  modesty  bnt  Tery  iiuestion- 
ublv  luorality,  liad  his  own  name  printed  uu  the 
title-page  ns  the  translator  of  the  work.  Sub- 
sequeutly,  after  the  death  of  Jamra  Evans. 
Masou  claimed  to  In)  the  inventor  of  the  sylla- 
bic clianicturs,  and  within  a  conple  of  years  tlio 
writer  has  neen  the  claim  assc-rtod  in  his  behalf 
ill  an  English  paper.*' 

In  an  article  by  Kev. E.  R.Young,  entitled 
"Jiiinos  F]vans  aa  inventor  of  the  syllabic 
system,"  publishe<l  in  the  Canadian  Metho<Iist 
Magazine  for  March,  1882,  the  following  lan- 
guage is  used:  "Let  it  bo  known  to  all,  that 
long  bffure  Wm.  Miuon  reached  Norway 
House,  the  Rev.  Jas.  Evans  ha<l  not  only  per- 
fcct'Kd  his  invention,  but  had  so  far  utilized  It, 
that  p'>rtions  of  the  Gospels  and  also  several 
hymns  had  been  printed  by  himself  and  his  In- 
dian liclpers.  .  .  .  For  yeais,  catccliisms, 
hynm-books,  and  large  portions  of  the  Wonl  of 
Gorl  were  printed  at  Norway  House.*' 

I  have  myself  seen  nowhere  in  print  the 
claim  put  forth  in  behalf  of  Mr.  Mason  that  he 
was    the    inventor   of    the   syllabic   system, 
though,  as  api>ears  above,  vigorous  denial  of 
the  rlaini  is  ma<1e. 

In  the  same  periodical  for  May,  1885,  is  an 
artiolt' on  "American  Indian  Literature"  b}^  the 
K'.-v.  Juo,  Mcl^uu,  who  siiys:  "In  1810,  the 
Kev.  If.  I{.  Stfiuhauor,  an  Ojibway  Indian,  re- 
i«;utly  «l«M'i:ise«l,  went  out  to  the  Iludwm's  Ba5'

l>nM<l,  trunslatrd  tin*  Bibb;  into  Creo.  Sinclair 
tr.uiMlatril  tlie01«l  Tistuim-nt  to  the  end  of  J«)l>. 
and  Iht'  Xi.'w  Testaincnt  to  the  i?u<l  of  tin*  Act!* 
of  tlir  AiK)MtIrrt.  Mr,  Stt'inhauer  trannlatrd 
tlu"  icniainin:;  p.iitsof  the  OIil  and  Xew  T«  Hta- 
nicnt.

AftiT  <-au- 
tioniii;:  nn-  a>:ainst  contounding  the  invention 
of  Th«  Hvxtfiii  with  th<r  translation  of  the  Bibb* 
by  iinans  of  th»*  syllabary.  In*  proceeds  aw  fol- 
lows: ■'  Whilst  in  rhar^jiMif  the  mi».sion  at  Nor- 
way Iloiisr,  Mr.  Ma.Hou  married  a  (laught<-r  of 
on«-  of  1  ill-  Und.-jou  Bay  Co.'m  ollii:ers,  a  half- 
rasl«-  l.irl\  thoroughly  wrll  (educated.  01  coursj' 
Crec  wa»i  h«r  niotln-r  tongue.  Texts,  portions 
of  sen  pi  arc,  and  iM)ssibIy  one  of  the  GospelM 
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were  in  circulation  amonfc  the  Indiuui,  but  Ai 
longed  to  have  the  entire  Bible  printed  for  their 
use,  and  she,  with  her  husband,  began.  Voa^ 
bly.  at  that  time  Messrs.  Steinhaner  and  Sia- 
clair  may  have  helped  them,  aa  they  werr 
associated  with  Mr.  Mason  in  the  mlaalon,  bat 
it  could  not  have  been  to  any  great  extent  a* 
they  were  not  educated  men.  Anyway,  the 
translation  was  not  completed  until  long  afl«r 
Mr.  Mason  had  left  the  Wealej'ana,  and  hsd 
taken  charge  of  the  York  Mission.  There  is 
not  the  slightest  doubt  that  the  translation  bs> 
longs  to  Mr.  Mason  and  to  his  good  wife.  She 
was  a  devot«d  christian  lady  and  an  admirable 
Cree  sclndar.  The  manuscript  waa  printed 
/or  Mr.  Mastm  by  1  he  British  and  Foreign  BiUe 
Society,  and  done  under  the  eye  of  Mr.  Masoo, 
who  went  to  Euuiand  t4>see  it  through  thepreei. 
I  am  not  aware  that  the  Wesleyans  bare  ever 
translatoil  the  Bible  into  the  Cree  Inngnage.*^ 

Some  time  after  compiling  the  above  noteil 
was  pleased  to  learn  that  the  Rev.  Mr.  Misoa 
was  still  living,  at  Long  Horaley,  Mcniietb, 
England,  and  immediately  wrote  him  concern* 
ing  the  matter  in  question.  He  replied,  nnder 
date  of  I>eceml>er  30,  1880,  as  foBowa: 

"In  the  translation  of  the  Bible  into  the 
Cree  language  I  was  assisted  by  Henry  Stein- 
hauor  and  John  Sinclair,  who  were  at  the  tine 
schoolmaster  and  interj)reter  at  the  Rossville 
Station,  whore  I  was  minister,  and  by  other  In- 
dians. Ths  final  revision  was  the  Joint  work 
of  myself  and  my  wife.  Sophia  Mason.  I  never 
claimed  to  bo  the  inveut4ir  of  the  Cree  Sylls- 
bary :  that  honor  belongs  to  the  Rev.  Jaiuee 
Kvans.  I  went  in  1840  to  Kiijiert's  Land,  in  con- 
nection with  the  Weslrynn  Society,  having  been 
Sft  apart  in  the  nsutU  manner  of  that  society. 
My  tlrst  sphere  of  labimr  was  Lac  la  Pluie,  where 
I  rrniaint'd  from  1K40  to  1844.  I  was  then  sta- 
tioned at  the  Btis.sville  Mission.  In  1854  the 
mission  wus  given  up  by  the  Wesleyans  and 
I  went  to  R«d  Iliver,  where  I  saw  Dr.  xVnderson, 
the  late  bishop  of  Rupert's  Land,  who  said, 
•  If  you  n-turn  to  your  own  church  I  will  or- 
dain you,  and  your  fourteen  years'  work  shall 
be  counteil  as  if  you  hnd  never  leA  it.'  I  con- 
sented, and  was  ordained  deai'on  and  priest  by 
him  in  1M54.  I  was  married  in  1843  to  Sophia, 
ilauiibter  of  Dr.  Thomas,  then  Governor  of  Red 
KixiT.  and  from  that  time  till  her  death  in  1S61 
we  wrre  jointly  enjiagtHl  in  the  work  of  trans- 
lation. After  my  ordination  I  was  stationed 
at  Y<»rk  Factory,  where  I  remained  until  1856, 
when  we  both  returned  home  in  order  to  carry 
theC'ree  Bilile  through  theju'ess,  and  just  before 
the  fatal  tennination  of  her  illness  Mrs.  Mason 
had  the  Joy  of  veeing  the  la<t  verse  of  Malachi 
in  print.  In  18C2  1  returned  a  widower  to  Ra- 
prrt's  Land,  and  continue«l  my  labours  at  York 
Tactory  until  1870,  wlun  1  finally  returned  to 
Knglaml,  and  after  six  years  of  deputatioB 
work  for  the  Church  Missionary  Sodeq^  waa 
]>ieHi'Uted  by  the  Lord  Chancellor,  the  lata  Ifr 
meuted  Lord  Cairns,  to  the  vicaraga  of

Affinity  to,  or  DeriTaiion  lh>io,  any  EurojHMan 
speech  that  we  are  acquainted  with.  I  know 
not  what  thoughts  it  will  produce  in  my  Reader, 
when  I  inform  him.  that  once  finding  that  the 
Dcemont  in  a  possessed  young  woman,  whereof 
I  hare  heretofore  given  the  world  some  ac- 
count, understood  the  Latin  and  Oretk  and 
Hehrevp  Languages,  my  curiosity  led  me  to 
luake  trial  of  this  If^ian  language,  and  the 
Dt^nom  did  seem  as  if  they  did  not  understand 


it." 


In  his  Magnolia  (book  vi,  p.  75),  this  sUte- 
ment  concerning  the  bewitchel  young  woman 
in  repeated,  under  date  of  NoTember,  1688,  as 
foUowH : 

"Perceiving  that  her  Troublers  understood 
Latin,  some  Trials  were  thereupon  made 
whether  they  understood  Oreek  and  Hebrew, 
which  it  seems,  they  also  did ;  but  the  Indian 
Languages  they  did  seem  not  so  toeU  to  under- 
stand. " 

Dr.  Trumbull,  in  the  Memorial  History  of 
Boston,  criticises  Mather's  knowledge  of  the 
language.  "  The  devils, "  he  says,  "  who  found 
Mather's  Indian  too  hard  for  them  were  not 
without  excuse.  Judging  fh>m  the  specimens 
he  printed,  he  had  not  mastered  the  rudiments 
of  the  grammar,  and  could  not  construct  an  In- 
dian sentence  idiomatically.  It  is  not  certain 
bow  much  of  these  translations  was  his  own 
work,  and  how  much  was  obtained  fh>m  in- 
competent interpreters." 

In  the  life  of  Cotton  Mather  by  his  son  it  is 
stated  that  "he  learned  the  French  and  Span, 
ish  Tongues  and  in  his  Forty-fifth  Year  con- 
quereil  Iroquois  Indian :  in  each  of  which  he 
published  TreatiHes  for  their  Instruction." 
This  refers,  without  doubt,  to  the  tract  en- 
titled Another  Tongw  brought  in,  printed  in 
1707.

"  The  dialect  of  the  Vineyard  had  some  pecu- 
liarities, but  these  were  gradually  loet  after  the 
Indians  learned  to  read  Eliut'a  version  of  the 
Bible  and  his  other  translations.  In  1723  Mr. 
Mayhew  observi'd  (in  a  letter  to  Paal  Dudley » 
that  now  *our  Indians  speak,  but  especially 
write,  much  as  those  of  Xatick  do.*  The  dif- 
ference, however,  was  still  perceptible,  and  may 
be  detei'tcd  in  Mr.  May hew's  translation  of  the 
psalter.  Josiah  Cotton,  at  the  end  of  his  In- 
dian vocabulary,  compiled  about  1727,  gare  a  . 
dialogue  bet  ween  himself  and  one  of  the  Indiana 
of  Plymouth  Colony,  in  which  the  UtW  says 
'it  is  very  ditlicnit  to  ffet  the  tone'  of  their  lan- 
guage, and  that  when  Cotton  preached  the 'In- 
dians could  not  always  understand  him.  'be- 
cause he  did  not  put  the  tone  in  the  right  place,' 
and  al<>o,  iKH'ause  he  had  some  of  his  father's 
<the  Kev.Jolin  Cottun's)  words,  and  he  learned 
Imlian  at  Xoiw  [Martha's  Viueyardj.  and  these 
Iniiian's  don't  understaml  every  word  of  them 
Indians.' 

'•  Maybe  w's  version  of  the  Psalms  and  Gospel 
of  John  is  founded  upon  Eliot's ;  but  everv 
verse  underwent  rt^vision.  and  scarcely  one 
remains  without  some  alteration.  The  speUins 
ditfers  cunsidiTably  frt>ni  that  of  Eliot  and 
others,  who  had  learne<l  the  language  among 
tlie  Indians  of  the  mainland.  In  exploring 
'the  latitadi's  and  corners'  of  Indiau  Gram- 
mar. Mr.  Mayhew  probably  went  further  than 
Eliot  h.id  gone;  and  the  fact  that  his  work 
passi.-d  thi-ouj^h  the  hands  of  'J.  Printer'  gives 
it  additional  value  a>  a  monument  of  the  Ian- 
^uaui*.  James,  the  Indian  printer,  learned  his 
traile  from  Samuel  Gret-n  in  Cambridge,  and 
)ud  worked  <»n  both  editions  of  the  Indian 
Ilible. 

' '  The  Massaehuaee  Psalter,  in  |u:ood  condition, 
is  rare.  Mi>st  of  the  copies  I  have  seon  bear 
lu.irkn  of  much-  -and  not  always  gentle — hand-

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Mayhew'fl  letter  U  dated  firom  Chilmarli, 
March  20th,  1721-1782,  and  addreMed  "  To  the 
Honorable  Paul  Dndlej,  Esq'."

The  manuscript  of  this  letter  is  in  the  pos- 
session of  Dr.  Fogg  who  procured  it  from  the 
late  J.  Wingate  Thornton  of  Boitton. 

The  Lord's  prayer  from  this  manuscript  was 
first  printed  in  Trumbull  (J.  fl.),  Notes  on 
Forty  versions  of  the  Lord's  prayer  in  Algon- 
kin  languages.  Dr.  Trumbull  there  says  it  is 
certainly  not  in  the  Pequot  dialect,  but  proba- 
bly that  of  the  Xiantics.

Experience  Mayhew,  minister  to  the  Indians 
on  Martha's  Vineyard,  was  bom  on  that  island 
January  27, 1673,  and  died  there  November  29, 
1758.  His  grandfather  was  Thomas  Mayhew 
the  younger,  a  sketch  of  whose  life  is  given 
under  the  next  following  title.  His  father, 
John  Mayhew  (bom  1652,  died  1689),  was  well 
acquainted  from  his  youth  with  the  Indian  lan- 
guage, and  began  to  preach  in  it  about  the  year 
1673. 

Mr.  Mayhew.  in  his  own  account,  says:  "  I 
learnt  the  Indian  Language  by  Rote,  as  I  did 
my  mother  Tongue,  and  not  by  Studying  the 
Rules  of  it  as  the  Lattin  Tongue  is  coraonly 
Learned."  In  March.  1694,  about  five  yean 
after  his  father's  death,  he  began  to  preach  to 
the  Indians.  The  field  of  his  labors  in  dencrib- 
ed  in  an  account  of  "the  present  condition  of 
the  Inilianson  Marthii'H  Vineyard."  dated  June 
2,  1720,  which  he  prepared  us  an  appendix  to 
one  of  his  sermons  printed  at  Boston  in  that 
year.  The  foIlowin>;  extracts  are  taken  from 
this  account  as  repriutt  d  in  Cotton  Mather's 
India  Christiana  (Boston,  1721): 

"The  Number  of  Indians  on  these  Islands  is 
very  much  diminished,  since  the  English  first 
settled  on  Martha's- Vineyard,  which  whm  in  the 
Tear  1642.  there  being  then,  as  was  sup)>OAed 
OB  ihat  Island  about  1500  Souls.  At  present 
in  the  Vineyard  six  small  Villages, 
•'Hi  all  of  them,  about  155  FamilieH, 
'  Boola  may  be  about  eight 
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"  Each  of  these  Villages  is  provided  with  an 
Indian  Preacher  to  dispence  the  Word  to  them 
on  the  Lonl's  Days,  when  I  am  hot  with  them. 
They  meet  for  the  Worship  of  God  twice  a  Day 
on  the  Sabbath,  and  after  Prayer,  sing  a  Psalm ; 
then  there  in  a  Sermon  Preached  on  some  Por- 
tion of  Scripture,  which  being  ended,  they  sing 
again,  while  the  Days  be  of  a  sufficient  length ; 
and  then  conclude  with  Prayer. 

"There  has,  from  time  to  time,  been  much 
oare  taken  that  the  several  Villages  might  be 
provided  with  School  Masters  to  teach  the 
Children  to  Read  and  Write ;  yet  some  of  them 
have  not  been  so  constantly  supplied,  as  is 
to  be  desired ;  and  generally  when  the  Spring  of 
the  Year  comes  on,  the  Indians  take  their  Chil- 
dren from  School,  alleging  they  want  them  for 
Tillage  of  the  Land :  and  so  the  Schools  fail  till 
the  Fall;  and  this  has  much  hindred  their  Pro- 
gress in  Learning:  Nevertheless,  I  think  the 
greatest  number  can  Read,  eitber  in  the  En- 
glish or  in  the  Indian  Tongue;  and  some  in 
both. 

"  There  is  also  care  taken  to  Catechise  the 
Youth :  For  besides  what  is  done  in  this  kind, 
by  the  Indian  School-Masters  Sc  Pre.ichers,  I 
frequently  examiue  the  Young  People  my  self, 
and  have*  determineil  to  attend  this  Service 
once  a  Fortnight,  in  some  or  other  of  the  fore- 
mentioned  Villages;  and  this  Method  will,  I 
hope,  i>rove  very  advantageous:  many  grown 
People  as  well  as  Children,  attending  these  Ex- 
ercises." 

"Having  now  Preached  to  the  Indians  up- 
ward of  25  Years,  I  have  never  yet  had  any 
special  charge  of  any  one  single  Congregation 
committed  to  me;  but  have  visited  the  several 
fore-mentioned  Assemblies  alternately,  as  I 
have  thought  most  necessary ;  Preaching  ordi- 
narily, unto  some  or  other  of  them  every  Lord's 
Day,  and  on  working  days  once  a  Fortnight ; 
constantly  also  attending  their  Church-Meet- 
ings, to  assist  Sl  direct  them." 

"The  Itev.  Mr.  Josiah  Torrey,  Pastor  of  the 
English  Church  in  Tisbury  on  the  Vineyard, 
has  also  for  many  Years  past  Preached  as  a 
Lecturer  unto  the  Indians  on  that  Island,  hav- 
ing for  that  End  learned  their  Language.  He 
Preachoth  in  some  or  other  of  their  Assemblies 
once  a  Fortnight,  and  goes  (Vequently  to  their 
.Church-Meetings,  to  advise  6c  assist  them; 
so  that  the  Indians  have  a  Sermon  every  Thurs- 
day i'reached  to  them,  either  by  Mr.  Torrey, 
or  my  self:  And  we  strengthen  the  hands  of 
one  another,  by  going  together  to  these  Weekly 
Exercises. 

•'The  Rev.  Mr.  Samuel  Wiswall  Pastor  of 
the  Church  in  Edgartown,  has  also  now  almost 
learueil  tlie  Indian  Tongue,  with  a  design  to  do 
what  Service  he  can  among  that  People. 

"The  Indians  on  Martha' s-Vineyard  &  the 
acUac«-nt  I<>lnud8.  do  hitherto  understand  the 
Indian  Tongue  niurh  better  than  that  of  the 
English :  and  therefore  complsin  much  for  want 
of  Indian  Bibles,  having  now  but  very  few 
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among  them.  Kor  are  thmre  any  to  be  liad ; 
the  last  Edition  being  now  cone.  ThetaTndtMM 
•TO  therefore  very  deeirona  of  another  Impna- 
•ion  of  the  Bible,  if  it  migbt  be  obtained ;  and 
diven  of  them  bare  told  me,  aa  well  aa  eome  of 
those  on  Nantnoket,  (whom  I  hare  diren  times 
riaited)  that  they  should  be  willing  aoootding 
to  their  capacity,  to  contribute  to  it. 

"But  the  disadraatage  which  the  liodians 
are  under  thro'  the  Soareity  of  Bibles  is  some- 
what helpedby  theCareof  theHononreUeCom- 
missioneis  to  supply  them  with  other  nseftil 
Books  in  their  own  Language,  tIb.  The  N. 
England  Confession  of  Fsith;  Serwal  Cate- 
chisms: The  Practice  of  Piety;  Mr.  Shepard's 
Sincere  Convert ;  Mr.  Baxter*s  Call  to  the  Un- 
converted. And  several  Sermona  of  Dr.  Ma- 
ther's, See.  besides  the  Psalter,  A  the  Gospel 
of  Joh n,  Printed  in  the  Year  1 700.  And  the  In- 
dian Primer  Printed  this  Year,  in  Indian  and 
English.  All  which  Books  are  now  very  nseftil 
onto  them." 

Mr.  Thomas  Prince,  writing  in  IIM,  states 
that  Mr.  Mayhew  had  **the  prudential  Care 
and  Oversight  of  five  or  six  Indian  Assemblies ; 
to  w.:oi»e  Service  he  has  been  wholly  devoted, 
and  to  one  or  other  of  which  he  has  constantly 
preached  for  above  these  thirty  two  Years." 

In  1707  his  translation  of  one  of  Cotton 
Mather's  sermons  was  printed  at  Boston,  and 
about  the  same  time  he  was  emplojed  by  the  So- 
ciety for  propagating  the  gospel  in  Kew  England 
to  make  a  new  venion  of  the  psalter,  which 
was  printed  in  1700.  In  1727  he  published  his 
Indian  Oonvertt :  or,  tame  account  of  the  Licet 
and  Dying  Speeches  of  a  eontidertibU  Number  of 
the  Christianized  Indians  of  Martha't  Vineyard, 
in  New-England.  To  this  work  is  appended 
"Some  Account  of  those  English  Ministers 
who  have  successively  presided  over  the  In- 
dian Work  in  that  and  the  a4Jacent  Islands," 
by  the  Rev.  Thomas  Prince.  Several  other 
tracts  and  sermons  from  his  pen  were  also 
printed  between  1720  and  1744. 

Mr.  Mayhew  was  accounted  one  of  the 
"greatest  Masters "  of  the  Indian  language  in 
his  time.  His  version  of  the  psalms,  accord- 
ing to  Dr.  Trumbull,  "in  literal  accuracy  and 
itH  observance  of  the  requirements  of  Indian 
grammar  perhaps  surpasses  even 

Eliot's."  He  left  four  sons,  one  of  whom,  Zech- 
ariah  Mayhew  (boru  1717,  died  1R06),  was  or- 
dained a  minister  on  Martha's  Vineyard  De- 
cember 10,  1787,  and  labored  for  many  yean  as 
a  missionary  among  the  Inilians  there.

ThoraAs  Mayhew,  the  younger,  first  minister 
to  the  Indians  on  Martha's  Vineyard,  was  bom 
in  En'zlanil  about  the  year  1621,  and  was  lost  at 
sea  iu  1657.  His  father,  Thomas  Ma^'hew,  came

erery  fbrtaight. 

*'The  way  that  I  am  now  ia,"  ha  wrttts  ia 
1890,  '* for  the  canying  oaof  thia  great  wotli, is 
by  a  Leotore  erery  fiMtaight,  whereaala  bath 
men  women  and  chUdrea  do  eoiae;  and  flrat  I 
pny  with  them,teadli  them,  eataehlaa  thsfr 
chihirea,  sing  a  Paslm,  and  all  in  thair  aim  lia- 
gnage.  I  conferre  every  Ust  day  of  tha  wotk 
with  Hiaooomes  aboot  hia  sabjeot  bmUst  of 
preachiag  to  the  Indians  the  nazt  day,  wh«a  I 
f^irnish  him  with  what  splritaal  food  Iha  Ltid 
is  pleased  to  afford  me  for  then.** 

In  October.  1651,  he  writes  again  of  Iho  la- 
dians:  "There  are  one  hondrad  nlnaUa-ninih 
men,  women,  and  children,  that  havo  pTolbawd 
themselves  to  ba  womUppen  of  tha  great  and 
OTerliTlng  God.  There  are  now  two  BaaHaci 
kept  every  Lords  day,  tha  one  thrsa  mflm.  the 
other  about  eight  milea  off  my  honaa :  TTlaownM 
teacheth  twice  a  day  at  the  nearaat,  and  Mioni- 
anequem  accordingly  at  the  fhrthcat,  tha  last 
day  of  the  week  they  come  unto  me  to  be  in? 
formed  touching  the  subject  they  are  to  handle. 
...  I  have  also  undertaken  to  keep  by  the 
help  of  God  two  Lectures  amongst  them. 
which  will  be  at  each  once  a  fortnight." 

In  January,  1652,  a  school  for  the  teaobing  of 
the  Indian  children  was  opened  by  Mr.  Mayhew. 
Before  October  of  the  same  year  the  namber  oi 
converts  under  his  c»re  had  increased  to  283^ 
and  he  had  prepared  for  them  a  covenant  or 
confession  of  faith  in  the  Indian  Ungnage,  of 
which  an  English  translation  is  given  in  the 
tract  entitled  Teart  of  Repentance,  London,  1632. 

It  was  for  the  use  of  these  Indians  that  the 
above-named  catechism  was  prepared.  In  a 
letter  written  by  Experience  Mayhew,  grand- 
son of  the  author,  in  17^,  which  has  been 
printed  for  Dr.  John  S.  H.  Fogg,  of  Boston,  the 
book  is  mentioned  as  follows : 

"  My  Grand  Father  in  his  time  composed  a 
large  and  Excellent  Catechism  for  the  Indians 
of  this  Island,  agreable  unto  their  own  Dialect; 
but  not  being  printed  the  Original  is,  I  think, 
utterly  lost,  and  there  only  remains  of  it^  about 
40  pages  iu  Octavo,  transcribed  as  I  suppose, 
by  some  Indian  after  his  Death ;  but  this  goes 
not  so  far  as  to  have  the  Lord's  Prayer  in  it" 

It  is  probable  that  Mr.  Eliot's  primer  and 
catechism  was  also  used  to  some  extent  by  Mr. 
Mayhew*s  Indians.  The  difference  between 
the  dialects  of  Martha's  Vineyard  and  Katick, 
according  to  Experience  Mayhew,  "* 
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thioK  greater  than  now  11722]  it  U,  before  our 
Indians  had  the  vee  of  y*  Bible  and  other  Booica 
translated  by  Mr.  Eliot,  bat  since  that  the 
most  of  y*  Litle  differencea  that  were  betwixt 
y.  have  been  happily  Lost,  and  oar  Indians 
Speak,  but  espeoially  write  much  as  those  of 
Natiok  do." 

In  November,  1057,  Mr.  Mayhew  sailed  for 
England  with  one  of  his  Indian  preachers,  but 
thv  ship  in  which  he  took  passage  was  never 
bcanl  of  more.  After  this,  the  mission  work 
was  continued  by  Mr.  Mayhew  the  elder,  who 
had  also  learned  the  Indian  language.  In  1970 
the  first  Indian  churoh  was  formed  on  Martha's 
Vineyard,  and  Mr.  Mayhew  was  requested  to 
become  its  pastor,  although  over  eighty  years 
of  age.  This  office  he  declined,  and  the  Indian 
Hiacoomea  was  thereopon  chosen  and  ordained 
as  its  minister.

Mr.  Jotham  Meeker  joined  the  Baptist  mid- 
KJonarieM  at  Carey  station,  Michigan  territory,  , 
in  November.  1825,  when  about  twenty-one 
yi-nrN  of  a^e.  He  was  from  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  I 
:ind  :i  printer  l)y  trade.  For  a  while  he  art^isted 
Mi.  Jolinxton  LykinnandMr.  Itobert  Simerwell 
iti  tf.'ichin;:  tlir  Indian  rhililien.  In  Au;;ui>t. 
IHL'7.  liavJD^  In-en  duly  liccn.-ed  to  preach,  he

<  onvi  r-e.  In  the  autumn  of  18:K?,  having  oh 
tained  the  consent  and  support  of  the  liapti.'^t 
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board  of  minions,  he  set  off  with  Xra.  lUeker 
for  the  lekee.  At  Detroit  they  were  Joined  by 
Rer.  Mofea  Merrill  and  hie  wife,  with  whom 
they  proceeded  to  Sanlt  Ste.  Marie,  brtween 
lakes  Haron  and  Saperior,  where  they  aseo- 
clated  tbemselres  with  the  Chippewa  miMtoo 
ander  the  care  of  Bev.  A.  Blnfhaair  who  had 
been  located  there  since  1828.  They  remained 
in  this  place,  bowerer,  only  m  few  monilu. 
Early  In  the  spring  of  1833.  the  board  directed 
both  Mr.  Meeker  and  Mr.  Merrill  to  abandon 
the  I^ke  Superior  mission,  and  to  proceed  at 
once  to  the  Indhui  territor}-. 

In  September  or  October,  1833,  Mr.  Meeker 
arrired  at  the  Shawanoc  mission  station  with 
hia  wife.  By  direction  of  the  board  he  brongbt 
with  him  a  print ini:  press  and  types,  which  he 
had  purchased  in  Cincinnati.  On  the  9th  of 
March,  1S34,  with  the  assistance  of  William 
Ash.  "he commenced  printing,  first  printing 
50  copies  of  the  alphabet  for  several  tribes,  and 
on  tho  21  at  be  completed  the  first  book  printed 
in  the  Territory— a  primer  of  24  page*  in  an 
Indian  lanpiage."  See  Idnapl*e.  By  the  10th 
of  May  an  elementary  book  in  Shawanoe,  pns 
pared  by  ^Ir.  Lykins,  was  also  printed.  Other 
works  in  the  Delaware,  Shawanoe,  Patawato- 
mie.  Otoe,  Choctaw,  Muscogee  or  Creek,  VTea. 
and  Kansas  lan^nsges,  were  printed  by  Mr. 
Meeker  daring  the  next  three  jeara,  hesldee  a 
number  of  pamphlete  in  £ngliah. 

A  few  Ottawas  had,  by  this  time,  located  in 
the  Indian  territory,  and  as  Mr.  Meeker  stilt 
tlc>tire<l  to  labor  for  that  tribe,  the  requisite 
authority  wan  obtained  from  the  Indian  depart- 
ment at  Waahiugton  to  establish  a  mission 
among  iheni.  This  was  early  iu  the  year  1635. 
The  projMtscil  undertaking  waa  delayed,  how- 
ever, liy  othiT  atl'aird,  and  etii>ecially  by  the 
work  of  the  printing  pie:is,  which  employed 
much  of  Mr.  MceVer's  tinu-.  His  labors  were 
largely  in  encased  in  18:m}  by  the  lon^;  continued 
iIln«-Ns  of  Mr.  Lykins,  and  iu  Septeuilier  of  the 
rtamt:  yt-ar  his  own  health  became  so  poor  that 
he  was  unable  to  attend  to  the  prrfls.  Arrange- 
ments wen*  thereupon  ma4le  to  obtain  another 
printer. 

On  the  14th  oi'  May,  1837,  Mr.  J.  G.  Pratt  of 
MusHuchu.setta  arrived  at  the  Shawanoe miAAion 
ami  took  charge  of  the  printing  ofiice.  In 
Junr,  Mr.  and  Mr.s.  Meeker  removed  to  tho 
ott'iwu  ficttlement!*,  aljout  thirty  miloH  vicst  of 
thi'  Mis.^ouri  state  line,  near  the  site  of  the 
piest^nt  city  of  Ottaw.i,  Kanaan.  Here  a  school 
wu"*  opened,  and  )u-eachiDg  held.  In  the  foHow- 
ing  year  Mr.  Meeker  prepannl  one  or  twoele- 
m<  ntary  books  in  the  Ottawa  language,  which 
weri'  printed  at  the  Shawanoi-  press. 

Tlii>  t^tate  of  the  Ottawa  misAion  in  li<!30  is 
•lescrihed  by  Mr.  Mot.'oy  as  follow.4:  "Mr. 
Meik»-i  has  a  nmall  schoi'l.  in  which  in.^truc- 
lioii  is  impar^i-d  in  the  Engl iMh  language,  and 
he  nceivi-s  pretty  gi>od  attention  to  preaching. 
Davidtrreeu,  au  Ottawa,  whohaa  licen  liaptized 
within  the  lant  two  yt'ars,  takes  a  part  in  the. 
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performance  of  pablio  religions  ezeroisea,  and 
acqaits  bininelf  mach  to  the  satisfkotion  of  the 
miMionaries/' 

Daring  the  next  six  years  several  other  books 
were  printed  in  the  Ottawa  language.  The 
printing  press  was  afterwards  removed  firom 
Shawanoe  to  the  Ottawa  mission  station,  where 
Mr.  Meeker  again  took  charge  of  it,  and  printed 
two  books  in  1850.  He  died  at  the  mission  on 
the  12th  of  January,  1864. 

The  "new  sy^tem  of  writing  and  reading," 
invented  by  Mr.  Meeker,  was  adopted  in  all  the 
Indian  books  printed  at  the  Shawanoe  mission 
press.  This  system,  according  to  it«  advocates, 
**whoUy  excludet  apeJHng"  and  "enables  the 
learner  to  paint  his  thonghts  on  paper,  with 
precision,  as  soon  as  he  acqnires  a  knowledge 
of  a  nnmber  of  characters  about  equal  to  the 
English  alphabet."  The  following  account  of 
it  is  taken  fiom  McCoy's  Hittory  of  Baptist 
Indian  Mitnont: 

"  To  each  Indian  language,  and  to  each  dia- 
lect of  language,  belong  peculiar  sounds,  which 
cannot  be  obtained  by  the  use  of  the  EngliHli 
alphabet.  To  designate  syUables  irhich  could 
not  be  spelt,  or  sounds  which  could  not  be  ob- 
tained by  the  ordinary  use  of  letters,  writers 
who  would  write  intelligibly  haye  been  com- 
pelled to  Introduce  arbitrary  characters,  each 
according  to  his  fonoy.  It  can  easily  be  con- 
ceived that  serious  inconvenience  attended 
this  coarse  of  things. 

"Mr.  Gaess,  a  Cherokee,  had  discovered  that 
the  language  of  his  tribe  coald  be  written  with 
about  ei;>hty  syllabic  characters.  Guess*8  plan 
was  tried  in  relation  to  some  other  languages, 
and  foand  to  be  inapplicable,  becaase  chsrac- 
ten  would  be  multiplied  beyond  the  bounds  oi 
convenience. 

"  To  remedy  the  evils  which  attended  the  or- 
dinary methods  of  writing  Indian,  and  the  com- 
plexity which  would  attend  the  universal  ap- 
plication of  Guess's  system,  the  idea  suggested 
itself  to  Mr.  Meeker,  then  at  Sanlt  de  St  Marie, 
of  using  characters  not  to  designate  syllables, 
bat  certain  positions  of  the  organs  of  speech. 
His  first  writing  was  rather  a  combination  of 
this  new  principle  with  the  syllabic  system  and 
the  system  of  sxK^lling. 

"  When  the  press  was  put  into  operation  at 
the  Shawanoe  mission  house,  the  missionaries 
among  the  Shawanoes  and  Delawares  took  up 
the  new  principle  of  Mr.  Meeker,  and  reduced 
it  to  a  system,  excluding  entirely  the  syllabic 
or  hieroglyphic  system,  and  also  that  of  spell- 
ing. 

**  By  spelling,  we  mean  that  process  by  which 
the  learner  is  required  to  familiarise  the  mem- 
ory with  certain  names  of  characters,  (letters) 
and  then,  after  combining  these  in  a  certain 
order,  a  sound  (syllable)  must  be  uttered  — 
not  one  produced  bj  the  combination,  but  alto> 
gather  arbitrary.  This  sound,  unmeaning  in 
itself,  moat  be  bom  in  raind  until,  by  a  similar 
procasa,  a  second,  third,  or  fourth,  be  obtained; 
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and,  lastly,  those  sounds  must  be  combined,  in 
order  to  form  a  word. 

* '  Upon  the  new  system,  every  uncomponnded 
sound  which  can  be  distingaished  by  the  ear 
ia  indicated  by  a  character.  These  sounds,  in 
Indian  languages,  usually  amount  to  about 
eight  or  ten,  the  greater  part  of  which,  but  not 
all,  are  what  in  the  system  of  spelling  would 
be  denominated  vowel  sounds ;  other  sounds 
are  such,  for  instance,  as  the  hissing  sound  of 
the  letter  t,  in  which  consists  its  real  value,  the 
sound  obti^ed  by  eh,  as  in  ohorch,  &o.  The 
other  characters,  usually  in  number  about 
twelve  or  fourteen,  merely  indicate  the  posi- 
tions of  the  organsof  speech  preceding  or  follow- 
ing the  sounds,  by  which  the  beginning  or  end- 
ing of  sounds  is  modified :  thus,  the  character 
p,  would  require  the  lips  to  be  pressed  together 
with  a  slight  pressure  within ;  this,  o,  would 
'  indicate  a  sound  which  could  be  heard  by  the 
'  ear  —  say  the  short  sound  of  o ;  this,  (,  would 
'  require  the  end  of  the  tongue  to  be  pressed 
I  hard  to  the  roof  uf  the  mouth.  Kow,  if  the 
I  Bound  of  o  intervenes  between  the  pressure  of 
I  the  lips  and  the  pressure  of  the  tongue,  as  above 
indicated,  the  word  2>of  is  necessarily  pronounc- 
ed ;  transpose  the  chaiacters,  and  adhere  to  the 
same  rule,  and  the  word  top  is  unavoidably 
pronounced. 

"Hence,  as  soon  as  the  learner  acquires  a 
knowledge  of  thu  uses  of  the  characters,  more 
than  twenty-three  of  which  have  not  yet  been 
found  necessary  in  writing  any  Indian  language, 
he  is  capable  of  reading:  because,  by  placing 
the  organs  of  speech,  or  uttering  a  sound,  as  is 
indicated  by  each  character  as  it  occors,  he  it 
aetu€My  reading.'' 

The  new  system,  however,  did  not  meet  with 
much  favor  from  others.  "  Pretty  soon  after 
we  had  issued  a  few  prints  upon  the  new  sys- 
tem, IVoro  the  press  at  the  Shawanoe  mission 
house,  two  influential  Presbyterian  missiona- 
ries from  among  the  Choctaws  visited  us. 
They  had  published  a  few  books  in  the  Choctaw 
language,  written  upon  the  principles  of  or- 
thography. Peculiar  sounds  could  not  be  ob- 
tained by  the  use  of  the  English,  or  any  other 
alphabet,  and  to  remedy  this  evil  they  had  in- 
vented new  characters,  and  procured  new  types 
to  print  them.  The  superiority  of  our  cheap, 
and  expeditious,  and  correct  system,  over  their 
worse  than  old-fashioned  plan,  was  so  obvious 
to  us,  that  we  hoped  for  their  ready  and  hearty 
co-operation  in  introducing  it  into  common  use 
in  the  Indian  country.  In  this  we  were  griev- 
oasly  disapi>ointed ;  and,  to  add  to  our  mortifi- 
cation, they  sealooaly  arged  ns  to  reject  our 
system,  as  ftitlle.  No  re— on,  however,  waa  of> 
fered,  only  that  they  had  written  a  Utile  in 
Choctaw,  and  all  ( 
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write  in  I>«-]aware,  Shawanoe.  Ac,  withoat  in- 
trodiu-iuK  others  to  represent  soands  pectUiar 
to  theite  laoguiMses  respt'ctively. 

"Our  MethodlHt  brethren  wen^  not  disposed 
to  show  it  auy  public  conntenanoe.    This  was 
iDde4*d  the  more  sarprising  to  ns,  beeanse  they  ; 
had   a<1opted    it  themselves.     This,  however.   ' 
they  had  not  done  so  much  from  inclination,  j 
as  from  the  neceAitity  of  gratifying  a  popular 
desire  of  the  Shawauoes.     Hymns,  and  some 
ulher  printK,  prepared  by  the  Baptist  missions- 
rieit.  wt'ieuMMl  advantageously  by  Shawanoes, 
Delawnn-s.  Peorias,  and  W'eas,  in  the  Metho- 
dist roiinection. 

"  But  if  we  have  reason  to  grieve  on  account 
of  the  little  favor  which  has  been  sbown  to  the 
new  syi^tem  by  thn  Tresbyterians  and  Metho- 
dists, we  have  still  greater  cause  of  grief  on  ac-  ! 
couDt  of  the  ioditference  of  our  own  (Baptist) 
deuonj illation  to  this  important  matter."

"Again,  let  the  characters  Ikinor  be  used  as 
above  directed,  in  succession  as  they  are 
placed  here,  and  the  word  shkin-o-weh  (young 
man)  is  unavoidably  pronounced. 

"  The  learner  can  acquire  a  knowledge  of 
these  19  characters  in  as  little  time  as  he  could 
learn  the  names  of  the  same  number  of  letters 
of  the  alphabet.  He  is  then  capable  of  reading, 
because  the  repeating,  or,  rather,  the  using  of 
these  charaoters  as  they  are  written,  is  really 
reading. 

"Single  words  are  arranged  in  columns 
merely  for  the  purpose  of  bringing  them  more 
distinctly  to  the  notice  of  the  learner,  and  not 
for  the  purpose  of  spelling.  The  same  remarks 
apply  to  the  division  of  words,  apparently, 
into  syllables. 

"  Sounds  occur  in  one  Indian  dialect  which 
do  not  in  others.  Hence,  some  of  the  charac« 
tors  describe  diflTerent  sounds,  and  different 
positions  of  the  organs,  in  different  dialects. 

"  The  apostrophe  denotes  an  abrupt  inter- 
ruption, and,  sometimes,  a  sudden  termination, 
of  the  Toioe. 

"When  an  aspiration  precedes  a  vowel,  as  h 
in  how,  the  vowel  is  marked  thus.  Aw,  wadnwr; 
pronounced  how,  wau-hone-weh. 

"  Points  are  used  as  in  English. 

"  Figures  are  applied  as  they  are  in  English, 
bat  with  the  Indian  names  to  each. 

*'This  system  may  be  applied  to  the  English, 
or  to  any  other  language."

"  The  Ottowa  Alphabet  may  be  divided  into 
three  classes,  viz.  vowels,  semi-vowels,  and 
mutes.  The  six  first  letters  are  vowels,  which 
have  a  ftill  and  invariable  sound.  The  semi- 
vowels are  seven  in  number;  they  have  eaoh 
an  indistinct  sound,  which  is  exactly  the  same 
tliat  is  heard  when  the  words  containing  those 
letters  are  spoken.  The  three  last  letters  are 
mnt^o,  and  are  only  known  by  the  position  of 
the  organs,  without  any  sound. 

"  J^xample.— Post— Here  the  word  begins 
with  a  mute,  followed  by  a  vowel  and  semi- 
vowel, and  ends  with  a  mute ;  so  that  when  the 
learner  endeavors  to  name  the  various  letters 
in  it,  ho  begins  by  placing  his  lips  tightly  to- 
gether, pressing  upon  them  with  his  breath; 
he  then  lets  his  voice  open  on  the  vowel  o; 
then  looks  on  the  third  letter,  and  makes  barely 
a  hissing  sound ;  then  to  express  the  last  letter 
he  stops  ail  sound  by  the  point  of  his  tongue^ 
therefore  by  naming  the  various  letters  in  a 
word  he  articulates  distinctly  the  word  itself.*' 

The  following  is  a  summary  of  the  Indian 
books  printed  at  the  Shawanoe  mission  press 
by  Mr.  Meeker  and  Mr.  Pratt,  according  to  the 
new  system : 

In  the  Delaware  language :  Fifty  copies  of 
the  alphabet  in  March.  1834 ;  three  amall  books 
by  Mr.  Blauchard  in  the  same  year  (see  Lina- 
pie) ;  and  a  harmony  of  the  four  gospels  in 
1837  (see  Zeisberger  (D.)  and  Blanchard  (I. 
D.) ;  all  printed  b>  Mr.  Meeker.  Also^  aseomid 
edition  of  the  primer  in  1842  (see  Blanchard 
(L  D.),  printed  by  Mr.  Pratt.  According  to 
Mr.  McCoy,  four  books  had  been  printed  in 
Delaware  on  this  press  before  1839,  "three  of 
which  were  small,  and  one  large ;  the  latter 
being  a  Harmony  of  the  Gospels. " 

In  the  Shawanoe  language :  Fifty  copiea  of 
the  alphabet  in  March,  1884;  two  editions  or 
issues  of  a  primer  in  the  same  year ;  a  period- 
ical entitled  Shau-vfOU'funM  KutMtkwau  or 
"Shawanoe  Sun,"  fh>m  March  1st,  1885.  to 
1837  or  1838,  semi-monthly  and  monthly;  a  small 
hymn  book  of  sixteen  pages  in  1835  or  1836; 
and  a  portion  of  the  gospel  of  Matthew  in  1838; 
all  printed  by  Mr.  Meeker.  Also,  a  second 
edition  of  the  primer  in  1838;  the  complete  gos- 
pel of  Matthew  in  1842 ;  and  a  second  edition 
of  tlie  hymn  book  in  the  same  year;  printed  by 
Mr.  Pratt.  According  to  Mr.  McCoy,  three 
books  had  been  printed  in  Shawanoe  on  this 
press  before  1839,  "and  part  of  the  Oospel  by 
Matthew.  A  second  edition  of  one  of  these 
books  has  been  printed;  also,  one  book  in 
Shawanoe,  for  the  Methodists."  See  Ly Una  (J.) 

In  the  Putawatomie  language :  Probably  fifty 
copies  of  the  alphabet  in  March,  1834;  a  primer 
of  thirty-two  pages  in  the  same  year ;  and  a 
hymn  book  aad  catechism  of  cighty-foiur  pagca 
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in  1835;  all  printed  by  Iffr.  Meeker.  According 
to  lilr.  McCoy,  four  books  were  printed  in 
Pntawatomie  on  thia  preaa  before  1839.  See 
SimerweU  (R.) 

In  the  Otoe  language :  A  small  primer  in 
1834 ;  a  hymn  book  of  twrive  pieces  In  the  same 
year;  a  second  Otoe  reading  book  in  April, 
1835;  and  part  of  the  gospdi  harmony  in  1837 ; 
all  printed  by  Mr.  Meeker.  They  were  pre- 
pared and  trannlated  by  Rev.  Moses  Merrill, 
who  died  in  1840.  Three  books,  according  to 
Mr.  McCoy,  were  printed  in  this  laognage,  "all 
small,  one  of  which  has  been  reprinted  fbr  the 
use  of  the  Presbyterians  among  the  loways." 
These  publications  "consisted  of  two  small 
school  books,  some  hymna,  and  a  part  of  the 
New  Testament,  eqaal  to  aboat  one-half  of  the 
gospel  by  John." 

In  the  Choctaw  langnage,  one  book  was 
printed  by  Mr.  Meeker,  in  1835.  Tt  was  com- 
piled by  Mr.  Lykins,  with  the  assistance  of  the 
native  Choctaw  missionary. 

In  the  Moflcogee  or  Creek  langnage,  two 
books  were  printed  by  Mr.  Meeker  in  1835.  One 
of  these  was  a  small  school  book ;  the  other 
was  the  gospel  of  John.  They  were  both  pre- 
pared by  Ber.  John  Davis,  with  the  assistance 
of  Mr.  Lykina. 

In  the  Wea  language,  one  book  was  printed 
for  the  Presbyterians,  probably  in  1834  or  1835. 
It  is  referred  to'  by  Mr. McCoy  as  follows:  "  A 
Presbyterian  miasionary  among  the  Weas  (Rev. 
Joseph  Kerr  or  Rev.  Wells  BushneU!]  compiled 
asmall  book,  which  was  printed  npon  our  press. 
He  luiew  it  would  be  rejected  by  the  Indians, 
as  unnecessarily  obscure,  if  he  wrote  wholly 
upon  the  plan  of  spelling,  yet,  so  tenacious  was 
he  of  what  had  appeared  right  to  his  brethren 
from  the  Choctaw  country,  that  he  introduced 
some  of  their  new  formed  characters;  and  as 
we  neither  possessed  nor  desired  to  possess 
such  types,  having  no  use  for  them,  he  furn- 
ished them  himself.  He  therefore  approached 
so  nearly  to  the  new  system  as  to  make  his 
book  acceptable  to  the  Indians.and  yet  depaited 
so  far  that  it  was  not  fully  the  same.'* 

In  the  Kansas  (Kauzau)  or  Ejiw  language, 
one  book  was  printed  for  Rev.  William  John- 
son, the  ^lethodist  missionary,  probably  in  1836 
or  1837. 

lu  the  Osage  language,  one  elementary  book 
was  printed  with  the  following  title:  "Wa- 
fa-fe  Wa  pry-sy  Laekens  Wa-Kaxa  Peo.  Shaw- 
an'»e  MiHsion:  J.  G.  Pratt,  printer.  1837."  It 
was  prepared  by  Mr.  Lykins.  The  first  eleven 
pa^es  are  in  alternate  lines  of  Osage  and  En- 
glish; the  remaining  pages  being  in  Osage. 
"  The  Indian  portion  of  the  book  is  represente<1 
by  the  use  of  the  phonetic  alphabet  devise<1  by 
Kev.  Jotham  Meeker,  with  an  alphabet  of 
twenty-fiveletters.representiug  the  eight  rowel 
and  seventeen  consonant  souuds  of  the  Osage 
langua<;e.  The  letters  of  the  English  alphabet 
are  employed  to  represent  these  sounds." 

In  the  Ottawa  language,  a  primer  or  "  first 
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book  "  was  printed  in  18M ;  aaotber  small  book 
about  the  same  time;  the  goapel  of  Matthew 
in  1841 ;  the  goapel  of  John  in  1844 ;  and  a 
hymi  book  in  1846.  They  were  all  prepared 
by  Mr.  Meeker,  and  printed  at  the  Shawanoe 
mission  by  Mr.  Pratt  After  the  remoral  of 
the  printing  press  to  the  Ottawa  miasioB,  Mr. 
Meeker  printed,  in  1850,  a  second  edition  of  the 
Ottawa  Jtrtt  book  and  a  third  edition  of  the  hymn 
book. 

A  considerable  number  of  hymns  in  difiSerect 
languages,  not  inolnded  in  the  above  liat,  were 
also  printed  at  the  Shawanoe  press.

I  am  informed  by  Mr.  Gilfillan  that  this  is  a 
revised  e<lition  of  the  little  Chippewa  prayer- 
book  published  in  1875;  that  it  was  revised  by 
him,  assisted  whenever  any  doubt  arose  by  vari- 
ous Indians  whom  he  called  to  his  aid;  that  it 
contains  perhaps  forty  hymns  which  were  not  in 
the  prayer-book  of  1875,  and  that  most  of  these 
are  from  the  collections  of  the  Rev.  Peter 
Jones  and  the  Revs.  Evans  and  Henry,  though 
a  few,  as  Nos.  7, 8,  and  15,  are  original  transla- 
tions.

The  Church  of  England  mission  to  the  Chip- 
pewa Indians  at  Sault  Ste.  Marie  was  begun 
about  the  year  1835,  under  Rev.  Mr.  McMnr- 
ray ,  who  was  oblised  to  retire  a  few  years  later 
on  account  of  ill  health.    The  mission  then 
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O'Meara  (F.  A.)  —  Continaed. 

IMMsed  into  the  hands  of  Rev.  Frederick  A. 
O'Meara,  LL.  D.  For  many  years  he  was  sta- 
tioned on  Great  Manitoalin  Island  in  Lake  Ha- 
ron,  where  the  Canadian  government  endeav- 
ored to  concentrate  the  neighboring  Indians  in 
1840  or  18il,  after  the  mission  at  the  south  end 
of  Lake  Superior  had  been  disoontiDaed. 

I  he  following  extract  from  a  letter  of  Rev. 
J.  L.  Breck,  of  the  Chippewa  mission,  Canada 
West,  pHnted  in  Bagster's  Bible  of  Every  Land 
(second  edition),  p.  452,  contains  a  reference  to 
Dr.  O'Meara's  work:  "Whilst  the  Indian  is 
making  gradoal  improvement  in  several  re- 
spects, jet  no  feature  of  the  mission  is  so  at- 
tractive as  the  religions.  The  daily  OJibway 
service  is  attended,  with  great  regularity,  by  a 
large  number  of  Indians  who  are  still  pagans ; 
thereby  affording  us  the  very  best  opportunity 
for  instructing  them  in  Christianity.  They 
conform  with  the  greatest  apparent  interest  to 
all  the  usages  of  the  Church  as  r^ards  pos- 
ture, and  are  beginning  to  respond  and  sing. 
We  use  the  Anglican  Prayer  Book,  which  has 
been  translated  into  OJibway  by  an  English 
missionary,  the  Rev.  Fred.  A.  O'Meara,  D.  D., 
who  ministers  to  the  Chippewas  on  the  Mani- 
toulin  Islands  in  Lake  Huron.  This  help,  in 
administering  religion  to  a  pagan  people,  is 
valuable  beyond  computation." 

Dr.  O'Meara  was  afterwards  transferred  to 
Port  Hope  on  Lake  Ontario.  The  exact  date 
of  his  death  has  not  been  asceitained,  but  it 
was  i>robably  not  far  from  1870.  According  to 
Morgan's  Bibliotheea  Canadenne,  he  was  also 
"the  author  of  several  tracts  in  the  Ojibwa 
laDgua;;e,"  the  titles  of  which  have  not  been 
found  or  identified.

The  original 
title  piif^  of  the  little  book,  printed  in  1658-W. 
accordingly  contains  the  words:  "Examined, 
and  approved  by  Thomas  Stanton  Interpreter- 
General  to  the  United  Colonies  for  the  Indian 
Langnage,  and  by  some  others  of  the  most  able 
Interp[r]eter8  amofnigst  as."  In  1857,  the 
Commissioners  wrote  to  the  Corporation  in 
England  as  follows;  "  wee  heare  that  Thomas 
Stanton  is  taken  notice  of  and  poesibl  j  recorded 
tM  a  very  able  Interpretor  for  the  Indian  lan> 
gnage  which  in  certainly  tme,  and  that  a  sal- 
larie  of  50  lb.  per  annum  is  appointed  for  him 
in  England  which  bee  may  take  vp  heer  and 
charge  vpon  yon  this  may  bee  a  mistake  bat  if 
true  wee  maraill  att  it ;  the  Comi»sioners  doe 
Imploy  him  as  Interpretor  betwixt  themselaes 
and  the  Indians  in  claill  oecations  of  the  Colo- 
nies and  doe  afford  him  oonaenient  reoompence 
for  the  same. "  At  their  meeting  In  September 
1660.  it  was  recorded  that,  **  forasmuch  as  some 
of  the  Tribute  is  now  seased ;  and  the  Best 
brought  in  by  the  Indians  themselues  as  it  hath 
been  for  some  yeares  past  the  Comissioners 
thought  a  lease  saUary  might  oee  a  suflBcient 
Recompense  [to  Mr.  Stanton]  for  the  yeare  past 
and  soe  for  the  time  to  come;  and  therefore 
tendered  him  the  sums  of  ten  pounds  for  this 
yeare  Intimateing  to  doe  the  like  heerafter 
onely  for  his  attending  the  Comissioners  meet- 
inges;  and  for  other  Services  to  allow  him  pro- 
portionable as  hee  shalbeelmployed  which  hee 
not  accepting  The  Comissioners  payed  him  his 
former  sallary  of  thirty  pounds ;  but  declared 
they  were  not  willing  to  bee  att  the  like  charge 
for  the  time  to  come;  and  therfore  left  it  to 
him  to  doe  as  hee  should  see  cause."  For  this 
reason,  probably,  his  name  does  not  appear  in 
the  records  of  the  Commissioners  for  1661 ;  but 
in  1662  and  1663  he  was  again  employed  by  them 
on  several  occasions. 

About  the  year  1658  he  removed  to  Stoning- 
ton,  where  he  resided  until  his  death  in  1678. 
Of  this  town  he  was  elected  representative  in 
1666.  In  1667,  and  again  in  1671.  he  was  at 
Southampton  on  Long  Island,  where  he  was 
employed  as  Indian  interpreter.  In  1674  he 
was  one  of  the  founders  of  the  first  church  in 
^tonington,  over  which  the  Kev.  James  Noyes 
was  ordained  ai*  minister.  Mr.  Stanton  had 
nine  children,  of  whom  the  two  eldest,  Thomas 
and  John,  were  educated  in  early  life  for  the 
Indian  work.  The  latter  is  mentioned  as  com- 
mander of  the  New  England  Indians  in  the 
expedition  under  Major-General  Wintbrop 
towards  Canada  in  1690,  and  again  as  an  Indian 
interpreter  at  New  London  in  1600  and  1700.

This  copy  diflbrn  fkvm  the  other  only  in  the 
title  leaf;  which  has  been  inserted  in  place  of 
the  original  (cancelled)  title.  In  other  respects 
the  two  copies  are  of  the  same  edition.  The  cir- 
cumstances under  which  Pierson's  catechism 
was  prepared,  "At  the  Motion,  and  published 
by  the  Order  of  the  Commissioners  of  the 
United  Colonies,"  and  the  fact  that  it  was 
translated  with  the  help  of  their  official  inter- 
preter, Thomas  Stanton,  and  was  "examined 
and  approved"  by  him,  as  also  "by  some 
others  of  the  most  able  Inter,  reters  amongst 
us,"  are  fully  and  explicitly  set  forth  In  tl:e 
records  and  on  the  original  title-page.  With 
this  certain  knowledge  the  new  title  is  at  vari- 
ance. Not  only  does  it  not  mention  tiie  com- 
missioners, who  promoted  and  published  the 
work,  but  It  omits  the  name  of  Thomas  Stan- 
ton, together  with  the  reference  to  the  other 
interpreters^  and  in  their  stead  represents 
Captain  John  Scott  as  the  sole  examiner  and 
approver  of  the  book.  It  also  characterises 
him  ss  "  that  Experienced  Gentleman  (in  the 
Indian  Language)" — astatement  which  appears 
to  have  no  oonflrmation,  or  even  mention,  in  the 
records  or  elbewhere.  Indeed,  so  little  is  known 
to  the  creditof  "  that  mischievous  adventurer," 
as  he  is  termed  by  Dr.  Trumbull,  that  it  seems 
"highly  probable  that  this  title  page  was  sub- 
stituted by  himself,  or  at  his  motion,  and,  prob- 
ably, after  the  restoration."  The  alteration  of 
the  imprint  from  "Printed  by  "  to  " Printed 
for  "  Samuel  Green,  was  more  likely  to  be  made 
in  England  thAn  In  Amei  ica. 

But  little  is  known  with  certainty  of  John 
Scott 's  early  career.  According  to  one  account, 
he  was  bom  of  "very  meane  parentage  "at  a 
place  called  Ashford  in  Kent,  probably  about 
the  year  1632,  and  "whilst  a  boy  was  brought 
over  bv  his  mother  into  New  England."  From 
his  own  statements  it  appears  that  he  was  "an 
unlucky  boy,"  who  "would  cutt  ye  souldlers 
girts  of  ther  saddles  yt  were  against  ye  King 
and  such  like  tricks,  soe  yt  some  of  them  gott 
him  transported  to  forraign  parts,  wher  he  was 
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a  servant  many  yearn."  Ho  alto  declared  that 
he  waH  ordered  to  be  sent  to  New  England 
"  under  the  tuition  of  one  Downing,  who  dealt 
nioet  pvrfldioasly  '  with  him.  Upon  hi«  arrival 
at  Boston,  with  other  children  under  Downing** 
cam.  in  September.  1643,  he  was  bound  as  an 
Apprentice  to  I^wrencc  South  wick  of  8alem, 
whom  be  served  until  1640  or  1630,  part  of  the 
time  bi'tu);  employ eii  in  tending  cows.  From 
t ho  records  of  the  f;eneral  court  at  Boston  in 
May,  1648,  it  may  be  inferred  that  he  was  then 
i;uilt3-  of  some  misdemeanor,  for  his  master 
was  obliged  to  pay  certain  charges,  and  Scott 
was  ordered  to  serve  him  additional  time, 
"when  his  time  shall  be  expired."  or  to  raakH 
satisfaction  in  Home  other  way.  At  the  end  of 
his  apprenticeship,  he  was  "force<l  to  court 
any  imployment  to  acquire  a  livelihood,  imploy- 
ing  himselfi'  in  and  about  an  ii*land  called  Long 
Island."  where  he  "traded  fur  himselfe  and 
dwelt  lon^  with  ye  natives.'*  In  March.  1654, 
he  was  arre  -ted  on  Lon^;  Island  by  the  Dutch 
authorities,  and  examined  with  other  suspected 
persons  before  the  council  at  Fort  Amsterdam. 
In  April  of  the  same  year,  an  action  of  defa> 
mation  was  entered  against  him  in  the  court  at 
Xew  Haven,  but  th  '  affsir was  i^ettled  privately, 
lu  1607  he  was  made  a  freeman  at  Southamp- 
ton, and  on  Decemlier  0th,  1668,  was  granted  a 
home  li>t  there  of  three  acres,  and  five  other 
acres,  provided  he  rt'muin-  d  three  years.  His 
u:imH  appt-ars  in  tlu'  rerortls  of  that  town  as  an 
attorney-  at  a  trial  held  on  the  30th  of  April, 
1664) ;  nu<l  a{;ain  on  the  2d  of  Mny  following;  as 
the  HoUi-r  of  a  tract  of  land  for  401.  lie  also 
duinit'd  that  iieliail  purchased  from  the  Indians 
H  lar;;e  p(»rtiou  of  Loup  Island;  and  of  this 
laud,  Itrodhoad  relates,  '  he  executed  numer- 
ous ooiivpyaiirfH,  wliirh.  afti^r  much  litigation. 
w«>re  fouuU  to  be  fraudulent  and  void." 

One  of  liirt  couteinpuraru's  wrote  of  him  a 
few  \earn  later  ah  fiillows:  "Hee  having  a 
nimble  geuiutt,  tliou;:h  othi  rwise  illiterate,  with 
thi*  helpe  of  a  little  readinjx,  bavin;;  a  jzoml 
memory  to  rt-taine  the  huu.o  and  greater  i  outi- 
deuce,  her  boi'anie  sonn-what  alH>ve  the  common 
p«'opl»'  &  ])eiuj;  weary  of  home,  upon  news  of 
the  kiutr.'t  roHtoratiou  iu  England,  hee  found 
nicaiia  to  bi-  trau.siiortrd  ovi-r  to  Loudon.'  It 
liiiA  )h»i\  a-scertaint'd  that  he  saiieil  from 
New  Amstfnlani  in  the  ship  Eyckenboom, 
jimlialilv  in  ()cro))er.  ItiGO.  In  May  of  the  fol- 
K»\\inu:  \car  it  was  lalwely  r«-i>«rt«"d  that  the 
whnlf  <»f  Long  I(4hind  had  bri-n  conveyed  to 
him  l)\  a  new  patent  fr<»m  the  king.  It  seems 
that  his  petition  for  (hat  grant  had  met  with 
Moiiie  faviir:  but  aftiT  the  arrival  iu  England  ut 
<Ji>hn  Wiiitliro})  in  tin-  autumn  of  IGCl  with  a 
repojt  til  the  king.  «Ir<'i>ion  upon  hi'^  requests 
liad  li-eii  p')«»tponed.  and  they  were  tin  ally  de- 
nied in  Wil.  At  that  time  he  was  called 
"  Captain  John  Scott.  In  .Vpril.  166:).  while 
empli.i\e<l  a.H  agent  fi>r  the  Atherton  company, 
a  l>o«ly  ot  land  speculators  from  Moi^achudetts 
who  had  laid  out  a  pUntation  on  Karragansett 
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Bay,  he  wrote  th«t  he  had  used  **a  pared  tf 
catiodtiea'*  to  the  vmlue  of  eoi.  to  intiiMi  "• 
potent  gentleman "  In  fiiTor  of  %  petiiioi  ta 
the  company's  behnlt  About  two nontht lakt 
In  June,  1MB,  he  had  another  petitioB  beCsR 
the  khig,  in  which  he  olaimed  that  his  fiufatf 
had  advanced  14,300L  to  Hie  eauae  of  Charici 
I.,  beatdes  losing  hia  life  in  the  aerTiee;  ttst 
on  account  of  liia  own  loyalty,  he  hinaelf  h«d 
been  banhhed  to  New  Bn^and,  where  he  hs4 
afterwarda  purchaaed  **  near  one  third  part"  o( 
Long  Island ;  and  tixat  he  therefore  prayed  hit 
Mi^esty  "to  beatow  upon  him  the  gormncat 
of  tho  said  ialand  and  ialanda  a4iacent,  orlik* 
ertie  to  the  inhahitauta  to  chose  a  govenflr 
and  assistants  yearly.**  On  the  failure  of  tUi 
petition,  and  the  announcement  of  the  kiac'i 
intention  to  grant  Long  Ialand  and  the  aeigih 
boring  Dutch  poaaeaaions  to  hia  brother  tki 
Duke  of  York,  Soott  determined  to  safl  te 
America. 

To  thhi  period  of  hia  career  behng  sam 
characteriatic  acta  whioh  have  been  hioof^t 
to  light  by  the  recent  reaearchea  of  lir.G.D. 
S<-uIl.  While  in  London.  Soott  had  become  sfr 
quaint ed  with  a  Mi^Jor  Gotherson,  and  alw 
with  hia  wlfi\  whoae  name  waa  originally  Do^ 
othea  Scott,  of  Soott'a-Hall  in  Kentw  Haviag 
ingratiated  himaelf  into  their  oonfidenct.  hj 
claiming  a  relationship  to  Mia.  Gothenoa'a 
family,  he  sold  to  MiOoi*  Ootherson,  In  16K  snd 
1663,  several  large  tracts  of  land  on  Long  Island. 
He  alM  made  them  liable  for  large  sums  ot 
money  which  he  pretendcsi  ho  had  paid  out  on 
their  account,  and  by  thesA  transactions  finillr 
ruined  their  entire  estate.  When  he  left  Eng- 
land, in  the  autumn  of  1663,  he  took  with  him 
2U02.  Worth  of  Mrs.  Gotherson's  Jewels  which 
he  had  fraudulently  detained.  At  the  same 
time  ho  pi^rsuatled  them  to  send  to  New  Eng- 
land in  his  care  their  only  son,  a  lad  about  thir- 
teen ye.irs  of  age,  whom  he  afterwards  sold 
into  service  th  >re,  with  other  yonng  men  he 
hofl  "tempted  along  with  him  out  of  England 
upon  promise  of  preferment." 

His  chief  object  now  "waa  to  promote  hia 
private  interest,  in  securing  the  ascendency  of 
the  English  over  I^ng  Island."  On  the  23d  of 
November,  not  long  after  his  return  to  Long 
Island.  "Colonel "  Scott,  as  he  waa  then  called, 
wa.s  again  buying  land  from  the  Indians.  In 
I>eceml>er  he  w  as  appointed  by  the  government 
of  ('onnecticut  one  of  three  commissioners,  with 
magistratical  ]>uwers.  to  settle  the  difficultlcii 
with  the  Dutch  on  Long  Island.  On  the  4th  of 
.Ian nary,  1604.  he  succeeded  in  having  himself 
declan-d  "president"  of  the  English  towns  on 
the  island,  to  set  in  that  capacity  until  the 
Duke  of  York  should  take  possession.  On  the 
1 1th  and  I'Jth  of  January,  having  r.-\ised  a  com- 
pany of  over  150  foot  .ind  horse,  he  invaded 
Breuckeleu  and  the  neighboring  Dutch  towns 
"with  sounding  trumpet.  lM*aten  drum,  tlyin^ 
c  dors,  great  noise  and  upr(»;ir."  and  p'x>t^Uinied 
the  English  ownership  of  the  land,  declaring 
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also  that  he  would  ran  his  sword  through  the 
body  of  Stnyresant,  the  director  general. 
TVben  he  met  the  Dutch  commissioners  on 
the  14th,  he  exhibited  an  unsigned  writing, 
"wherein  his  Ma{esty-  of  England  granted  to 
him  the  whole  of  Long  Island."  A  temporary 
agreement  was  then  made  that  he  shoald  leave 
the  Butch  towns  unmolested  for  a  period  of 
one  month,  which  limit  was  subsequently  (Feb- 
ruary 24th)  extended  lo  6ne  year.  On  account 
of  these  and  other  unwarranted  proceedings, 
the  government  of  Connecticut  ifuiiied  a  war- 
rant  for  Scott's  arrent,  March  10th,  1664.  He 
was  accordingly  taken  into  custody,  and  on  his 
trial  was  convicted.  May  24th,  of  the  following 
"Hainous  crimes  and  practises  seditious : '*  1, 
Speaking  wordd  tending  to  the  defamation  of 
the  king's  majesty ;  2,  Seditious  practices  and 
tumultuous  carriages;  3,  Abetting  and  encour- 
aging the  natives  in  hostile  parties,  one  against 
another;  4,  Usurping  the  authority  of  tlie  king, 
pretending  to  pardon  treason;  6,  Threatening 
his  majesty's  subjects  with  hanging  and  banish- 
ment; 6,  Gross  and  notorious  profanation  of 
God's  holy  word;  7,  Forgery  and  violation  of 
his  solemn  oath;  8,  Acting  treacherously  to 
the  colony  of  Connecticut;  0,  Usurping  au- 
thority upon  pretence  of  a  commission;  and  10, 
Calumniating  a  commissioned  officer  with  the 
charge  of  villanous  and  fcloniouii  practices. 
Ho  was  therefore  sentenced  to  pay  a  fine  of 
2S01.,  to  be  imprisoned  during  tlio  pleasure  of 
the  court,  and  to  give  5001.  bondrt  for  future 
good  behavior.  Before  July,  he  had  escaped 
from  prison  and  returned  to  Long  Island,  where, 
in  the  latter  part  of  August,  he  joined  the  En- 
glish forces  under  Col.  Richard  Nieolls  before 
New  Amsterdam,  with  his  own  company  of 
horse  and  foot.  On  the  11th  of  September, 
wishing  to  return  to  his  residence  at  Ashford 
on  the  island,  but  fearing  another  arrest  from 
Connecticut,  he  requested  and  obtained  from 
Kicolls  a  passport  which  protected  him  from 
interfereni*«. 

On  the  18th  of  January,  1665,  his  name  ap- 
pears as  attorney  in  a  trial  at  Jamaica ;  and 
again  on  the  1st  of  March  in  a  trial  at  Hemp- 
stead. On  February  1st  the  secretary  of  Con- 
necticut wrote  to  Coll.  Nieolls,  "  that  Mr.  John 
Scott  according  to  his  wonted  course  is  agayne 
making  disturbance  amongst  the  people  of 
Setawkett,  by  laboring  to  deprive  the  people  of 
that  place  of  the  land  expedient  for  their  sub- 
sistance."  This  complaint  was  followed  by  an 
order  of  the  General  Meeting  at  Hempstead 
held  in  March,  1665,  "  wherein  Capt.  John  Scott 
was  obliged  to  bring  in  at  the  General  Court  of 
Assizes  following  a  certain  deed  or  writing 
called  by  the  said  CapL  Scott  a  Perpetuity  with 
the  King's  Picture  on  it,  and  a  great  yellow  wax 
seale  affix't  to  it,  which  hee  verv  frequently 
shew'd  to  divers  persons  and  deceived  many 
therewith."  Before  the  court  met,  however, 
Scott  became  alarmed  at  the  prospect  of  his 
forgeries  being  exposed,  and  deserting  his  wife 
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and  child,  he  fled  to  Barbados.  On  the  4th  of 
October,  1606,  ColL  Nieolls  issued  a  special  war. 
rant  to  the  high  sheriflT  to  seise  and  confiscate 
all  "  Lands,  Goods  or  Chattells  the  said  Capt. 
John  Scott  hath  any  right  or  pretense  unto 
within  this  government."  At  this  period  it  is 
related  that  Scott's  mother  "lived  miserable 
poore  in  this  Government,  a  poor  bankrupt 
miller*s  wife  till  very  lately,  even  next  unto 
want  and  beggary,  scarcely  ever  looked  at  or 
acknowledged  by  her  son  in  his  grandeur  here, 
or  f  ver  remembered  by  him,  by  letter,  token  or 
recommendation.*'  On  the  24th  of  October, 
Coll.  Nieolls  wrote  to  Secretary  Morrice,that 
"  formerly  the  very  Originall  of  Mr.  Maverick's 
petieon  to  the  King  Sc  bouncell  (concerning  the 
Ma-snachusctts  Colony)  was  stolen  out  of  the 
Lord  Arlington's  Office  in  Whitehall  by  one 
Captaine  John  Scott  and  delivered  to  Governor 
and  Councell  at  Boston ;  This  I  affirms  posi- 
tively to  bee  true,  though  when  I  question'd 
Scott  upon  the  matter,  hee  said  a  Clarke  of  Mr. 
Williamsons  gave  it  him.  This  same  Scott  by 
a  pretended  seale  affixed  to  a  writing  in  which 
was  the  King's  picture  drawne  iKith  apeu  or 
bUck  lea«t,  with  his  Mj^esties  hand  Charles  B. 
snd  subsign'd  Henry  Bonnet,  hath  horribly 
abus'd  His  Mafjestios  honor  in  the.se  parts,  and 
fludd  out  of  the  Country  to  Barbadoes.  My 
Lord  Willoughby  sent  me  word  that  hee  would 
send  the  said  Scott  prisoner  into  England  upon 
this  account  and  therefore  I  thought  fltt  to  give 
you  this  inrormation  agsiust  him,  that  such  fel- 
lowes  may  have  some  marke  of  Infamy  put  upon 
them."  In  another  letter  of  NicoUs, written  to 
the  Duke  of  York,  he  gave  an  account  of  "CapL 
Scott  who  was  home  to  works  roischiefe  as 
farre  as  hee  is  credited  or  his  parts  serve  him. 
This  Scott  (it  seems)  aim'd  at  the  same  patent 
which  Your  Royal  Highress  hath,  and  hath 
since  given  words  out  that  hee  had  ii^ary  done 
him  by  Your  Iloyal  Highness,  whereupon  he 
contriv'd  and  betrayed  my  Lord  Berkely  and 
Sir  G.  Carterett  into  a  designe  (contrary  to 
their  knowledge)  of  ruining  all  the  hopes  of 
increase  in  this  Your  R.  Highness  territory, 
which  hee  hath  fully  compleated,  unless  Your 
Koyal  Highness  take  farther  order  herein." 
'  After  Scott's  flight  to  Barbados,  he  obtained 

a  commission  as  Captain,  and  was  engaged  in 
fighting  against  the  Dutch  in  Tobago.  In  1667 
he  returned  to  England,  and  tnrough  the  influ- 
ence of  his  friends,  who  considered  him  "a  very 
useful  rogue,"  was  appointed  geographer  to  the 
king,  August  29th,  1668.  This  position  he  did 
not  hold  long,  for  Coll.  Nieolls,  on  his  return  to 
London  soon  after,  told  the  king,  the  queen,  and 
the  duke  enough  about  Scott  to  make  the  latter 
"forsake  Whitehall."  He  next  appeared  on 
the  continent,  and  about  the  year  1672  was 
detected  in  taking  sketches  of  tho  fortifications 
of  Bruges,  and  ordered  to  leave  the  town  within 
twenty-foul-  Iinur:».  In  1673  and  1674  he  was  in 
the  service  of  the  Dutch  in  Holland  as  mi^or 
and  afterwards  as  colonel.    In  1678  he  returned 
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Hbewing  them  |  How  to  improve  their 
natural  Reaaon,  To  know  |  tbe  Troe 
0«d,  and  tbe  trae  ChriitiuD  Beligioo.

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itanis  of  Lynn,  "fiodiog  themselTes  strait- 
ened "  in  their  town,  bad  determined  to  form  a 
new  settlement  elsewhere.  They  therefore 
organised  a  new  church,  over  which  Mr.  Pier- 
son  was  installed  as  minister  in  NoTember  of 
the  same  year.  In  the  following  December 
they  remoTed  to  the  southeast  shore  of  Lung 
Island,  and  began  a  new  town  at  Southampton. 
Mr.  Pierson  remained  there  about  four  years, 
until  the  place  was  brought  under  the  Jurisdic- 
tion of  Connecticut  in  1644,  when,  being  dissat- 
isfied with  the  consequent  change  In  sqme  of 
the  laws  relating  to  church  government,  he 
removed  with  a  portion  of  his  congregation  to 
Branford,  in  New  Haven  Colony,  where  a  new 
settlement  had  already  been  made.  There  he 
organized  another  church,  over  which  he  offici- 
ated for  more  than  twenty  years. 

In  that  neighborhood,  and  westward  along 
the  northern  shore  of  Long  Island  Sound,  were 
the  settlements  of  the  savsges  whom  Mr. 
Pierson  undertook  to  Christiani7«  some  years 
later.  The  Quiripi.or  "long  water*'  Indians, 
as  the  natives  of  "these  southwest  parts"  are 
called  by  Br.  J.  Hammond  Trumbull,  spoke  a 
"dialect  having  a^plaoe  between  the  dialects 
of  Massachusetts,  ifcrragansett,  snd  eastern 
Connecticut,  and  those  of  the  Middle  States ; 
showing  nearer  affinity  than  other  New  Eng- 
land dialects  to  the  (true)  Delawares  or  Renapi 
of  New  Sweden."  The  names  Quinnipiac  and 
QuiUipiao,  which  also  belonged  to  places  near 
New  Haven, and  signified  "long-water  Isnd" 
or  country,  are  thus  explained  by  Dr.  Trum- 
boll :  "  In  the  Mohegan  and  Narraganset  dia- 
lects, the  first  syllable  was  pronounced,  quin;  by 
the  Conn,  river  Indians,  guil;  and  by  the 
Indiana  west  of  the  *l9ng  water, '^uir."  The 
earliest  reference  to  Mr.  Pierson 's  work  among 
them  appears  to  be  in  a  letter  from  the  Com- 
missioners of  the  United  Colonies  to  the  Corpo- 
ration in  England,  dated  at  New  Haven,  Sep- 
tember 10th,  1651,  in  which  they  wrote  that 
**Mr.  Leweridge,  Mr.  Blinmao,  Mr.  Person  &c. 
are  studying  the  language  that  they  may 
the  better  treat  with  them  conseming  the 
thinges  of  thelre  peace."  In  another  letter, 
dated  September  12th  of  the  same  year,  auid 
addressed  to  Mr.  Eliot,  they  wrote:  "  Mr.  Hig- 
genson  haUi  spent  som  time  formerly  about  the 
Indian  language  and  Mr.  Peirson  hath  done  the 
like  and  contineweth  with  much  serinsnes 
therin."  In  September,  1653,  Mr.  Rawson  was 
ordered  by  the  Commissioners  "to  pay  Mr. 
Pearson  of  Braynford  wiUiin  Newhanen  Juris- 
diction the  summe  of  tweloe  pound  towards 
his  Charge  and  paines  in  flting  himselfe  to 
teache  the  Indians;"  and  in  September,  1654,  it 
WBs  "agreed  that  Mr.  Pierson  for  his  paines 
and  Charges  and  flting  himselfe  for  the  Indian 
Worke  shalbee  paled  fifteen  ponnds  oat  of  the 
Corporation  atocke." 

The  Commlsaioners  wrote  to  the  Corporation 
In  London,  September  26th,  1664,  in  reference  to 
Ifr.  Bitot's  work  among  the  Indians,  aa  follows:

"  one  Catt»chesme  la  alreddy  printed  and  M' 
Person  is  preparing  another  to  sute  these 
southwest  ptes  where  the  languigediflTers  fh>m 
theires  who  Hue  about  the  Massachenesetts." 
At  their  meeting  in  New  Plymouth  two  years 
later,  in  September,  1656,  "A  letter  from  M' 
Pearson  of  Braroford  dated  the  25^  August 
last  was  read  and  some  pte  of  a  Cattichisme  by 
him  fhimed  and  propounded  to  convince  the 
Indians  by  the  light  of  Nsture  &  Reason  that 
there  is  onely  one  Ood  who  hath  made  and 
Gou'neth  all  thinges  &o  was  considered  and 
the  Commissioners  advised  that  it  bee  pfected 
and  turned  into  the  Narragansett  or  Pequott 
language  that  it  may  bee  the  better  vnderstood 
by  the  Indians  in  all  ptes  of  the  Countrey  and 
for  that  purpose  they  spake  with  and  desired 
Tho :  Stanton  to  aduise  with  M'  Pearson  about 
a  fitt  Season  to  meet  and  Translate  the  same 
accordingly  without  any  vnessesary  delay  that 
it  may  beo  fltttd  for  and  sent  to  the  press  and 
they  promised  him  due  Satisfaction  for  his  time 
and  paines ;  it  was  agreed  that  M'  Pearson  bee 
allowed  fifteen  ponnds  for  his  paines  bee  shall 
take  in  this  worke  the  yeare  Insuing."  The 
catechism  wss  completed  and  a  copy  transcribed 
for  the  press  before  tho  next  meeting  of  the 
Commissioners  in  September,  1667,  when  they 
wrote  to  the  Corporatloc  on  the  10th  of  that 
month,  that "  wee  hsve  alsoe  Improued  his  [Mr. 
Stanton's]  skiU  in  healping  M'  Person  an  able 
and  vsefnll  Instrument  for  other  Indians  sperit- 
nall  good  in  Translateing  a  Catichisme  M' 
Person  hath  made  for  thelre  vse  and  Instruc- 
tion and  as  the  account  will  shew  haoe  giuen 
him  a  suitable  allowance;  .  .  .  wee  haue 
alsoe  sent  yon  .  .  .  M'  Persons  Catta- 
chisme;  which  wee  bane  desired  M'  Ince  to 
Transcribe  whome  you  may  please  to  Iroprone 
to  overlooke  the  presse  to  preuent  mistakes 
especially  of  the  Indian  wee  desire  the  worke 
may  bee  expedated  and  that  1500  Coppies  bee 
sent  hither  to  vs  by  the  first  oppertunitie.** 
This  catechism,  however,  never  reached  Eng* 
land,  as  the  ship  which  carried  it  was  lost  at  sea 
with  all  on  bosrd.  The  Corporation  replied  to 
the  Com  m  issiouers,  A  pril  30, 1 658 :  "  A  s  for  Mr. 
Person  wee  ooncure  with  you  concerning  his 
fltnes  and  Abillitie  for  the  Indians  speritnall 
good ;  and  for  the  Gattichismes  mencioned  in 
youer  letter  of  his  Composing  for  theire  vse  and 
Instruction  which  wee  should  haue  taken  care 
to  haue  printed  according  to  your  Desire  and 
should  haue  sent  oner  the  number  mencioned  in 
youer  letter  but  wee  feare  it  is  miscarry ed  being 
sent  as  wee  vnderstand  In.  Mr.  Garretta  shipp 
which  is  yett  mising ;  and  therfore  wee  Intreat 
yon  to  send  It  oner  by  the  first  oppertunitie."  On 
the  16th  of  September,  1658,  theCommisstonera 
wrote  to  the  Corporation  that  **  Mr  Person  wee 
heare  Is  repairing  hisCatichUme  for  the  presse 
and  is  expected  beer  ouery  day;  wee  hope  to 
send  it  yoa  by  the  next  together  with  this 
yeares  actes  which  aa  yett  wee  haue  not  had 
time  to  perfect ;"  and  again  in  a  letter  dated 
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from  Boston,  September  22d,  I058|  they  added: 
"  By  our  Uat  of  the  16th  Instaot  wee  eertifyed 
you  of  our  pnrpoite  to  send  Mr.  Pertone  Catf* 
chiAme  by  the  first  oppertanilio  to  bee  printed 
in  En;;laiid  siuco  wblch  time  it  is  come  to  our 
hands  but  vpon  farther  consideration  in  repcard 
of  the  hazard  of  seuding  and  difflcoltie  of  tme 
printing  it  without  a  flit  ouerseer  of  the  presse 
by  one  skillHl  in  the  lauj^nAff®  ^^  haue  chosen 
rather  to  liaue  it  printed  bc^r  and  accordingly 
haui>  taken  order  for  the  same  and  hope  it  wll* 
bee  finitluMl  within  three  monthes." 

I'he  printing  wan  not  begun,  probably,  antil 
two  or  tliree  months  later,  as  only  the  first 
sheet  ( sixteen  pages,  inolnding  the  title)  had 
been  "wrought  otf  from  the  presse  "  of  Sam- 
uel Green  at  Cambridge,  when  the  ship  by 
which  a  specimen  was  sent  to  England  sailed 
from  Boston  at  the  end  of  December  of  the 
same  year.  This  specimen  sheet  was  reprinted 
for  the  ( 'or)K>ration  in  their  reiiort  entitled  "A 
further  Accompt  of  the  Pmgresse  of  the  Gos- 
pel amongHt  the  Indians  in  New-England," 
which  was  published  in  London  before  Kay, 
1659.  Although  the  title  of  the  Cambridge 
edition  is  dated  1658.  tlie  impfession  of  the 
catechism  was  not  finisheil  unUl  the  autumn  or 
winter  of  the  following  year.  On  the  ith  of 
If  ay,  1650.  the  Corporation  wrote  to  the  Com* 
missiouers:  "  Cunseming  youer  printing  Mr. 
reirvoiiH  CatichiHme  iu  the  Indian  language  in 
New  Ku  gland  wee  concuir  with  youer  Jndg- 
mentH  tU«Tein  Conceivciug  you  baue  ordered  it 
for  till-  bfrit :  in  regiinl  that  mich  errors  as  may 
bee  coiuitiMt  iu  printing  the  same  wilbee  the 
betti-r  rnrn-rti-d  theiv  »btn  they  would  beer; 
.  .  .  wi  e  hiiue  tliought  giNNl  to  print  youer 
laKt  letti-r  with  two  uthvr  b-tleri*  receiued  from 
Mr.  Knilinit  and  Mr.  Klliott:  as  ali*o  the  In- 
dians rxlioitatitmrt  and  the  sheet  of  Catiehittnio 
ci)nii>«»sed  by  Mr.  Pierrtou  all  which  are  printed 
for  publicko  satiHfaction."  To  thirt  letter  the 
Coniniiitrtioiiers  leplied  t'roui  Hartford.  S4-ptem- 
l)er  7tli,  1059:  "  we  haue  ordi;nil  Mr.  Viiher  to 
send  you  Ut\t\  C<)p>eN  of  Mr.  IVirsons  Catti- 
rhirttne  it'  tiniithtd  bi-fore  the  shipe:*  Hctt  saylc; 
but  feare  by  rrason  of  Mr.  PieritouA  sickues 
the  wnrk«'  may  haue  biu  retard<>d;  and  we  and 
you  HulliT  a  dii»a]Kiintment :  but  wee  shall  eu 
deauur  by  the  next  to  satinfy  youer  expecta- 
tioDH  tlieriu."  In  the  account  of  charges  nent 
t^ith  tins  letter,  was  one  item  of  401.,  "To 
Mr.  Grt-en  for  printing  the  rsalmes  and  Mr. 
PiertHinH  Catichiitni*'."  At  the  niofting  held  in 
New  Haven  in  September.  1660.  it  was  resolved 
that  "The  Cuniirtsioners  for  the  Massachu- 
settH  ar(>  desired  and  Iuii>owere«l  to  acconmpt 
with  Mr.  <  rreeu  for  the  forty  p^muds  payed  him 
tlie  l.ir*t  yi'are  on  account  for  printing  Mr.  l*eir- 
8on!«  <:atta<-hi-«n)eandthersalnies."  The  treas- 
urer's account  of  "Indian  stocke"  submitted 
at  their  nt'Xt  meeting  at  Plymouth  in  Septem- 
ber, 1661,  containeil  an  entry  of  6J.,  "Item  bj- 
ilisrount  Mith  Mr.  Green  oucrpaied  on  account 
of  printing    Mr.  Peirsons    Catechisme."    The

preaent  knowledge  of  tho  Ihet  that  tkia  Mil'

To  the  new  town  Mr.  Pieraon  aad  hit 
congregation  lemoTed,  probably  In  Jane.  lOST. 
and  there  he  renuined  aa  the  ftrat  minisicr  sf 
the  new  church  until  hia  death,  ▲ngust  Hk, 
1678.  Hewaasoeoeededin  theminiatcylvhii 
son,  Abraham  Pieraon,  Junior,  who  baii  bees 
his  assistant  since  lOOB,  and  who  aflarwaids 
became  the  first  rector  of  Yale  College,  in  Coa- 
necticut,  where  he  died  in  1707.  After  Mr. 
Piersou's  remoral  from  Branford.  Mr.  James 
Fitch,  senior,  tlie  pastor  of  the  church  at  Nor- 
wich. "  having  gained  some  understanding  in 
the  Indian  language."  preached  to  the  Indian! 
who  lived  near  biuh  In  a  letter  to  Daniel 
Gookin..  dated  November  20th.  1074.  he  wrote  of 
the  result  of  Mr.  Pierson's  labors  as  follows: 
"Concerning  the  Indians  in  this  colony  and  st 
Long  Island,  I  cannot  understand  that  tbev 
have  any  inclination  to  learn  the  knowledge  of 
God :  but  when  Mr.  Pierson  did  frequently  try. 
iu  the  several  plantations  in  this  colony,  thej 
did  generally  show  an  averseness,  yea  a  per- 
verse contempt  of  the  word  of  God :  and  at 
present  they  will  not  yield  to  any  aettled  hear- 
ing or  attendance  upon  tho  miniatry  of  the 
word."

These  manaocripts  were  formerly  io  posses- 
sion of  the  Smithsonian  Institution,  lator  trans- 
ferred to  the  Bureau  of  Ethnology,  and  finally 
returned  to  the  author  at  hia  request. 

Albert  Pike,  lawyer,  bom  in  Boston,  Mass., 
December  20, 1809,  andeotored  Harvard  in  1826. 
In  Aaguat,  1831,  he  accompanied  a  caravan  of 
ten  wagona  from  St.  Louia  to  Santa  F6,  where 
he  remained  nntil  September,  1832,  then  went 
down  the  Pecos  Biver  and  into  the  Staked  Plain, 
then  to  the  head-wators  of  the  Brazos.  Finally 
Pike,  with  four  others,  left  the  company,  and 
reaohed  Fort  Smith,  Ark.,  in  December.  In 
1833  he  became  aaaociato  editor  of  the  **Ar- 
kanaaa  Advocate."  During  the  Mexican  war 
he  commanded  a  aquadron  in  the  regiment  of 
Arkanaas  mounted  volanteera  in  l846-'47.  At 
the  beginning  of  the  civil  war  he  became  Con- 
federate commiaaioner,  negotiating  treaties  of 
amity  and  alliance  with  several  Indian  tribes. 
While  thus  engaged  he  was  ap]>ointed  briga- 
dier-general, and  organized  bodiea  of  Indiana, 
with  which  he  took  part  in  the  battlea  of  Pea 
Bidge  and  Elkhom.  In  1868  be  removed  to 
WaahingtoD,  D.  C,  where  he  practiced  his  pro- 
feaaioh  in  the  aupreme  and  district  courts.  He 
retired  4n  1880,  and  has  since  devoted  hia  atten- 
tion to  literature  and  Freemaaonry. — AppUton't 
Oyelop,  dif  Am.  Biog.

Mr.  John  W.  Jordan,  of  the  Pennsylvania 
Historical  Society,  who  has  interested  himself 
in  the  Moravian  missionaries  and  their  works, 
writes  me  as  follows :  "I  examined  the  Bethle- 
hem diary  for  the  year  1745,  and  nnder  date  of 
September  18th  it  is  recorded  that  the  first 
translation  of  hymns  (two)  into  Mohican,  made 
by  Rev.  J.  C.  Pyrla^ns,  'appeared  to-day.*  They 
were  revised  by  the  convert  John,  a  Mohican 
from  Shecomeco.  Prior  to  this  date  Pyrlseus 
had  studied  Mohican  as  well  as  Mohawk.  From 
the  writing  of  the  record  I  am  led  to  believe 
that  these  translated  hymns  were  printed  in 
slips  either  by  Franklin  or  Saur.  I  am  not 
able  to  verify  this  by  the  record,  unfortunately. 

"  The  Moravian  Indians  who  were  sojourning 
at  Bethlehem,  Pa.,  in  1745-'46  caused  Pyrlwua 
tobefdn  the  translation  of  hymns  for  a  Mohican 
hymn  book,  to  which  other  Moravians  contrib- 
uted—J.  Martin  Mack,  David  Bruce,  and  O.

"Jno.  Christopher  Pyrlfens,  the  Mohawk 
scholar,  was  bom  at  Pansa,Yoigtland,  in  1713.

Here  he  became 
attached  to  the  Brethren,  visited  Hermhut, 
and  accepted  an  appointment  as  missionary.

"This  translatio  I  was  made  by  John  Qnio- 
ney  and  Capt.  Hendrick,  who  received  their 
[tic]   commission  from  GMiaral  Washington." 

Mr.  Brinley*s  copy  (no.  5691),  bound  with  two 
other  tracts,  sold  for  $24.  and  is  now  in  the 
Lenox  Library.  Another  copy  has  since  been 
offered  for  sale  for  $50. 

John  Qn  nney,  to  whom  this  translation  is 
attributed,  was  an  Indian  of  the  Moheaknnnnk 
or  Stockbridge  tribe  who  lived  about  the  mid- 
dle of  the  eighteenth  century.  He  was  prob- 
ably  an  assistant  or  interpreter  to  Bev.John 
Sergeant  the  elder,  missionary  at  Stockbridge 
from  1735  to  1749,  whom  he  perhaps  aided  in 
translating  prayers  and  other  worka  into  the 
Indian  language.  Nothing  has  boen  learned  of 
his  personal  history ;  but  his  descendants  were 
prominent  in  the  later  history  of  the  tribe. 

His  son  Joseph  Quinney,  whose  name  is  also 
spelled  Quan-au-kaunt  or  Quinequaun  ,  was 
town  constable  in  1765;  and  in  1777,  after  the 
death  of  the  sachem  Solumon  Unhaun-nan- 
waun  nutt,  he  waa  made  chief  of  the  Mohea. 
kunnuk  nation.  Another  Jkiseph  Quinney.  per- 
haps a  son  of  the  former,  was  chosen  deacon  of 
the  New  Stockbridge  church  in  1817 ;  and  in 
the  following  year  was  one  of  the  leaders  in  the 
emigration  of  his  people  from  the  state  of  New 
York  to  a  new  home  in  the  west.  John  W. 
Quinney,  Iwrn  in  1797,  and  educated  at  York- 
town,  Westchester  County,  N.  Y.,  was  chief  of 
the  tribe  in  1819-52,  while  residing  on  Lake 
Winnebago  in  Wisconsin. 

The  translation  of  the  AfenMy't  Catechigm 
was  probably  made  by  John  Quinney  uuder  the 
supervision  of  the  elder  Mr.  Ser<;eaut.  Accord- 
ing to  the  Indian  tradition,  as  pr«ser>'ed  by  Mr. 
Schoolcrart  in  his  BibliographietU  Catalogue 
(1849),  no.  63,  it  *'is  understood  to  have  been 
done  prior  to  the  American  Revolution,  while 
this  tribe  dwelt  at  Stockbridge,  Mass.,  on  the 
Housatonic  River." 

From  this  it  may  be  inferred  that  there  waa 
an  earlier  edition  printed,  of  which  no  copy  has 
been  r>und.  However  that  may  be,  the  work 
must  have  been  thoroughly  revised  afterwards, 
and  the  spoiling  changed  to  agree  with  the  lan- 
guage as  written  in  1795.  This  is  evident  from 
the  fact  that  Dr.  WaiWt  Shorter  Cateehitmfar 
Children^  as  printed  on  pp.  27-31,  is  certainly  a 
revision  of  Mr.  Sergeant's  translation  made  be- 
fore 1749.  although  it  differs  considerably  in  the 
or.hography,  and  occasionally  in  the  wording, 
fh>m  that  version  as  printed  on  pp.  8-15  of  the 
first  part  of  Mr.  Sergeant's  prayers. 

The  edition  described  above  was  printed  for 
the  use  of  the  Moheakunnuk  Indians,  after  they 
had  removed  from  Stockbridge,  Mass.,  to  New 
Stockbridge,  N.  Y.  It  w^s  published  without 
doubt  at  the  instance  of  Rev.  John  Sergeant  the 
yonnger,  who  also  understood  the  language,  and 
who  had  been  minister  of  the  Indian  church 
since  1775.

peared  like  ri»yalty.'"  He  was  ofliu  employe 
as  interpreter;  and  in  this  capacity  his  "  stron 
memory,  his  clear,  lucid  manner,  and  bis  min

illnmlDiKl  face,'* as  he  conveyed  the  tboof  htaof 
a  preacher  to  his  people,  are  bighly  praised.

Acconling  to  a  common  cust4iui  in  tbe  tribe.  L* 
droppetl  the  Indian  name  Aupaumnt.  and  wu 
known  as  Capt.  Hendrick.

•  Jones  s  Stockbndge,  pp.  110, 120.) 

He  proliably  received  bis  commission  as  Cap- 
t  iin  from  General  Washington  during  the  nr^- 
liitionar>'  war.  In  1777,  when  Joseph  QiiinDer 
l>ecame  sai'liem,  he  made  Hendrick  one  of  his 
couutfelors.  In  1785  the  trilie  removed  from 
Stockbridge,  Mass.,  to  a  tract  of  laud  six  milt-t 
H<iuare.  given  to  them  by  the  Oneiila  Indiau. 
sitnated  in  what  is  now  Madison  County.  Nct 
York.  There  they  built  the  village  of  Xev 
,        Stockbridge. 

Capt.  Hendrick  is  mentioned  by  Rev.  Mr. 
Kirkland,  in  a  letter  to  General  Knox«  dated 
April  22,  1791,  as  "  one  of  tbe  chiefs  of  the 
Stoi'kbridge  tribe."  "As  yon  are  in  a  measnre 
a  stranger  to  Captain  Hendrick,*'  he  contiiines. 
*'  allow  me  to  say,  from  long  personal  aci|uaiut- 
anec  with  him,  that  he  is  very  little  inferior  to 
Cornplanter,  who  himself  has  a  high  esteem  fer 
tlie  Stockbridge  chief."  In  1792  tbe  Indians  of 
New  Stockbridge  and  their  neighbors  of  the  Six 
Nations  were  invited  to  Philadelphia  by  Pn  ••:- 
dent  Washington, "  that  measures  might  be  e-u-

\\  1m  n  the  .'^toekbridges  and  Delawares  were  s.)- 
liiit'd  by  Ti'Onni.<»eh  and  his  b'other.  tbe 
I'loph-t,  t«>  join  them  in  a  ba-jue  again.st  the 
w  hite^«,  the  advice  and  exertions  of  Capt.  Hen- 
drick kept  them  ahmf.  In  the  war  with  llreat 
liritain  whi<-h  soon  followed,  ho  joined  the

Qniimey  (J.)  and  Aiipaiimiit(H.)^Con. 
Hendrick,  howerer,  reiiiain«d  behind  until  Sep- 
tember, 1829,  when  he  too  remove<*  to  Qreen  Bay 
with  his  family.  The  date  of  his  tiaath  has  not 
been  aacertained,  bat  it  probably  Happened  not 
long  after. 

Daring  his  residence  at  New  Stockbridge, 
Capt  Hendrick  eompUed  and  wrote  in  English 
the  traditional  history  of  the  "  If  oh-he  con-nak 
Nation.**  Some  fragments  of  this  carioas  and 
interesting  work  have  been  preserved  in  Dr. 
Dwigbt's  Travelt  (New  Haven,  1821-22),  and  in 
Jones's  8tockbridg4  (Springfield,  1854). 

After  the  death  of  Solomon  Aapanmot,  abont 
the  year  1823,  John  Metozin  was  made  sachem, 
which  office  he  held  for  a  dozen  or  more  years. 
In  1833  and  1834,  by  treaty  with  the  goremment, 
the  Stockbridge  Indiana  were  obliged  to  re- 
more  firom  the  Fox  Biver  to  the  east  side  of 
Lake  Winnebago,  whei«  the  body  of  the  tribe 
remained  until  the  present  reservation  was  se- 
lected for  them  abont  seven  miles  west  of  Ke- 
thena,  Shawano  Connty,  Wisconsin.  In  1839,  a 
company  of  seventy  or  eighty  individuals  sep- 
arated firom  the  tribe  and  emigrated  to  lands 
•et  apart  for  the  Delaware  Indians,  five  miles 
below  Fort  Leaven  WOTth,  on  the  Hissonri  River. 
In  liay,  1851,  the  tribe  nambered  23ft,  including

the  little  colony  in  Missoari,  which  had  beoom# 
redoced  to  twenty-fi  ve  or  thirty  persons.   Those^ 
who  had  become  citizenized  were  71.    At  that  ■ 
time  it  was  related  that* 'their  own  language  has  . 
gone  very  nearly  out  of  use  for  want  of  a  native^ 
literature,  and  the  English  only  is  taught. "    In 
1881  their  number  had  decreased  to  135. 

After  the  removal  from  New  York,  the  first 
missionary  who  visited  them  at'Green  Bay  was« 
Bev.  Jesse  Miner,  in  1827,  but  he  died  abont  two . 
years  later.    In  1829  Bev.  Cutting  Marsh  was. 
sent  to  them  as  minister,  and  Mr.  Jededfah* 
Stevens  and  his  wife  as  teachers.    In  1834,  Bev:^ 
Chauncey  Hall  and  Mrs.  Hall  Joined  the  mis- 
sion.   Mr.  Marsh  resigned  the  care  of  the  In- 
dian church  in  1849  to  Bev.  Jeremiah  Slinger- 
land,  who  was  a  native  of  the  tribe  and  the 
adopted  son  of  deacon  Joseph  Quinney.    Mr. 
Slingcrland  had  received  a  theological  educa- 
tion at  Bangor,  Maine.    He  waa  still  minister 
of  the  chnrch  on  the  Stockbridge  Indian  reser- 
vation in  1881.

"In  hunting  among  my  papers,  I  have  dis- 
covered a  manuscript  that  I  can  not  well  pass 
over  if  yon  wish  a  full  descriptive  catalogue  of 
auch  unpublished  manuscripts  as  are  in  my  pos- 
session referring  to  our  Indians  and  their  lan- 
guage.

"This  was  its  origin.  When  we  sent  the 
manuscript  of  the  Book  of  Psalms,  translated 
Into  Miomac,  to  the  British  and  Foreign  Bible 
Society,  it  occurred  to  them  to  inquire  whether 
it  had  been  translated  from  the  Hebrew  or  from 
the  English.  I  replied  that  I  had  translated 
directly  ttom  the  Hebrew,  and  that  while  I  had 
made  use  of  the  common  English  version  and 
others,  I  had  not  servilely  followed  it  or  any 
of  them,  but  that  my  version  varied  from  the 
English  in  a  good  many  places ;  I  did  not  know 
how  many.  Whereupon  I  was  directed  to  state 
all  the  cases  in  which  the  Micmac  diifered  frtnn 
the  English,  and  to  state  briefly  my  reasons.  I 
did  so.  Then  we  had  a  committee  of  our 
learned  divines  of  Halifkx  appointed  to  exam- 
ine my  paper,  over  which  ttiey  spent  a  good 
many  days.

Bey.  Silas  Tertius  Band  was  bom  in  King's 
County.  Koya  Scotia,  May  18, 1810.  Hia  study 
of  English  grammar  was  not  begun  until  ho 
had  reached  the  age  of  22.  In  April,  1834,  he 
entered  the  Baptist  seminary  at  Wolfrille, 
where  he  made  some  progress  in  Latin.  His 
stay  here  was  of  short  duration,  but  he  pushed 
forward  his  study  of  Latin  and  Greek  while 
working  at  his  trade— that  of  a  stonemason  and 
bricklayer— deyoting  all  his  leisure  momenta  to 
study.  That  same  summer  he  began  to  preach. 
He  again  attended  the  Wolfdlle  academy  a  few 
weeks  during  this  summer  (1834),  and  still 
again  a  few  weeks  some  years  subsequently. 
In  the  summer  of  1830  he  oommeneed  the  study 
of  Hebrew,  which,  together  with  that  of  Latin 
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and  Gnek,  bo  oontJaund  daring  ihm  fbUowfag 
winter  at  HaUfu.

coed  to  the  neigfabothood  of  ffantepoct>lfoTa 
Scotia,  and  Judge  of  its  eligibilUy  linr  the  pur- 
posecontemplated.

In  the  appendix  to  his  Euay  on  a  uniform 
orthography  /or  the  Indianlanguag^a,  Mr.  Pick- 
ering gives  the  following  description  of  the 
manascript  of  the  dictionary : 

"  The  volume  consists  of  two  parts,  the  yfr«t 
of  which  is  a  general  Dictionary  of  the  lan- 
guage in  French  and  Indian.  This  part  consists 
of  205  leaves  (as  they  are  nambered)  about 
one  qoarter  part  of  which  have  writing  upon 
both  aides,  and  the  remainder,  npon  one  side 
only.  The  pages  are  divided,  though  not  with 
regalarity  thronghoat.  into  two  columns;  the 
first  of  French,  and  the  second  of  Indian,  con- 
taining each  about  twentj  five  lines.  The 
teeond  part  of  the  volame  consists  of  twenty 
five  leaves,  almost  all  written  upon  both  sides, 
and  has  this  Latin  title— 'Pa  rficulrr.*  In  this 
part  the  Indian  words  are  placed  flri»t.  and  the 
anthor  gives  an  account  of  the  particles,  mak- 
ing his  explanations  sometimes  in  French  and 
sometimes  in  Latin. 

"  From  a  comparison  which  I  have  madt*  of 
several  words  of  the  language  now  spoken  by 
the  Penobeeot  Indians  (as  we  call  them)  who, 
at  the  present  time,  occupy  a  small  territory  on 
the  river  Penobscot,  it  appears  to  be,  as  we 
should  naturally  expect,  exactly  the  same  with 
that  of  BdU't  Dictionary.  A  few  years  ago 
one  page  of  this  Dictionary,  containing  the 
Indian  numerals,  was  published  in  our  ^laasa- 
chnsetts  Historical  Collections,  vol.  x,  p.  137 ; 
bat  a  very  natural  mistake,  either  of  the 
printer  or  of  the  transcriber,  ruuH  through  this 
extract,  in  constantly  printing  at:  instead  of 
an.  This  error  probably  arose  from  the  un- 
eommon  use  of  the  diieresia,  which  is  here  put 
over  a  consonant  (S)  instead  of  a  vowel  as  is 
the  practice  in  other  languages.  Rdle  seems  to 
have  used  thedieresis  thus  in  order  to  point  out 
when  the  letters  an  were  not  to  have  the  nasal 
•oand  which  thej  had  in  the  French  language."

"  Father  Rasles,  in  one  of  his  letters,  dated  at 
Nanranteouak  (Norridgewock)  the  12th  of  Oc* 
tobor,  1723,  and  published  in  the  Lettree  £di- 
Jiante*^  makes  th)  following  general  remarks 
upon  the  Indian  languages  and  his  mode  of 
studying  them : 

'"On  the  23d  of  July,  1680,  I  embarked  at 
Bochelle;  and  after  a  tolerably  good  voyage  of 
about  three  months,  I  arrived  at  Quebec  the 
13th  of  October  of  the  same  year.  I  at  once 
applied  myself  to  the  study  of  the  language  of 
our  savages.  It  is  very  difficult ;  for  it  is  not 
sufficient  to  study  the  words  and  their  meaning, 
and  to  acquire  a  stock  of  words  and  phrases, 
but  we  must  acquaint  ourselves  with  the  turn 
and  arrangement  of  them  as  used  by  the  sav- 
ages; which  can  only  be  attained  by  inter- 
course and  familiarity  with  thece  people. 

'"I  then  took  up  my  residence  in  a  vil-age of 
the  Abnaki  nation,  situated  iu  a  forest  which  is 
only  three  leagues  from  Quebec.  This  village 
was  inhabited  by  two  hundred  savages,  who 
were  almost  all  Christians.  Their  huts  were 
in  regular  order,  much  like  that  of  booses  in 
towns;  and  an  enclosure  of  high  and  close 
pickets  formed  a  kind  of  bulwark  which  pro> 
tected  them  ftx>m  the  incursions  of  their  en> 
emies.    .    .    . 

'*  'It  was  among  these  people,  who  pass  for 
tbe  least  rude  uf  all  our  savages,  that  I  went 
through  my  apprenticeship  as  a  miasionary. 
My  principal  occu^mtion  was  to  study  their  lan- 
guage. It  is  very  difficult  to  learn,  especially 
when  we  have  only  savages  for  our  teachers. 

•"They  have  several  letters  which  are 
sounded  wholly  fh>m  the  throat  without  any 
motion  of  the  lips ;  ou,  for  example,  is  one  of 
the  number,  and  in  writing,  we  denote  this  by 
the  figure  8,  in  order  to  distinguish  it  from 
other  characters.  I  used  to  spend  a  part  of  a 
day  in  their  huts  to  hear  them  talk.  It  was 
necessary  to  give  the  closest  attention,  in  order 
to  connect  what  they  said  and  to  ooi\iectnre 
their  meaning.  Sometimes  I  succeeded,  bat 
more  frequently  I  made  mistakes ;  because,  not 
having  been  trained  to  the  use  of  their  guttur- 
als, I  only  repeateil  parts  of  words,  and  thus 
famished  them  with  occasions  of  laughing  at 
me.  At  length,  after  five  months*  constant 
application,  I  accomplished  so  much  as  to  un- 
derstand all  their  terms;  but  that  waa  not 
enough  to  enable  me  to  express  myself  so  aa 
to  satisfy  their  taste. 

'"I  still  had  a  long  progress  to  make,  in  or- 
der to  master  the  turn  and  genius  of  their  lan- 
guage, which  are  altogether  different  from  the 
turn  and  genius  of  our  European  languages. 
In  order  to  save  time,  and  to  qualify  myself 
to  exercise  my  office.  I  selected  some  of  the  sav- 
ages, who  had  the  moat  intelligence  and  the  best 
style  of  speaking.  I  then  expressed  to  them 
in  my  rude  terms  some  of  tbe  articles  in  the 
catechism :  and  they  rendered  them  for  roe  with 
all  the  delicacy  of  expression  of  their  idiom  ; 
these  I  committed  to  writing  immediately,  and

"  Some  years  ago  I  gave  a  bibliogn^hical 
account  of  it,  which  was  published  in  the 
Memoirs  of  the  American  Academy,  as  an  Ap- 
pendix to  an  Essay  on  a  Uniform  Orthography 
for  the  Indian  Languages  of  North  America ; 
to  which  the  reader  Is  referred. 

**  This  Dictionary  is  now  printed  ftimi  the 
original  in  Father  Basles'  liand  writing,  and  with 
as  much  exactness  as  was  practicable.  His 
abbreviations  of  words  are  retained,  thougli,  in 
all  oases  where  an  unpraotised  reader  of  French 
or  Indian  would  beat  a  loss,  they  are  explained 
by  printing  the  abbreyiated  word  or  phrase  at 
full  length,  in  brackets,  immediately  after  the 
abbreviation. 

"  Lest  the  numerous  errors  of  orthography 
and  aooentuation  in  the  French  part  of  the 
work  should  be  ascribed  to  the  carelessness  or 
ignorance  of  the  Editor,  it  is  proper  to  apprize 
the  reader,  that  such  of  them  as  are  properly 
errors,  and  not  the  authorized  orthography  of 
the  age  when  Basles  compiled  his  work,  have 
been  suffered  to  remain,  from  a  desire  of 
scrupulously  following  the  manuscript. 

"It  should  be  forther  obeerved,  that  the  lead- 
ing words  of  each  article,  which  are  printed  in 
capitals  and  between  brackets,  have  been 
added  by  the  Editor,  in  order  to  lessen,  in  some 
degree,  the  ex  treme  inconvenience  which  would 
have  been  exjMrienced  in  using  the  work  with- 
out such  aid.

Sebastian  Bade,  French  missionary,  bom  in 
Dole,  France,  in  1888,  died  in  Norridgewock, 
Me.,  12  Aug.,  1724.  His  nsme  to  often  imprsp* 
eriy  spelled  Bsole,  Bale,  and  BA16.  After  cob< 
pleting  his  studies  in  IHJon,  he  became  n  Xesnilk 
and  taught  Greek  for  a  time  in  the  college  of 
the  society  at  Nimes.  At  hto  request  he  wss 
attached  in  1680  to  the  misaiona  of  Cnnada,  and 
sailing  from  La  BocheUe,  28  July,  he  landed  at 
Quebec  on  1 3  Oct.  After  having  charge  of  var- 
ious missions  [among  the  Hlinoto  at  Mlasiliaia- 
kinak,  etc.],  he  was  plaoed  in  charge  of  the 
station  of  Korridgewock,  on  Kennebec  Biver 
about  1895.  Here  he  mode  a  thorongh  study  of 
the  Abenaki  language.  In  the  winter  of  1708^ 
Capt.  HOton,  with  a  party  of  270  men,  indnding 
forty-five  New  Englanders,  surprised  Korridg^ 
week  and  bnmed  the  church,  but  Bade  oacap* 
ed  to  the  woods  with  hto  papera.  When  peace 
restored  in  1718  he  set  abont  bolldtog  i

oharch  at  Norridgewook.  In  January,  1723,  a 
iMuid  of  300  men,  under  Col.  Thomas  Weatbrook, 
sacoeeded  in  reaching  the  mission,  bamed  the 
ohnrch,  and  pillaged  Rasle's  cabin.  There  they 
fonnd  an  iron  box,  which  contained,  besides  his 
oon'espoDdence  with  the  aathorities  of  Qnebec, 
a  valnable  dictionary  of  the  Abenaki  language 
in  three  Tolnraea.  In  1724  a  pi^ty  of  208  men 
from  Fort  Richmond  surprised  Norridgewook 
in  the  night,  killed  several  Indians,  and  shot 
Rasle,  who  was  in  the  act  of  escaping,  at  the 
foot  of  the  mission  cross.  His  body  was  after* 
ward  mutilated  by  the  incensed  soldiery,  and 
left  without  burial :  but  when  the  Abenakis  re* 
turned  a  few  days  later,  they  buried  his  remains. 
In  1833  the  citizens  of  Norrldgewock  raised  a 
sQlMcription,  bought  an  acre  of  land  on  the  spot 
where  Kasle  feU,  and  erected  there  a  monument 
to  his  memory.— A|>pfeton't  Oydop.  of  Am, 
Biog.

In  addition  to  thene 
weekly  tasks,  he  was  at  the  pains  to  translate 
the  Confession  of  Faith  into  the  Xauset  lan- 
guage, for  the  edification  of  his  converts.  The 
book  was  printed,  and  many  years  ago  was  in 
the  possession  of  one  of  his  grand-daughters 
iMissSonioePaineJ."

The 
atory  of  the  way  in  which  the  dictionary  was 
written  ia  contained  in  a  manuscript  narrative 
written  by  my  grand&ther,  Thomas  Ridoat,  and 
containing  an  account  of  his  capture  by  the 
Shawanese  Indians  and  his  life  among  them 
during  the  spring  and  summer  of  1788.  I  quote 
his  own  words : 

"  *  I  had  by  this  time  acquired  a  tolerable 
knowledge  of  their  language,  and  began  to 
und«ratand  them,  aa  well  aa  to  make  myaelf 
intelligible. 

"*My  miatresa  loved  herdiah  of  Tea,  and 
with  the  tea  paper  I  made  a  book  stitched  with 
the  bark  of  a  tree,  and  with  yellow  ink  of 
hickory  aahea  mixed  with  a  little  water,  and  a 
pen  made  with  a  Turkey  quill,  I  wrote  down  the 
Indian  name  of  visible  ot^ects.  In  this  manner 
I  wrote  two  little  books,  which  I  carried  in  a 
pocket  torn  from  my  breeches  and  worn  around 
my  waist  tied  by  a  piece  of  Elm  Bark.' 

"One  of  these  little  boolu  I  enclose  to  you 
hj  vagisleied  letter,  hoping  it  may  not  be  lost 
Milfcewsy.

A  copy  boond  in  mottled  calf  was  sold  with 
the  library  of  Royal  Woodwanl,  Esq.,  of  Al- 
bany, at  New  York,  Decembers,  1881  (no.  1239), 
for  |21,  Mr.  Charles  L.  Woodward  being  the 
purchaser.  It  now  belongs  to  Mr.  John  B.  Dun- 
bar. In  the  Memorial  History  of  Boston^  vol.  I 
( 1880),  Dr.  Trumball  says :  "  I  know  ot  only  two 
copies:  one  in  the  library  of  the  Essex  Insti- 
tute, Salem,  the  other  belonging  to  Hon  Henry 
C.  Murphy,  of  Brooklyn,  N.  Y."  The  copy  here 
referred  to  as  in  Mr.  Murphy's  posHession  does 
not  appear  in  the  sale  catalogue  of  that  gentle- 
man's library,  which  was  sold  by  auction  at 
New  York,  in  March.  1884. 

1  hese  two  tfacts  in  the  Mohegan  or  Mohea- 
kunnuk  language  (15  and  23  pp.)  were  issued 
together,  stitohed  in  paper  covers,  without  title 
or  colophon.  They  were  first  identified  as  the 
work  of  Rev.  John  Sergeant  by  Dr.  J.  H.  Trum- 
bull, in  volume  1  of  the  MemorxcU  History  of 
Boston,  Boston,  1^80.  When  Dr.  Trumbull's 
easay  on  the  "Origin  and  Early  Progress  of  In- 
dian Missions  in  New  England  "  was  read  be- 
fore the  American  Antiquarian  Society  at  Wor- 
cester, in  October,  1873,  their  existence  appears 
to  have  been  unknown. 

In  the  sketch  of  Mr.  Sergeant'a  life  given  be- 
low it  is  stated  that  he  translated  these  pray- 
ers, cto.,  "by  the  Help  of  Interpreters.'*  One 
of  these  assistant  s  was  probably  John  Quinney, 
or  Qnannu-kauut,  whose  translation  of  the  As- 
sembly's  Shorter  Catechism  into  the  same  lan- 
guage was  printed  in  1795.  That  publication 
also  contains,  on  pp.  27-31.  a  reviniou  in  »1igbtiy 
di£ferent  orthography  of  Mr.  Si-rgeant's  version 
of  Dr.  Watts's  Shorter  Catechism  for  Children, 
first  printed  with  the  above  prayers.  Although 
the  Assembly's  Shorter  Catechism  is  not  includ- 
ed in  the  list  of  Mr.  Sergeant's  translations,  it 
is  probable  that  this  vcnion  of  it  was  originally 
prepart^  under  bin  Hupervision.  For  an  ac- 
count of  it  see  Quinney  (J.) 

John  Sergeant,  whoee  grandfather  was  one  of 
the  first  settlers  of  Newark,  New  Jersey,  in 
1606,  was  bom  in  that  town  in  1710.  A  few 
years  later  his  father  died,  and  his  mother  was 
marrietl  again  to  a  Cul.  John  (Joo})er.  By  an  acci- 
dent the  lad  was  deprived  of  the  use  of  one  of 
his  hands,  which  rendered  him  unfit  for  man- 
ual labor.  On  this  account  bin  stepfather  re- 
solved to  give  him  a  liberal  edueation.  In  Sep- 
tember, 1725,  John  was  sent  to  Yale  Collem  la 
New  Haven,  where  he  sndiw*^  ^ 
the  degree  of  B^ 
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Sergaant  (J.)*  the  eld«r — Contlniied.

At  this  tfane  tiie  MnhlMkanMk  or  llobe- 
gui  IndiAiis,  Mmmonly  called  the  Blver  In- 
dlAoe,  were  the  lerfMl  tribe  of  any  aear  the 
English  eettleaentetn  Kew  Tfagland.  They 
dwelt  moeUy  alone  the  eeetem  border  «f  Kew 
York;  partly  in  the  northweat  eomer  of  Con- 
nectient.  and  in  the  conthweet  part  of  Vaiaa 
ehoaetta,  on  Hooeatonnnk  rlTor. 

In  July,  17M,  propoaala  were  made  to  aead 
a  miaalonary  to  the  Indiana  of  the  laatrnamed 
place,  nnder  the  direction  of  the  Honorable 
CommiMioDen  for  Indian  AJhira  at  Beaton,  and 
at  the  ezpcnae  of  the  Sodetiy  for  the  propaflt- 
tion  of  the  foapel  in  foreifn  parte.  Mr.  8er^ 
geant  wae  alee  xeoommanded  aa  a  lit  peraon  to 
nndertake  the  work.  The  eonditlona  bavinc 
been  arranged,  be  wae  appolated  to  go  to  them 
in  the  following  Septembor,  at  a  aalary  of  1001. 
a  year.  In  October  and  Korember,  IIH,  and 
again  in  May,  ITBS,  he  made  two  preUminazy 
▼ieite  to  Honoatnnnnk.  and  preaebed  to  the  na- 
tiree  throns:h  an  interpreter.  Their  nomber, 
great  and  maD,  wae  then  ehort  of  fifty.  In 
Jnly,  178S,  on  the  termination  of  bio  oOoial  la- 
bora  at  the  college,  Mr.  Sergeant  detonnined 
""to  spend  the  Beet  of  the  Snmmer,  and  indeed 
of  hU  Life,  with  the  Indians."  On  the  tUt  of 
Angnst,  he  was  regularly  ordained  to  the  min- 
istry.  and  his  oaluy  ae  missionary  was  raised 
to  1501.  An  assistant,  Mr.  Timothy  Wood- 
bridge,  had  already  been  engaged  to  aid  him  in 
the  work  of  teaching  and  catechising. 

Mr.  Sergeant  now  commenced  his  missionary 
labors  at  Housatannak  in  earnest,  and  before 
the  close  of  the  year  bad  baptised  nearly  forty 
persons.  He  *  *  soon  became  sensible, "  Mr.  Hop- 
kins relates,  "  that  the  Method  he  was  at  first 
oblig'd  to  ose  of  instructing  the  Indians  by 
an  Interpreter,  would  not  answer  his  End." 
He  therefore  entered  upon  "  the  new  and  diffi- 
cult Study  of  their  Tongue,  and  proeecuted  it 
with  utmost  Application.  He  found  it,  upon 
Trial,  extreamly  difficult  to  learn,  being  entirely 
differeut  from  any  Lanj;uage  he  was  acquainted 
with ;  and  often  expressed  his  Fears,  that  he 
shuul'i  never  be  able  to  make  himself  Master  of 
it.'*  Perseverance,  however,  soon  brought  its 
reward.  By  the  middle  of  February,  1736,  be 
was  able  to  pray  with  the  Indians  in  their  own 
language.  In  March,  1736,  when  the  Indians 
went  on  their  annual  trip  into  the  woods  to 
make  maple  sugar,  Mr.  Sergeant  accompanied 
them  and  stayed  in  their  camp  six  weeks.  "I 
was  treated  very  well,*'  he  writes,  "  while  I  was 
with  them ;  and  learu'd  more  of  their  Manners, 
and  Language,  than  ever  I  had  before."  Dur- 
ing this  period  he  was  "  employ 'd,  in  the  Day 
Time,  in  teaching  the  Children  to  read:  and  in 
the  Evening  he  taught  the  Indians  to  sing,  in 
which  tbcy  took  great  Delight.  He  pray'd  with 
them  Morning  and  Eveninir.  in  their  own  Lan-

On  the  7th  of  Angnat^  17S7,  aeeordlac  to  Mr. 
Hopkins,  Mr.  Sergeant  began  to  preneh  ts  thi 
Indians  in  their  own  langnage,  **  bj  the  Asrfil* 
ance  of  an  Intsrpreter ;  who  aided  kiH  la  tho 
Translation  of  liia  Sermona.  And,  tn  absat 
two  Years  more,  by  oonstant  Uae^  be  obiaia*i 
an  exact  Pronanoiatlon  of  their  Tongas^  Ibi^ 
very  hard  to  gain:  so  that  the  Indians  woe 
wont  to  say,  Our  MUnUttr  ^pmUtt  omr  TanpMtt 
betUr  than  wc  owrsifaet  ean  de.*'  In  AagMi 
1 730,  he  was  married.  Kinecy  Indiana  attaainJ 
the  wedding,  and  conducted  theosaalrea  viih 
great  gravity  and  propriety. 

Besides  attending  to  hie  own  dharge  at  8t8ofc* 
bridge,  Mr.  Sergeant  visited  the  Indians  hi 
many  other  plaoee,  both  in  Conneetlent  aai 
Massachusetts.  In  May  and  JTana^  1741,  ho  b» 
dertook  a  missionary  Jonmey  to  the  Hlioaoasss 
on  Susquehanna  river,  and  alee  to  the  IMS' 
wares  on  Delaware  river,  tn  the  ptwinee  of 
Pennsylvania,  the  villagee  of  the  IbraMr  bolag 
about  220  mflea  distant  from  StoehbrUge.  Oa 
the  6th  of  May,  1743^  he  wrote  ooaoening  the 
progress  of  the  Indian  boya  In  their 
that  one  of  them  In  partlenlar  had 
ordinary  progreaa  In  hia  laaminft  and  ( 
tmly  pious,  and  had  b( 
able  to  him,  **  asaiatinff  Ub  la  hia! 
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Expositions  and  Application  <  of  the  Scrip- 
ture." In  1743  and  1744,  Mr.  David  Brainerd. 
the  young  missionary,  visited  Stockbridge  sev* 
eral  times,  for  the  purpose  of  studying  the 
Indian  language  with  Mr.  Sergeant. 

In  a  letter  dated  January  22,  1747,  Mr.  Ser- 
geant  wrote:  "It  is  now  a  little  more  than 
«leven  Years  since  I  was  first  settled  in  this 
Part  of  the  Country,  with  a  Design  to  proselite 
the  Indiana  to  the  Christian  Faith.  Having 
•pent  Part  of  the  foregoing  Year  with  them,  in 
two  Visits  I  made  them,  I  found  such  Encour- 
agement as  induced  me  to  devote  myself  to 
this  Service :  And  have  now,  with  a  great  deal 
of  Pains,  gain'd  such  an  Acquaintance  with 
their  barbarous  Language  as  to  converse  with 
them  in  it;  and  with  a  little  Assistance,  in  my 
Study,  from  an  Interpreter,  to  preach  to  them, 
and  to  read  Prayers,  which  I  have  composed 
for  the  publick  Worship,  which  they  attend  as 
constantly  as  People  generally  do  in  English 
Assemblies.  Their  Language  is  extreamly 
hard  to  learn,  and  perhaps  I  shall  never  be  a 
thoro'  Master  of  it ;  there  never  having  been 
any  European  that  ever  was,  except  one  or 
two,  and  they  learn'd  it  when  they  were  Child- 
ren. But  the  young  People  among  them  learn 
English  well;  most  of  them  in  this  Place  un* 
derstand  a  great  deal  of  it,  and  some  speak  it 
freely  tc  correctly.  There  are  many  that  can 
read  English  well,  and  some  are  able  to  write. 
When  I  came  into  these  Parts  first  they  were 
much  dispersed,  four  or  five  Families  in  a 
Place,  and  often  moving  ftoro  Place  to  Place. 
They  are  now  gathered  together  at  this  Place, 
and  are  much  more  fixed  than  they  used  to  be. 
Instead  of  their  Bark  Hutts,  they  own  seven- 
teen English  Houses,  fifteen  of  which  they 
have  built  themselves  at  their  own  Cost,  and 
some  of  them  are  comfortably  f  umisbod  with 
Household  Stuff.  There  were  in  this  Place  but 
eight  or  ten  Families  when  I  first  came,  we  now 
reckon  near  Fifty  besides  old  Peopled  transient 
young  Persons." 

As  Mr.  Sergeant  had  a  mixed  auditory,  "he 
was  obliged, "as  Mr.  Hopkins  relates,  "on each 
Part  of  every  Lord's-Day,  both  to  pray  and 
preach  in  the  English  and  Indian  Language, 
that  all  might  profit  by  bis  Ministry."  "  He 
was  oblig'd  to  compose  four  Sermons  every 
Week,  two  for  the  English,  and  two  for  the  In- 
dians; his  Congregation  consisting  of  both. 
Those  heprepar'd  for  the  Indians,  he  first  wrote 
at  large  in  English,  and  then  translated  them 
into  the  Indian  Tongue,  as  he  also  did  a  Portion 
of  Scripture  to  be  read  to  the  Indians  on  the 
Sabbath,"  and  that  he  might  "be  very  exact, 
he  did,  for  a  considerable  Time,  keep  an  Inter- 
preter by  him  two  Days  in  a  Week,  at  his  own 
Cost,  to  assist  him  in  the  Translation  of  his 
Sermons  into  the  Indian  Tongue. 

"  His  Manner  was  to  begin  tb«  puUick  Bs* 
ercise  in  the  Morning,  with  a  short  p^thetfo 
Prayer  for  a  Blessing  on  the  Word,  f*-  ^ 
Languages.    Then  ho  cead  • 
tiira^  with  ezplanatocy  S^Hmt 


Sergeant  (J.),  the  elder —  ContiDaed. 
on  such  Passages  as  seem*d  most  to  need  them, 
in  both.  All  his  publick  Prayers  &  the  Com- 
munion Strrvice  were  in  both  Lnnguagcs;  imd 
it  was  his  steady  Practice  to  preach  four  Ser- 
mons every  Lord's-Day,  two  to  the  English  and 
two  to  the  Indians;  except  in  the  short  Days 
and  cold  Season  of  the  Winter  he  preach 'd  but 
three,  one  to  the  English  and  two  to  the  In- 
dians. And  besides  all  this,  it  was  his  constant 
Custom,  in  the  Summer  Season,  to  spend  about 
an  Hour  with  the  Indians,  after  divine  Service 
was  over  in  the  Afternoon ;  instructing,  exhort- 
ing, wnmiug  and  cautioning  of  them  in  a  free, 
familiar  and  pathetic  Manner,  in  their  own 
Tongue.  The  Indian  Language  abounding  in 
Gutturals  renders  the  Pronunciation  of  it  a 
most  laborious  Exercise  to  the  Lungs:  that 
therefore,  with  his  other  Exercises,  so  ex- 
hausted Mr.  Sergeant's  Spirits  and  Strength, 
that  he  was  scarcely  able  to  speak  when  they 
were  over." 

"The  Translation,  which,  with  much  Care 
and  Exactness,  Mr.  Sergeant  made  in  his  Course 
of  Reading  the  Scriptures  to  the  Indians,  sin- 
gly consider'd,  cost  him  a  vast  Deal  of  Labour: 
for,  endeavouring  to  lead  them  into  the  Knowl- 
edge of  the  Way  of  Salvation  by  Christ,  to 
which  they  wore  utter  Strangers,  He,  in  his 
Course  of  reading  the  Scriptures  to  them, 
translated  those  Parts  of  the  old  Testament, 
which  appeared  most  needful  for  that  End,  vis. 
The  Account  of  the  Creation,  of  the  Fall  of 
our  first  Parents,  of  God's  calling  Abraham,  of 
his  Dealings  with  the  Patriarchs  and  the  Chil- 
dren of  Israel,  of  the  Prophesies  concerning 
the  Coming  of  Christ,  &c.  the  four  Evangelists, 
the  Acts  of  the  Apostles  and  all  the  Epistles, 
he  also  translated.  A  Performance  which  must 
of  Necessity  cost  him  much  Time  and  Pains." 

Besides  the  Indian  Prayers  described  above, 
Mr.  Sergeant  was  the  author  of  a  sermon 
preached  at  -Springfield  before  the  associated 
ministers  of  the  county  of  Hampshire,  and  of 
a  letter  containing  a  "Proposal  of  a  more 
effectual  Method  for  the  Education  of  Indian 
Children,"  both  of  which  were  printed  at  Bos- 
ton in  1743.  In  the  latter  part  of  June,  1749,  he 
was  taken  ill  with  "a  Nervous  Fever, attended 
with  a  Canker  and  an  Inflamation  in  his 
Throat,"  which  terminated  fatally.  He  died  on 
the  27th  of  July,  at  the  age  of  thirty-nine  years. 
At  that  time  the  number  of  Indians  in  Stock- 
bridge  had  increased  to  two  hundred  and 
eighteen,  one  huudred  and  eighty-two  persons 
had  been  baptized,  and  the  church  contained 
forty-two  native  communicants.  The  school 
under  Mr.  Woodbridge's  care  had  belonging  to 
it  fifty-five  Indian  scholars.  Mr.  Sergeant  left 
three  children,  Electa  (bom  1740,  died  1796), 
Braatos  (bom  1742,  died  1814),  and  John  (bora 
1747,  died  IBM).    HIa  widow  died  in  1791,  aged

John  Senceaat,  eon  of  the  miaaionary  of  the 
aame  name,  waa  bom  at  Stoekbrldge^  Maaa..  in 
1747,  and  died  near  Kew  Stockbridge,  H.  Y.. 
Sept  8,  1824,  aged  ■eventj'-eeTen  yeara.  When 
he  was  about  two  years  of  age  his  father  died, 
and  in  1752  bis  mother  was  married  ajEsln.  to 
Gen.  Joseph  Dwight.  who  died  in  176S.  The 
first  ten  or  dozen  years  of  his  life  were  spent  io 
Stockbridge  among  tbe  Indians,  fh>m  whom  he 
acqaired  that  knowledge  of  the  Moh^gan  or  Mo- 
heaknnnnk  language  which  was  so  nsefnl  tohim 
in  later  years.  He  attended  school  for  a  while 
at  Newark,  X.  J.,  and  then  returned  to  his 
native  town,  where  he  studied  theology  under 
Rev.  Mr.  West,  minister  of  tbe  church  there. 
In  1775.  although  withont  college  honors,  he  was 
Judged  to  be  fully  qiislifiod  to  preach  tbe  gospel. 

After  tbe  death  of  tbe  elder  Mr.  Sergeant,  in 
July,  1749,  tbe  Stock  bridge  Indians  were  with- 
out a  minister  for  two  years.  In  A.ugust.  1751, 
Rev.  Jonathan  E«1  wards  was  installed  as  pastor. 
He  did  not  attempt  to  learn  tbe  Indian  lan- 
guage, bt^Iieving  it  better  for  tbe  Indians  to 
learn  EnuliAb.  His  normons  to  them  were  there- 
fore delivered  through  an  interpreter.  In  Jan- 
nary,  1758.  be  left  Stock  bridge  to  accept  tbe 
presidency  of  tbe  College  of  New  Jersey  at 
PriDcetoQ,  bu  in  tbe  following  March  he  died. 
For  about  a  year  Rev.  Mr.  Stoddard  ministered 
to  tbe  church,  and  in  1759  Rev.  Stephen  Went 
becamt*  it«  pastor.  In  1775  Mr.  West  resignel 
tbe  care  of  tbe  Indian  portion  of  bis  congrega- 
tion to  young  Mr.  Sergeant,  whose  knowledge 
of  tbe  language  peculiarly  fitted  him  for  that 
work.  From  that  time  Mr.  Sergeant  received 
tbe  salary  of  tbe  missionary,  aod  Mr.  Weat  waa 
supported  by  the  whites  as  pastor  only.

Far  a 
while  Mr.  Sergeant  employed  white  bmb  li 
teach,  for  tlie  benefit  of  hia  own  ehUdna ;  has, 
with  thia  exception,  tho  Indiana  taa^t  aii 
siutained  their  own  achodk.  Some  of  tbe  la* 
dian  girts,  however,  wen  alterwarda  edaeatei 
at  Clinton,  and  aome  of  the  boya  at  tba  Cam' 
wall  school  in  Connecticot. 

In  17K  there  waa  printed  at  Sloekbridgaan 
eiliUon  of  the  AMemM^'t  Shmrtmr  Omitekiam  fa 
tbe  Mobegan  language,  with  Dr,  ITattse^ 
eaUekigm  fmr  AOdrm  at  the  end.  It 
lished  withont  doaht  noder  tho  direetfaa  af 
Mr.  Sergeant  and  waa  intended  for  tho  aaa  ef 
the  Indiana  under  hia  earn.  Hornn  neeonat  sf 
the  book  aee  Qniaaey  (J.). 

During  tbe  reaidenee  of  the  Stoekhtidge  la- 
diaas  in  the  State  of  Kew  York,  Mr.Seqceaat 
prepared  for  their  use  a  code  of  lawa.  Two  of 
bis  daughters  were  alao  active  in  themfaaina 
work,  and  one  of  them  atarted  an  Indian  tem- 
perance society.  The  nd^boring  Qneidaa  aad 
Tuscaroras  also  attended  tbe  Kew  Stoekhridge 
church,  and  were  addreased  hy  Mr.  Sargeaat 
through  their  interpreter,  Capi.  Kiehelaa 
Cnsick,  fiuherof  David  Cnaiek.  tho  ladlaa  hla- 
toriao.    In  18a  Dr.MoraewrotoofyMl 
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bridge  Indians  (JSeport,  appendix,  p.  86),  m  fol* 
lows:  "Mr.  Sergeant  preaches  to  them  regu- 
larly on  the  Sabhath,  nuaally  in  their  own,  the 
H oheakanuck  language.  Host  of  them  under* 
stand  Bngliah;  nombers  oan  read  and  write  it, 
and  sereral  are  able  to  instruct  others.  They 
are  more  advanced  in  the  knowledge  of  our 
laagnage,  and  in  ciTilixation,  than  any  ludians 
in  our  country;  and  many  of  them  are  capable 
of  rendering  essential  service  in  accomplishing 
the  plan  of  the  government  in  respect  to  other 
tribes." 

In  1818,  so  great  had  become  the  evil  of  vicin* 
ity  to  the  whites,  that  preparations  were  made 
for  a  general  removaL  Before  the  end  of  the  year 
a  company  of  seventy  or  eighty  persons,  includ* 
ing  about  one-third  of  the  Kew  Stockbridge 
church,  emigrated  to  Indiana.  Another  large 
parly  removed  to  the  Fox  river,  near  Green 
Bay,  Wisconsin,  in  1822.  A  new  edition  of  the 
Auemblif't  shorter  e<UeehUm,  in  the  "  Moheak* 
nnnnk  or  Stockbridge  Indian  language,"  was 
printefl  about  this  time,  probably  before  the 
second  removal  in  1822.  Mr.  Sergeant  wished 
to  have  his  people  supplied  with  useful  books 
before  their  departure,  and  endeavored  to  pro- 
cure a  quantity  of  Eliot's  Indian  bibles  for 
them  to  distribute.  He  himsel  f  was  not  able  to 
go  with  them,  on  account  of  filling  health,  but 
hia  son  accompanied  them  to  their  final  destina- 
tion, and  saw  them  settled  in  their  new  homes.

Printed  by  Jotham  Meeker  until  1837,  and 
by  Mr.  J. G.Pratt  from  1837  to  1839,  when  it 
was  discontinued  on  account  of  the  illness  of 
the  printer  and  his  family.  The  following  ao- 
count  is  given  of  it  in  McCoy's  History  cf  Bap* 
titt  Indian  ^fission*  : 

"  March  1st,  1S35,  the  first  number  of  a  semi- 
monthly newspaper,  printed  at  the  Shawanoe 
mission  house,  in  the  Shawanoe  language,  was 
issued.  This  was  the  first  newspaper  ever 
published  exclusively  in  an  Indian  language. 
It  was  entitled  Shau-watt-nowe  Kesauthwau, 
(Shawanoe  Sun.)  It  was  small,  only  a  quarter 
sheet,  was  written  upon  the  new  system,  and^ 
edited  by  Mr.  Lykins.  The  disadvantages  un* 
der  which  it  was  prepared  for  the  press  were 
great,  and  the  labour  considerable ;  which  ac- 
counts for  its  diminutive  size. 

"Many  of  the  Shawanoes  had,  by  this  time, 
become  readers  of  their  own  language,  and  in 
this  periodical  they  soon  took  a  deep  intereat, 
and  sometimes  contributed  matter  for  it  from 
their  own  pens.  These  writers  were  adults, 
who  lately  had  been  wholly  ignorant  of  letters 
in  any  language,  and  who  had  recently  learned 
to  read  and  write  their  own.  This  they  had 
done  without  regular  attendance  or  instruc- 
tion, which,  in  their  circumstances,  could  only 
be  imparted  by  occasional  visits.  The  facility 
with  which  they  acquired  a  knowedge  of  read- 
ing,  and  some  of  them  of  writing,  was  alone  at- 
tributable to  the  simplicity  of  the  new  system."

pmie«.  In  Febnuwy  of  the  followiog  year  a 
treaty  was  made  by  the  f(orenimeiit  with  the 
delegationa  of  the  Indians  hring  in  Michigan 
and  <m  the  liiaeonri  river,  in  which  it  was  stip- 
ulated that  a  country  on  the  Osage  rirer,  with- 
in the  Indian  terTitorj,  should  be  conveyed  to 
them.  "This  measure/*  Mr. McCoy  remarks, 
**  wo  rightly  Judged,  would  place  that  tribe  in 
a  suitable  place,  where  Mr.  Simcrwell  might 
make  a  permanent  location  among  them,  and 
render  hims^  more  useful  than  he  had  been 
for  a  few  years  previously.  **  Many  difficulties. 
however,  were  met  with  In  the  attempt  to  carry 
oat  this  plan.  About  one  thousand  Putawato- 
miea,  including  women  and  children,  had  been 
encamped  near  Fort  Leavenworth  for  nearly  a 
year.  At  length,  in  the  latter  part  of  Jaly, 
1837,  they  became  divided.  Many  were  taken 
to  a  place  up  the  Missouri  river,  against  the 
advice  and  wishes  of  the  missionaries ;  while 
the  others  who  remained  were  brought  together 
and  aasigned  to  a  reaervati<m  in  the  new  terri- 
tory, near  the  present  town  of  Osawatoraio, 


It  waa  among  the  latter  that  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Simerwell  settled  in  December,  1837.  "  This 
waa  an  event,"  Mr.  McCoy  writes,  "  to  which 
we  had  long  looked  with  deep  solicitude.  We 
eonaidered  this  station  to  be  a  continuation  of 
the  Carey  mission,  transplanted  from  Michigan 
to  this  place."  The  greater  part  of  the  Pnta- 
watomies  were  atiU  in  their  original  homes  in 
Indiana^  Michigan,  and  Illinois.  Efforts  were 
made  toindnce  them  to  emigrate  also,  but  with- 
out much  sacoess.  Mr.  Simerwell  was  located 
among  those  who  were  considered  perma- 
nently settled  within  the  Indian  territory. 
The  miaaionaries  were  very  desirous  that  as 
many  as  possible  of  this  tribe,  among  whom 
they  bad  commenced  their  labors  nearly  twen- 
tj  yean  before,  should  be  bi  ought  within  reach 
of  the  Institution  continued  for  their  benefit. 

*'In  January,  1838,"  as  Mr.  McCoy  relates, 
*' Mr.  Simerwell's  prospects  among  the  Puta- 
watomlea  appeared  to  be  brightening,  and 
many,  chiefly  adults,  appeared  willing  to  learn 
to  read  In  their  own  language;  but  be  was 
•lone,  and  having  the  affisirs  of  his  family  to 
attend— and  this,  too,  under  the  disadvantagea 
consequent  on  a  new  settlement— he  was  al- 
lowed too  little  time  to  bestow  on  missionary 
labours.  He  had  an  opportunity  of  hiring  a 
half-Indian,  to  aid  him  in  teaching  opun  the 
new  system,  but  he  waa  without  the  means.' 
In  this  emergency  Mr.  McCoy  advanced  him 
ftinda  to  enable  him  to  hire  the  man  a  month  or 
two^in  which  time  the  case  could  be  made 
known  to  the  board  and  an  answer  obtained 
bat  the  board  did  not  authorize  his  employ 
ment,  and  so  that  matter  ended. 
-  The  reservation  of  the  Putawatomies  ad- 
Joined  that  of  the  Weas  and  Piankashas.  An 
account  of  their  condition,  and  of  the  mission 
among  them,  at  the  close  of  the  year  1839,  is  ; 
given  by  Mr.  McCoy  in  the  following  words : 
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Simerwell  (R.) — Continaed. 

"Only  about  .650  have  yet  emigrated  to 
this  place.  They  have  but  recently  arrived, 
and  have  not  had  time  to  make  themselves  as 
comfortable  as  the  Ottawas,  and  others  of  their 
neighbours.  .  .  .  Assistance  to  a  considera- 
ble extent,  in  the  common  improvements  of 
civilization  and  t>dncation,  has  been  secured  to 
them  by  treaty,  from  the  Government  of  the 
United  States.  The  Methodists  have  a  mission 
among  them,  on  a  small  scale,  and  the  Catho- 
lics have  a  mission  in  which  two  priests  are 
employed. 

"The  Baptist  station,  transplanted  from 
Michigan,  is  going  into  operation  here,  under 
auspicious  circumstances.  A  small  schoo<  In 
English  is  taught  a  portion  of  the  time,  and 
some  instruction  is  imparted  in  the  Indian  lan- 
guage. The  missionaries  from  the  nearest  sta- 
tions assist  Mr.  Simerwell.  and  attention  to  re« 
ligious  instruction  is  very  encouraging.  A 
temperance  society  has  been  formed,  the  In- 
dian members  of  which  have  increased  to  about 
sixty,  a  few  of  whom  are  Ottawas.  Permanent 
and  comfortable  mission  buildings  are  now  go- 
ing  up,  under  the  superintendence  of  Mr.  Ly* 
kins.  Missionsry  associates  are  very  much 
needed  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Simerwell  in  their  ar- 
duous labours.  They  have  suffered  considera- 
bly by  sickness." 

About  the  year  1840  a  Baptist  church  was  es- 
tablished among  the  Putawatomies  under  Mr. 
Simerweirs  care.  The  record  book  of  this 
church,  from  March  29,  1840,  to  January  12, 
1844,  is  now  preserved  in  the  library  of  the 
Kansas  Historical  Society  at  Topeka.  In  1848 
a  log  mission  building  was  erected  in  what 
is  now  Shawnee  county,  and  Mr.  Simerwell 
opened  a  school  there.  He  waa  also  engaged 
daring  this  period  in  teaching  and  preaching 
occasiona'ly  among  the  neighboring  Miami  In- 
dians. A  few  years  later,  in  1834,  the  Pnta- 
watomie  mission  was  interrupted,  and  event- 
ually discontinued,  on  account  of  the  civil  war 
in  the  state.  After  that  date  Mr.  Simerwell 
was  employed  by  the  Baptist  missionary  society 
as  a  colporteur  and  in  other  missionary  work. 
He  died  at  his  residence  on  Six-mile  Creek, 
Shawnee  county,  Kansas,  December  11, 1808. 

His  papers,  manuscripts  and  booka  were  pre- 
sented to  the  Kansas  Historical  Society.  Of 
these,  a  partial  vocabulary  in  manuscript  of 
the  Putawatomie  language,  and  a  hymn  in  the 
same,  were  given  by  Mr.  Baxter  in  1878.  In 
1879,  Mrs  Sarah  Baxter  and  Mrs.  Elizabeth 
Carter,  of  Auburn,  Shawnee  county,  presented 
the  following:  "547  letters,  reports  and  other 
papers,  being  copies  of  letters  written  by,  or  of 
letters  written  to  Mr.  Simerwell,  of  dates  ex- 
tending from  the  year  1822  to  the  year  1860;  S 
manuscripts  embracing  discourses,  translations 
and  fragments  of  Indian  grammar ;  rules  for 
regulation  of  Carey  Indian  Mission  family,. 
1822;  parchment  certificate  of  naturalizatitn  of 
Robert  Simerwell,  Philadelphia,  1824;  7  booka 
of  Joamals,  being  Mr.  Simerwell's  diary  from 
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Simerwell  (R.)  ~  Contioaed. 

April  9,  1821,  to  December  10. 1837;  5  books  of 
Accounts  from  1829  to  185C ;  book  of  mathemat- 
ical examples;  do. traveling  eipenaes;  Hat  of 
letters  received  and  sent,  from  1824  to  1833 ; 
and  church,  book  of  branch  of  Pottawatonoue 
Baptist  church,  from  March  29,  1840,  to  Jan- 
uary 12.  1844 ;  3  books  of  minutes  of  proceed- 
ings of  the  same  church." 

The  preceding  sketch  is  compiled  mainly 
from  Rev.  Isaac  McCoy  s  History  of  Baptint 
Indian  MisMums,  Washington,  1840.  Some  addi- 
tional particnlars  concerning  the  eariier  and 
later  perioils  of  his  life  have  been  famished  by 
Mr.  Robert  Simerwell  Baxter,  a  grandson  of 
Mr.  SimerwelL 

Noaquett,  wh  >  was  also  named  Lather  Rice, 
after  a  piominent  officer  of  the  Baptist  board 
of  missions,  was  one  of  the  Patawatomie  In- 
dian boys  who  were  taken  into  Rev.  Isaac 
McCoy's  family  and  school  soon  after  the  estab- 
lishment of  the  Baptist  miHsion  at  Carey  sta- 
tion, Michigan  terntory,  in  1822.  In  1824, 
when  "about  fifteen  years  of  age,"  he  had 
already  acquired  considerable  knowledge  of 
English.  The  report  of  Commissioner  John  L. 
Leib  to  Governor  Cass,  made  in  November 
1824, contains  the  following  account  of  him: 
"  Noaquett,  or  Luther  Rice,  and  Anthony  Rollo, 
have  made  such  proficiency  in  the  English  lan- 
guage as  to  enable  them  to  interpret  between 
the  missiouaries  and  the  Indians;  and  even 
religions  discourses  have  been  explained  to 
their  red  brethren,  in  a  manner  highly  credit- 
able to  the  boys,  and  satisfactory  to  the  mis- 
sionaries. Lutbi-r  Rice,  who  is  not  yet  fifteen 
years  of  ajie.  when  he  first  entered  this  institu- 
tion, was  wild  from  tin?  woods,  acquainted  with 
no  laugua^^o  but  his  native  Indian.  He  is  a 
very  promising  lail,  niakini!  rapid  improve- 
ments in  reading,  writing,  and  arithmetic,  and 
exhibiting  an  inquisitive  mind,  and  a  strong 
desire  f»>r  the  acquisition  of  knowledge."  In 
1826  he  was  sent  with  half  a  dozen  other  Indian 
lads  to  com  plete  his  education  in  one  of  the  east- 
ern schools,  probably  at  tho  Baptist  Theological 
Institute,  Hamilton.  N.  Y.,  under  the  care  of 
Rev.  D.  Ilascall.  On  or  after  the  r»'moval  of 
the  Pntiiwatoniio  mission  fmrn  Michigan  to  the 
Indian  t«;rrit<»rv  in  1833,  Noaquett  rejoined  Mr. 
Simeiwtll  and  his  people.  His  name  appears 
as  Joint  translator  with  Mr.  Simerwf II  on  the 
title-pa;:e  of  the  Putawaiomie  hymn  book  and 
catechism  printed  in  1835.  A  few  years  later. 
Mr.  Mcroy  mentions,  with  words  of  approba- 
tion, a  speech  "delivered  by  Luther  Rice,  alias 
Noaquett.  a  fullbloode^l  Indian."  at  a  temper- 
ance meeting  among  the  Putawatomies,  on 
July  4th,  1^39.

In  a  biography  of  the  Rev.  Henry  Stein- 
baucr.  published  in  the  MiMionary  Outlook  for 
January,  1881,  it  is  sUted  that  "Mr.SincUir 
translated  the  Old  Testament  as  far  as  the  end 
of  Job :  also  the  Gospeli  and  Acts ;  while  Mr. 
Steinhauer  translated  from  tbe  beginning  of 
tbe  Psalms  to  the  end  of  tho  Old  Testament  and 
from  tho  beginning  of  Romans  to  the  end  of 
the  New." 

In  the  Canadian  Methodist  Magazine  for 
May,  1885,  the  Rer.John  McLean  says:  "He 
[Steinhauer]  and  John  Sinclair,  a  half-breed, 
trannlated  the  Bible  into  Cree.  Sinclair  trans- 
lated the  Old  Testament  to  the  end  of  Job,  and 
the  New  Testament  to  the  end  of  the  Acte  of 
the  Apostles.  Mr.  Steinhauer  translated  the 
remaining  parts  of  the  Old  and  Xew  Testament. 
I  have  in  my  library  a  manuscript  copy  of 
Genesin  written  in  the  Cree  syllabic  characters 
by  John  Sinclair.  It  is  a  beautiful  specimen  of 
penmanship. "

Peter  John  De  Smet,  missionary,  bom  in  Ter- 
monde,  Belgium,  December  31, 1801 ;  died  in  St. 
Lonis,  Mo.,  in  May,  1872.  He  studied  in  the 
Episcopsl  Seminary  of  Mechlin,  and  while  there 
he  felt  called  to  devote  himself  to  the  conver- 
sion of  the  Indians.  When  Bishop  Nerinx  vis- 
ited Belgium  in  search  of  missionaries,  De  Smet. 
with  flye  other  stndents,  volunteered  to  accom- 
pany him,  and  sail  from  Amsterdam  in  1821. 
After  a  Uiort  stay  in  Philadelphia,  De  Smet  en- 
tered the  Jesuit  noritiate  at  Whitemarsh,  Md. 
Here  he  took  the  Jesuit  habit.  In  1828  he  went 
toSt.  Lonisandtookpart  inestablishiugtbe  Uni- 
versity of  St.  Lonis,  in  which  he  was  afterwanis 
professor.  In  1838  he  was  sent  to  estabUsh  a 
luisAion  among  the  Pottawattamies  on  Sugar 
Creek.  He  built  a  chapel,  erected  a  school, 
which  was  soon  crowded  with  pupils,  and  in  a 
short  time  converted  most  of  the  tribe.  Id  1840 
ht^  begged  the  bishop  of  St.  I^iiis  to  permit  him 
to  labor  among  the  Flatheadn  of  the  Rock}' 
Mountains,  and  set  out  ou  April  30,  18(0.  He 
arrived  on  July  14  in  the  caiup  of  Peter  Valley, 
where  about  1.800  Indiana  had  assembled  to 
meet  him.  With  the  aid  of  an  interpreter  he 
translated  the  Lonl's  prayer,  the  Creed,  and  the 
Commandments  into  their  language,  and  in  a 
fortnight  all  the  Fiatheails  knew  these  prayers

and  commandments,  which  were  afterward  ex- 
plained to  them.  In  the  spring  of  1811  he  set 
out  again,  and  after  passing  through  several 
tribes,  crossed  the  Platte  and  met  at  Fort  Hall 
a  body  of  Flatheads,  who  had  come  800  miles 
to  escort  the  missionaries.  On  September  34 
the  party  reached  Bitterroot  Biver,  where  it 
was  decided  to  form  a  permanent  settlement. 
The  lay  brothers  built  a  church  and  residence^ 
while  De  Smet  went  to  Colville  to  obtain  pro* 
visions.  On  his  return  ...  he  remained 
in  the  village  familiarizing  himself  with  the 
language,  into  which  he  translated  the  cate- 
chism. He  then  resolved  to  visit  Fort  Van- 
couver; .  .  .  on  hisretum  toSt.  Mary*she 
resolved  to  cross  the  wilderness  again  to  St. 
Louis.  There  he  laid  the  condition  of  his  mis- 
sion before  bis  superiors,  who  directed  him  to 
go  to  Europe  and  appeal  for  aid  to  the  people 
of  Belgium  and  France.  He  sailed  from  Ant- 
werp in  December,  1843,  with  five  Jesuits  and 
six  sisters,  and  reached  Fort  Vancouver  in  Au- 
gust, 1844.  In  1845  he  began  a  series  of  missions 
among  the  Zingomenes,  Sinpoils,  Okenaganes. 
Flatbows,  and  Koetenays,  which  extended  to 
the  watershed  of  the  Saskatchewan  and  Colum- 
bia, the  camps  of  the  wondering  Assiniboins 
and  Creeks,  and  the  stations  of  Furt  St.  Anne 
and  Bourassa.  He  visited  Europe  several  times 
in  search  of  aid  for  his  missions.  During  his 
last  visit  to  Europe  he  met  with  a  severe  acci- 
dent, in  which  several  of  his  ribs  were  broken, 
and  on  his  return  to  St.  Louis  he  wasted  slowly 
away.— Ajsplrton't  Ojfdop.i^f  Am.  Biog.

I  have  aeen  mention  of  but  one  copy  of  thia 
edition— that  in  the  library  of  Mr.  Alfred  H. 
Hnth,  London,  England.  Thinking  there  waa 
IMMaibly  a  mistake  in  the  date,  I  wrote  Mr. 
Hath  concerning  it,  aending  him  photographic 
fac-similes  of  the  Utle-pages  of  the  editions  of 
1624,  1686,  1827,  and  1632  for  comparison,  and 
aaking  that  he  note  the  differenoea  not  only  in 
the  titiea  bnt  in  the  books  themaclves.  He 
responds  aa  follows : 

I  regret  that  the  only  other  edition  of  John 
Smith'a  Hbtory  of  Virginia  besides  that  of  1631 
that  I  have  in  my  library  is  the  edition  of  1624. 
Apparently  there  is  no  difference  in  the  text 
between  these  two  editions ;  indeed  I  am  pretty 
well  coDvinced  that  it  is  the  same  edition  with 
a  new  title-page.  The  ornaments,  catch- words, 
broken  type,  &o.  all  corresp<Mid:  and  therefore 
it  is  highly  probable  that  aU  the  editiona  np 
to  that  of  1631  at  least,  are  the  1624  edition 
merely  with  new  titlea  and  altered  msps. 

In  the  title  the  1631  edition  differs  ftom  that 
of  1627  only  in  the  date.  The  Map  of  Virginia 
has  "  1695  "  in  the  r.  t.  comer.  The  Map  of  the 
Sammer  Isles  haa  in  addition  "Peniaton'aRe> 
doate,"  and  "  Printed  by  Jamea  Reeve."  The 
Map  of  New  England  has  in  place  of  "Charlea 
Prince,"  "Charles  nowe  King";  and  in  place 
of  "Printed  by  Geor.  Low,"  has  **Printe<l  by 
James  Reeve;"  there  are  also  more  islands  at 
the  month  of  the  river  Charles.

Mr.  Steinhauer  translated  the  re- 
maining parts  of  the  old  and  new  testameuL 
I  haye  in  my  library  a  manuscript  copy  of 
Genesis  written  in  the  Cree  syllabic  charaotera 
by  John  Sinclair.  It  is  a  beautiful  specimen 
of  penmanship."

The  Rer.  H.  B.  Steinhauer,  an  Ojebway  In- 
dian, was  bom  near  Rama  about  1820.  In  1828  a 
great  awakening  took  place  among  the  Indiana, 
and  in  the  same  year  133  were  baptised  at  Hol- 
land Landing,  among  whom  was  the  subject  of 
this  sketch,  who  received  the  name  of  Henzy 
Steinhauer. 

After  remaining  a  year  or  two  at  school  at 
Grape  Islsnd,  young  Steinhauer  was  sent  to 
Cacenovia  Seminary,  where  he  remained  three 
years,  making  commendable  progress  in  his 
studies.  He  then  returned  to  Canada  and 
taught  school  for  two  years  at  the  Credit  Mis- 
sion. In  1835  he  went  to  the  Upper  Canada 
Academy,  which  he  left  the  following  year  to 
teach  school  at  the  Alderville  Mission.  In  the 
spring  of  1840  he  left  Alderville  to  accompany 
the  Kev.  James  Evans  to  the  north-west,  but 
was  left  by  the  devoted  missionary  at  Lao  la 
Pluie,  as  interpreter  to  the  Rev.  W.  Mason,  who 
had  been  sent  to  that  point  by  the  English  So- 
ciety. Bro.  Steinhauer  continued  in  this  capac- 
ity for  several  years,  and  then,  by  Mr.  Evans' 
instructions,  he  went  on  to  Norway  House, 
where  be  served  as  teacher  and  interpreter  till 
the  year  1850.  He  was  next  sent  to  Oxford 
House  to  begin  a  mission,  where  he  spent  four 
years.  During  lf*54  he  went  to  York  Factory, 
from  which  point  he  saUed  in  a  company's  ship 
to  England,  reaching  that  country  in  October. 
Leaving  again  in  December,  he  reached  Canada 
before  Christmas.  At  the  London  conference 
of  1855  Bro.  Steinhauer  was  ordained  and  sent 
to  Lac  la  Biche,  where  he  remained  tlU  June, 
1857,  when  he  went  to  Wbiteflsh  Lake.  After 
twenty-three  years  of  continuous  senrioe  Bro. 
Steinhauer,  by  consent  of  the  Missionary  Com- 
mittee, is  now  spending  the  season  tn  Onta- 
rio.—Ifisfionary  OuUook  for  Jan..  1881.

The  abb6  Thavenet  was  a  French  Sulpltian 
who  passed  many  years  of  his  life  in  preaching 
the  Catholic  faith  to  the  Indians  of  the  Lac  des 
Deux  Montagues,  of  Temiscaming,  and  of  Way- 
montaching,  in  Canada.  His  instructor  in  the 
Algonquin  (Nipissing)  language  was  an  Indian 
named  Ignace  Pepamipattotch,  whodicl  in  1834. 
In  1815  Thavenet  i-etumed  to  France,  and  in 
1845  he  died  in  Rome  at  an  advanced  age. 
Among  his  manuscript  papers,  now  preserved 
in  the  Biblioteca  Yittorio  Emmanuele  at  Rome, 
are  letters  relating  to  the  Algonquin  language 
from  the  missionaries  Durocher,  Richard,  and 
Quiblier;  and  from  P.  S.  DuPonceau,  John 
Pickering,  and  W.  von  Hamboldt 

Thavenet  was  the  aathor  of  the  Latin  bnd 
French  versions  which  accompany  the  anony- 
mous Algonquin  catechism  printed  at  Pisa 
under  the  care  of  Prof.  Teza  in  1872.  The  notes 
to  the  catechism  and  the  Algonquin-French 
vocabulary  at  the  end  are  by  him  also.  When 
the  cat«chism  was  printed  the  authorship  of 
these  portions  was  unknown  to  the  editor. 
The  original  manuscript  (64  pp.  oblong  quarto) 
is  preserved  among  the  papers  of  Cardinal 
Mezzofautl  in  the  library  of  the  University  at 
Bologna.  There  is  a  transcript  of  it  in  the 
Biblioteca  Yittorio  Emmanuele  at  Rome  (no. 
XXV),  which  gives  the  text  only,  without  the 
versions,  and  stops  at  page  40  of  the  Bologna 
manuscript  (page  40  of  the  printed  edition), 
closing  with  the  words:  "kaye  anicininiwak  ka 
nicqi&tc."  In  this  transcript  there  are  varia- 
tions in  the  text«  changes  in  the  orthography, 
and  some  omissions,  but  it  contains  the  Oonfi- 
teor  ( "  Ni  wihdamaw&k  kije-Manito  mizi  ka  nit- 
tawit6tc  .  .  .  ")  and  the  act  of  contrition 
("E^eManito,  n'dse,  ohdjitakit  6nicio  .  .  ."), 
which  are  lacking  in  the  manuscript  at  Bologna. 
Then  there  are  other  fragments  of  this  same 
catechism  in  the  Biblioteca  Yittorio  Emma- 
nuele: one  (with  the  press-mark  xxiii  A )  which 
contains  as  far  as  page  13  of  the  Bologna  man- 
uscript (to  the  end  of  pnge  17  of  the  printed 
edition) ;  and  another  (press-rosrk  xxiil  B)  on

Lord's  Prayer  and  the  Angelical  Salutation  io 
pare  Abnaki  language.  Its  striking  diffcreuce 
from  the  language  of  the  dictionary  of  Father 
Bale,  and  of  any  existing  dialect,  corroborates 
the  opinion,  that  the  original  Abnaki  language 
is  lost,  and  that  at  present  we  have  merely  dia- 
lects of  it.  We  insert  these  remains  here,  in 
order  to  preserve  them  as  one  of  the  few  monn> 
ments  of  the  pure  Abnaki  that  hare  escaped 
the  Toracity  of  time.  Every  vowel  marked  with 
an  accent  has  a  nasal  sound."  This  notice  is 
followed  by  the  Lord's  prayer  in  pure  Abnaki, 
Angelical  Salutation  in  pure  Abnaki,  and  the 
Lord's  prayer  in  pore  Mareschit,  pp.  57B-579.

The  following  extract  from aleiter  of  Father 
Vetromile  to  Rev.  Joseph  M.  Finotti,  dated 
from  Biddeford,  Dec.  7, 1864,  probably  relates  to 
this  manuscript:  **At  the  request  of  Rev. 
Christian  Kandor,  a  missionary  amongst  the 
Micmacs  of  Nova  Scotia,  I  wrote  an  article  on 
the  Micmacs.  He  was  publishing  the  Micmac 
Hieroglyphics  (discovered  by  me),  and  my  arti- 
cle was  inserted  there  under  my  name  as  a  pref- 
ace to  the  work.  The  work  could  not  be  pub- 
lished in  this  country  for  want  of  the  proper 
types.  The  Au8trlan  Government  took  the 
matter  in  hand  and  cast  the  proper  types  for  it, 
and  it  was  published  in  Vienna.  The  pub- 
lisher requested  a  short  history  of  the  Micmacs 
to  be  used  for  preface.  Mr.  Kauder  could  not 
write  it,  but  applied  to  me,  aud  I  wrote  it.  He 
translated  it  in  Gorman  at  Nova  Scotia,  and 
sent  it  to  Vienna,  where  it  was  published  in 
German.    No  edition  exists  in  English." 

In  another  letter  to  the  same  person,  dated 
from  Eaatport,  28  Settembre,  1875,  Father  Ve- 
tromile writes :  ' '  Circa  alV  opera  del  P.  Kauder, 
non  credo  che  sia  stampato,  perchd  i  caratteri 
non  esistono,  mi  sembra  che  sia  litografata  in 
un  vol:  in  quarto  di  146  pag:  ed  il  nome  del 
litografo  non  fu  publicato.

Christian 
Kauder.  The  third  letter  f^res  aceoonts  of 
the  prayer  books  in  Abnaki  of  Fathers  Demilier  i 
and  Koiuagn^,  of  the  manuscript  Micmac 
f^ramniar  of  Father  Menard  [£.f.  MalllardJ, 
and  of  the  mannsoript  manual  of  prayer  and 
catechism  of  82  pages  in  Abnaki  of  Father 
Francis  Ciquard,  written  in  1792.  The  fuurth 
letter  contains  some  additional  information 
about  Kauder's  Micmac  prayer  book.  Extracts 
fh>m  these  letters  are  given  nnder  the  next 
preceding  title,  and  under  thenaroeaof  Fathers 
Ciquard,  Maillard,  and  Romagn6.  in  the  Ad- 
denda of  this  bibliography. 

Eu^fne  Anthony  Vetromile  was  bom  in  the 
city  of  G:illii»oli,  in  the  province  of  Lfcco, 
Italy,  on  the  22il  day  of  Febniary.  1819.  His 
first  education  was  under  piiv.ite  instructors, 
then  at  the  CoUe^'c  of  Naples,  and  finally  at  the 
seminary  of  his  native  city,  where  ho  was 
graduated,  .^ub^(€quently  ho  came  to  this 
country  and  entered  Ge<irgetown  College,  Dis- 
trict of  Columbia,  where  he  finished  his  e<lnca- 
tion  for  the  priesthcK^d.  rectMving  the  degree  of 
doctor  of  divinity  in  184G.  For  about  twenty 
years  he  was  a  member  of  the  !H)ciety  of  JedUH, 
but  afterwanls  berantean  npostolic  minsionary 
to  the  IndiauR.  in  which  capacity  he  was  con- 
nectc'd  with  the  Congregation  di  Propaganda 
Fide  in  Home.  His  niiMionary  field  was  among 
the  Etcheinins  and  AVmakis  of  Maine,  and  for  a 
long  time  he  h.id  iiasToral  charge  of  St.  Mary's 
Church  at  Machiait ;  hiH  more  recent  residence, 
however,  was  at  Bid<leford. 

In  July,  1867.  he  left  his  charge  for  an  ex- 
tended tonr  abroad.  Upon  his  return  he  pub- 
lished (1871)  Traxelsin  Europe,  Egpyt,  Aruhia,  . 
Petnea,  Palfstine,  and  Assyria.  In  1876  he  ■ 
started  on  an  extended  tour  around  the  world, 
and  his  observations  will  be  found  in  his  Tour 
in  both  hemispheres.     (New  Tork,  18H0.) 

Father  Vetromile  went  abroad  again  the  pres- 
ent year,  and  while  in  his  native  Gallipoli  wa<« 
seized  with  apoplexy  and  died  on  the  23d  of 
August,  1881.  By  his  will  he  left  a  sum  of 
money  for  the  benefit  of  the  widows  and  or- 
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phaoa  of  the  PasMwiiqnoddj  sad  P^aokMH 
Indiana,  and  deaired  that  he  nlglit  be  birfel 
af  Paaaamaqnoddy.

Leoiuird  Hemenway  Whe«ler  was  bovn  in 
Shrewsbury,  Mms..  April  18.  1811.  He  j^rada- 
Ated  from  Middlebnry  College  la  1837,  and  from 
Andover  Seminary  in  1840.  The  fall  and  winter 
were  spent  attending  medical  U*otares  in  Pitta- 
Held  and  practicing  medicine  in  LowelL  On  the 
28th  of  April.  1841,  he  married  Miss  Harriet 
Wood  of  Lowell,  and  started  for  their  mission- 
ary  field,  arriving  at  La  Point  Island.  A  eg.  1. 
1841.  They  began  work  at  once,  relieving  Mr. 
Hall,  the  founder  of  the  mission,  who  devoted 
the  greater  part  of  hia  time  to  translating  the 
Bible  and  Peep  of  Day  into  OJibwa. 

The  Indians  spent  their  time  in  hunting  and 
flabing,  and,  as  Mr.  Wheeler  mingled  among 
them  and  studied  their  customs,  he  became 
tboroaghly  convinced  that  no  permanent  good 
eonld  be  done  the  Indians  until  these  roam- 
ing habits  were  broken  np.  He  accompanied 
them  to  their  sugar  camps  at  Odawah,  and,  ob- 
serving the  richness  of  the  soil,  conceived  the 
idea  of  locating  the  Indians  upon  these  lands, 
giving  patents  to  them  and  obliging  them  to 
work  them.  By  the  co-operation  of  the  Amer- 
ican Board  with  the  Government,  he  secnred 
the  land  for  the  Indians,  and  went  to  Odawah  in 
Hay,  1845.  His  time  and  strength  were  taxed  to 
the  nttermost  in  building  a  honse  for  his  fam- 
ily, aoharch  and  school-house,  preaching,  teach- 
ing,  tending  the  sick,  and  instructing  the  In- 
diaoa  in  the  first  principles  of  farming.  In 
1856  he  opened  a  manual  labor  boarding-school 
f<nr  the  benefit  of  the  children  on  the  reserve. 
Their  education  was  thoroughly  practical  and 
was  intended  to  make  self-reliant,  self-support- 
ing men  and  women  of  them.  The  school  was 
a  ancoess  and  was  a  power  for  good  to  all  the 
Indians  upon  the  reserve.  In  1862  Mr.  Wheeler 
pablished  a  new  orthography,  which  was  in- 
troduced into  the  mission  school.  By 'its  use 
the  English  teacher  was  able  to  read  the  Ojib  wa 
with  one  hour's  study.  In  1850  he  published  a 
hymn-book  (see  p.  270  of  this  bibliography), 
and  during  the  next  two  years  commenced  a 
fCrammar  and  catechism,  but  owing  to  ill  health 
it  waa  no«  completed.  For  thirteen  years  Mr. 
Wheeler*a  constitution  had  been  giving  away 
to  the  laroada  of  eonsumption,  brought  on  by 
•zpoaare  and  overwork.  In  the  fall  of  1866, 
bj  the  adTioe  of  hia  physician,  he  resigned  his 
work  and  mtow^A  to  Beloit,  Wis.,  where  he  died

Amiel  Weeks  Whipple,  soldier,  bom  in  Green- 
wich, Mass.,  in  1818;  died  in  Washington,  D. 
C,  7  May,  1863.  He  studie<l  at  Amherst ;  was 
graduated  at  the  U.  S.  military  aoademy  in  1841 ; 
was  engaged  immediately  afterward  in  the 
hydrographic  survey  of  Patapsco  River,  and  in 
1842  in  surveying  the  approaches  (o  New 
Orleans  and  the  harbor  of  Portsmouth,  N.  H. 
In  1844  he  was  detailed  as  assistant  astronomer 
upon  the  northeastern  boundary  survey,  and  in 
1845  he  was  employed  in  determining;  the  north- 
em  boundaries  of  New  York,  Vermont,  and 
New  Hampshire.  In  1849  he  was  appointed 
assistant  astronomer  in  the  Mexican  boundary 
commission,  and  in  1853  he  had  charge  of  the 
Pacific  railroad  survey  along  the  35th  parallel. 
In  1856  he  was  appointed  engineer  for  the 
southern  light- honse  district  and  superintend- 
ent of  the  improvement  of  St  Clair  fiats  in  St. 
Mary's  river.  At  the  opening  of  the  civil  war 
he  at  once  applied  for  service  in  the  tleld,  and 
was  assigned  as  chief  topographical  engineer 
on  the  staff  of  Oen.  Irvin  McDowell.— ^pplc- 
ton's  Cyclop,  of  A  rn.  Biog. 
Wliite  (/?€F.  Andrew).  Grammar,  dic-

Andrew  White,  clergyman,  bom  in  London, 
EngUnd.  about  1579;  died  there  27  Deo.,  1656- 
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"White  (A.)  — Continued. 

Ho  WM  educated  at  Douay  co11e)[;e,  France, 
where  he  wan  ordaiued  prieHt  in  1605.  After 
his  return  to  En^^land  in  1606  ho  was  arretted, 
witli  sixteen  other  priests,  and  8entence«l  to 
perpetual  banishment.  He  entered  the  Society 
of  Jesns  on  2  Feb.,  1609,  and  returned  to  Eng. 
laud  at  the  risk  of  his  life,  and  was  enfpiged  in 
niisjfiunury  duties  there  until  1619.  In  1633  he 
was  chosen  by  the  Jesuit  general,  Mutiua  Vitel- 
leschi,  to  accompany  Lord  Baltimore  to  this 
country,  with  some  other  Jesuits.  After  land- 
ing ho  devoted  himself  to  the  conversion  of  the 
Piscataway  and  Patiixent  Indians.  Father 
Whit«  learned  the  language  of  the  Indians,  and 
compiled  a  grammar,  vocabulary,  and  cate- 
chism.  Thoy  were  all  supposed  to  be  lost  un- 
til Father  William  McSherry  discovered  the 
catechism  in  the  Jesuit  archives  at  Kome.— ^j>- 
pleton's  Cyclop,  q/  Am.  Biog.

Rev.  Edward  Francis  Wilson,  son  of  the  late 
Rev.  Daniel  Wilson,  Islington,  prebendary  of 
St  Paul's  Cathedral,  and  grandson  of  Daniel 
Wilson,  bishop  of  Calcutta,  was  bom  in  London 
December  7, 1844,  and  at  the  age  of  1 .  left  school 
and  emigrated  to  Canada  for  the  purpose  of 
leading  an  agricultural  life;  soon  after  his 
arrival  he  was  led  to  take  un  interest  in  the 
Indians,  and  resolved  to  become  a  missionary. 
After  two  years  of  preparation,  much  of  which 
time  was  spent  among  the  Indians,  he  returned 
to  England,  and  in  December,  1867,  was  or- 
dained deacon.  Shortly  thereafter  it  was  ar- 
.  ranged  that  he  should  return  to  Canada  as  a 
missionary  to  the  Ojibway  Indians,  nnder  the 
auspices  of  the  Church  Missionary  Society, 
which  he  did  in  July,  1868.  He  has  Ubored 
among  the  Indians  ever  since,  building  two 
homes — the  Shingwauk  Home,  at  Sault  Ste. 
Marie,  and  the  Wawanosh  Home,  two  miles fh>m 
the  former— and  preparing  UnguisUc  works.

About  the  time  of  the  publication  of  the  above 
catechism,  Wsokhilain  abjured  Protestantism 
for  a  short  period,  for  tbe  purpose  of  gaining 
the  consent  of  Simon  OlMmaawin.  great  chief 
of  St  Francis,  to  the  marriage  of  his  daughter. 
It  is  possible,  therefore,  that  he  may  have  edited 
the  little  book  as  a  token  of  his  professed  sin- 
cerity to  Catholicism.  The  approbation  of  the 
bishop  of  Quebec,  dated  May  15, 1832,  is  printed 
on  the  last  page.

warded  t.o  General  Washington,  through  the 
Marquis  de  Lafayette,  with  a  request  for  some 
aothentic  vocabularies  of  the  North  American 
Indians.  The  receipt  ot  this  application  was 
acknowledged  on  May  10th,  1788,  by  General 
Washington,  who  wrote  on  the  20th  of  the  fol- 
lowing August  to  Capt.  Thomas  Hntchins,  en- 
closing the  printed  specimen,  and  asking  for 
vocabularies  of  the  Ohio  Indians.  A  few  months 
later,  November  27th,  1786,  hearing  that 
Richard  Butler  had  been  appointed  Superin- 
tendent of  Indian  Affairs,  General  Washington 
wrote  to  him,  requesting  him  to  obtain  the 
printed  form  from  Capt.  Hntchins,  and  to  col- 
lect the  desired  information.  A  little  more 
than  a  year  pa^tsed  before  the  material  was 
ready.  On  the  20th  of  January,  1788.  Washing- 
ton transmitted  to  Lafayette  a  vocabulary  of 
the  Shawanese  and  Delaware  languages,  col- 
lected  by  Mr.  Butler,  together  with  a  shorter 
specimen  of  the  language  of  the  soathern 
IndiauA  by  Mr.  Benjamin  Hawkins. 

In  the  meantime,  by  order  of  the  empress, 
work  on  the  great  comparative  vocabulary  had 
been  rapidly  hurried  on.  The  first  section  was 
completed  and  published,  with  Latin  titles  pre- 
fixed, LingiMrum  totius  orbit  voeabularia  com- 
parativa;  auguttUtimae  curaeoUeeta,  Pet^opoli, 
1786-1789,  2  vols.  4'^.  (Eames  )  It  comprised 
words  in  51  European,  137  Asiatic,  and  12  Poly- 
naeian  languages,  with  the  numerals  at  the  end 
in  225  languages,  all  in  Russian  characters.  285 
selected  words  were  treated  separately,  130  in 
the  first  volume  and  155  in  the  second.  The 
Russian  won!  was  placed  at  the  head  of  each 
list,  and  followed  in  numerical  order  by  the 
names  of  the  200  languages,  each  with  its 
equivalent  word  in  one  line. 

The  second  section,  which  was  intended  to 
comprise  the  American  and  African  words,  in 
one  volume,  was  never  printed.  This  was  due 
to  a  change  of  plan.  The  empress,  it  seems, 
was  not  satisfied  with  the  result.  She  now 
wished  to  have  all  the  wonls  arranged  in  one 
general  alphabet,  irrespective  of  language.  As 
Prof.  Pallas  was  busily  engaged  in  other  scien- 
tific labors  which  had  been  assigned  to  him,  the 
services  uf  Feodor  Yankiewitoh  de  Miriewo, 
director  of  the  normal  school  at  St.  Petersbarg, 
were  immediately  called  into  requisition.  Un- 
der his  direction  all  the  material  in  print  and 
manuscript  was  recast,  the  American  and  Afd- 
can  words  included,  and  the  whole  published 
in  fonr  volumes,  as  described  above.

In  1740  he  emigrated  to 
Georgia,  where  his  church  was  organizing  a 
misflion  among  the  CrtH.>ks.  Thence  he  was 
sent  to  Pennsylvania,  where  he  assisted  in  the 
building  of  Xar.aroth  and  Bethlehem.  Prepar- 
atory to  entering  the  miMiun  service  in  1743.  he 
became  a  Htudent  in  the  Indian  school  at  Beth- 
lehem, where  he  was  instructed  in  the  Delaware 
and  Onomlaga  languages.  Later  he  continued 
the  study  of  the  latter  at  the  capital  of  the  Five 
Kntions.  In  a4ldition  to  these  languages  he 
was  ctmvcrsaut  with  Mohican.  Mon^ey-Dela- 
wnre.  nnd  Chippewa.  From  1745  till  1750  he 
was  employed  at  Shamokin  and  Onondaga,  and 
in  the  liitter  year  he  visit4<d  Europe  in  behalf  of 
themiMtiou.  In  1752  he  returned  to  Onondaga, 
but  was  compelled  to  nrtire  to  Bethlehem  at  the 
oiH'ning  of  the  French  and  Indian  war.

His  work  of  twenty  years 
in  correcting  and  amplifying  Bishop  Baraga's 
Chippewa  dictionary  was  destroyed  by  an  acci- 
dent by  which  he  lost  his  canoe  and  its  contents. 
His  unpublished  mks.  are  in  the  possession  of 
Capt.  Dwight  H.  Keltou,  U.  S.  Army.  He 
was  the  author  of  Indian  names  of  places  near

The  Rev.  Father  Mennin  died  at  Prairie  da 
Kocher,  forty-five  milea  below  St  Louie,  fliteen 
above  Kaekaskias,  on  the  MissiAsippi,  in  the 
year  1778.  He  was  the  last  of  the  Jeenita  in 
thia  country.  He  was  ordered  home ;  bat  ai 
the  request  of  the  Indiana  he  returned  and 
died  with  them.  He  wae  a  rery  learned  man, 
and  has  left  a  valuable  library  and  a  manuscript 
dictionary  of  the  Indian  and  French  languages, 
in  twenty-four  volumes.  He  was  missionary 
to  the  Illinois  Indians  and  was  respected  and 
beloved  by  them  as  a  very  pious  and  fkithfkil 
missionary.

In  addition  to  the  brief  account  given  on  pp. 
381-382  of  this  bibliography,  the  following  par- 
ticulars concerning  Dr.  O'Meara  hare  been 
ascertained.  He  was  appointed  by  the  Society 
for  the  Propagation  of  the  Gospel,  in  1838,  aa  a 
missionary  to  the  Indians  at  S^nlt  St.  Marie, 
and  was  subsequently  transferred  by  the  Bishop 
of  Toronto  to  the  Government  Indian  mission 
at  Manatoolln  Island.  In  his  Second  Report  c/ 
a  Mitaion  to  the  Ottahwahe  and  Ojibwae,  on 
Lake  Huron  (second  edition,  London,  1847),  be 
gives  some  account  of  his  translations  into  the 
Indian  language. 

Under  date  of  January  12, 1845^  he  writes : 
**  Having  lately  seen  more  plainly  than  ever  the 
eril  ,of  a  book  such  as  the  Methodist  Hymns 
being  in  the  hands  of  my  people,  after  the  more 
public  and  fatiguing  labours  of  the  day  were 
concluded,  I  tried  what  I  could  do  at  trans- 
lating some  of  the  Hymns  and  Psalms  from  our 
own  collection.  I  succeeded  in  this,  my  first 
essay  in  that  kind  of  work,  so  as  to  encourage 
me  to  proceed  in  the  translation  of  a  small  col- 
lection to  be  appended  to  the  Prayer  Book." 


O'Meara  (F.  A.) — Continued. 

During  the  next  four  months  he  revised  his 
translation  of  the  Prayer  Book,  and  translated 
more  Psalms  and  Hymns.  In  the  latter  part  of 
May  he  went  to  Toronto,  in  order  to  make 
arrangements  for  the  printing  of  these  works. 
While  at  Detroit,  he  waited  on  the  Bishop,  for 
the  purpose  of  ascertaining  what  he  would  do 
towards  the  Indian  Prayer  Book.  From  him 
he  first  learned  of  the  e^tence  of  Johnston's 
translation  of  The  morning  wnd  evening  prayer 
(Detroit,  1844),  concerning  which  see  hia 
remarks  on  pages  566-567  of  thia  Addenda. 

"September  16, 11845].— Sent  the  flrstportion 
of  the  manuscript  of  the  Indian  Prayer-book 
to  the  Bev.  Mr.  Grasett,  to  be  transmitted  by 
him  to  Dr.  Bethune;  it  contains  the  Morning 
and  Evening  Services  and  Litany.  I  have  taken 
much  care  with  the  writing,  that  it  may  be  aa 
legible  as  possible." 

**  October  13.— Busily  engaged  during  all  the 
time  that  could  be  apared  from  my  usual  work, 
prepsring  the  manuscript  of  the  QJlbway 
Psalms  and  Hymns,  as  the  next  opportunity 
will  probably  be  the  last  this  season." 

The  above-mentioned  Prayer  Book,  Psalms, 
and  Hymns  were  printed  at  Toronto  in  one 
Tolume,  in  1846,  as  described  on  page  379  of  this 
bibliography.  Dr.  O'Meara  ministered  to  the 
Indiana  on  Great  Manitoulin  laland  for  twency- 
two  years.
